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$250,000 Sought 


To Fight L.1. Bridge 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Mayor Thomas Koch is 
seeking an appropriation of 
$250,000 to continue the 
city’s. fight against Boston’s 
proposal to rebuild the Long 
Island Bridge. 

Koch introduced a re- 
quest for the $250,000 ap- 
propriation, which would 
be charged to the revenue 
of the current fiscal year, at 
Monday night’s meeting of 
the City Council. The item 
was referred to the council’s 
finance committee for fur- 
ther deliberations. 

Chris Walker, the may- 
or’s chief of staff, said the 
$250,000 sought Monday 
would cover future expens- 
es associated with Quincy’s 
fight against the bridge. 

“Tt’s an estimate of what 
we think we’ll need going 
forward,” Walker told The 
Sun’ following Monday’s 
meeting. 

The city has spent about 
$150,000 to date to make 
its case against the bridge, 
Walker said. The engineer- 
ing work done to date has 
cost about $100,000, he 
said, and legal work about 
$50,000. That money has 


come from various sources, . 


within the budget, including 
a line item for outside coun- 
sel in the city solicitor’s 
budgef’and a line item for 
contractual services in the 
city engineer’s budget. 
Quincy has hired Mackie 
Shea, a Boston-based law 
firm specializing in envi- 
ronmental and land-use law, 
to help make its case in op- 
position to the bridge. The 


engineering firm Tighe & 


Bond is also working with 


Quincy officials. 

Ward 6 Councillor Wil- 
liam Harris, whose district 
includes Squantum, credited 
the team put together by the 
administration for the work 
done so far. Harris also said 


it was important the city be 


transparent. 

“I’m glad it’s going into 
the finance committee so 
it’s transparent what’s going 
on. I think the money that’s 
been spent so far has been 
so well spent. The team 
the administration has put: 
together...has done a great 
job,” Harris said. 

“They’r€ doing a great 
job and we' need to contin- 
ue, but we need to let people 
know where we’re spending 
the money and how we’re 
going to protect the interests 
of the city of Quincy.” 

Boston Mayor Marty 
Walsh in January announced 
plans to rebuild the bridge 
and open a recovery cam- 
pus on Long Island. The old 
Long Island Bridge, which 
opened in 1951, was demol- 
ished in 2015 after it was 
closed without warning the 
previous year. Boston of- 


. ficials have said the bridge 
will cost $92..million to .re-: 
_construct and. planned to 


start the three-year rebuild- 
ing project next year. 

The proposal: has been 
met with opposition from 
Quincy officials and some 
residents, because of con- 
cerns over vehicular traffic 
in Squantum. The only ve- 
hicular access to the bridge 
would be through Squantum 
and Moon Island. 

Moon Island is owned by 
Boston but within Quincy’s 


city. limits, giving the Quin- 
cy role in the permitting 
process. 

The Quincy Conserva- 
tion Commission earlier this 
month rejected a permit for 
the project, citing a lack of 
information provided by 
Boston officials. Boston 
plans to appeal that decision 
to the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection. 

- The piers that supported 
the old bridge still stand in 
the waters between Moon 


Island and Long Island, and 


were a point of contention 
between Quincy and Boston 
officials at two commission 
hearings on the plan. Quin- 
cy officials said the piers are 
near the end of the useable 
lifespan and efforts to reha- 
bilitate or. replace them will 
have much greater environ- 
mental impacts than Boston 
officials have suggested. 

In addition to approval 
from the Quincy Conserva- 
tion Commission, the Quin- 
cy Planning Board must 
approve of the project, and 
Boston would need to obtain 
a building permit from the 
Inspectional Services De- 


-» partment. The project is also 


subject to review by state 
environmental officials, the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers and the U.S. Coast 
Guard. 

~The Boston Conserva- 
tion Commission approved 
a permit for the project ear- 
lier this year. Quincy offi- 
cials have lodged an appeal 
of that decision with the 
DEP, the same state agency 
with which Boston will file 


its appeal.

Koch Seeks $100,000 For 
Regional Harbor Defenses

Mayor Thomas Koch is 
seeking $100,000 to help 
develop a plan to defend 
Quincy and other commu- 
nities near Boston Harbor 
from rising sea levels and 
the increasing threat of se- 
vere storms. 

Koch introduced a_tre- 
quest for the $100,000 ap- 
propriation, which would be 
charged to the current fiscal 
year’s revenue, at © Mon- 


day’s City Council meeting. 


The request was sent to the 


council’s finance committee. 


for review in the future. 

The money would fund 
the first stages of develop- 
ing a regional plan to ad- 
dress rising sea levels and 
the increased risk for cata- 
strophic storms. Boston of- 
ficials have floated the idea 
of constructing a hurricane 
barrier to protect Boston 
Harbor from those threats, 
but Koch believes a regional 
approach is needed. 

“We believe that the fu- 
ture of Boston Harbor and 
the threat of storm surge 
and rising sea level must be 
addressed by regional col- 
laboration,” Chris Walker, 
Koch’s chief of staff, said in 
a memo to city councillors. 
“To that end, Mayor Koch 
this summer held a meeting 
of the 14 cities and towns 
that encompass the harbor 
to begin discussions about a 
regional plan to protect our

“The issue has only be- 
come more vital following 
the devastating storms of 
last March and the reality 
that we are without question 
seeing more extreme storms 
and seasons over the last 
several years. Locally, we 
can point to 2018, 2015 and 
2010 to name just a few. In 
the United States, 14 of the 
16 most destructive storms 
over the last.100 years have 
occurred since 2004.” 

The money sought Mon- 
day, Walker said, would 
allow Quincy to begin ad- 
vancing the regional plan. 
To that end, the city has 
enlisted a firm led by Wil- 
liam Golden, who founded 
the National Institute for 
Coastal and Infrastructure. 
Golden served as Quincy’s 
city solicitor in the 1980s 
and led Quincy’s lawsuit 
that led to the cleanup of 
Boston Harbor, Walker said. 

The money would fund 
the first stage of developing 
what Walker called a “lay- 
ered defense,” which would 
tie the city’s existing coastal 
defense plans — such as new 
seawalls and drainage proj- 
ects — with a larger plan that 
could include a harbor bar- 
rier or other concepts. 

Walker said the city 
has identified four tasks to 
tackle during the first i 
They are: | 


Identifying, studying 
and advancing options for 
a “layered defense” of the 
city from sea level rise and 
storm-surge related flood- 
ing with a focus on regional 
solutions developed in co- 
operation with state, federal 
and local governments, the 
private sector and non-gov- 
ernment organizations. 

Formalizing a regional 
storm surge working group 
compose of Quincy and 
other municipalities that 
are flooded through Boston 
Harbor and working with 
this entity to develop a se- 
ries of options for address- 
ing such flooding. 

Coordinating with city 
officials and city consultants 
the policies and programs 
for the “layered defense” of 
the city, integrating the re- 
gional options together with 
the city’s ongoing plans. 

Identifying federal, state 
and private funding avail- 
able for the fuller study and 
development of regional 
options for addressing the 
impacts of sea level rise and 
storm surge on Boston Har- 
bor communities. 

“Considering our city’s 
vulnerability today and in 
the decades ahead, the time 
is now to begin exploring 
our options as a region,” 
Walker said. “And the may- 
or believes this appropria- 
tion is a modest first step 
toward achieving that goal.” 


Blue Hills Fall Foliage Sunset Hike Oct. 13 
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Seeing Red Before Fall? Early Fall Color Can Be a Sign Of Tree Stress 


Vibrant red, orange and 
gold leaves are one of the 
best parts of fall. In our neck 
of the woods, peak color 
can arrive as early as late 
September or as late as mid- 
October. While cities across 
Massachusetts are known 
for their beautiful fall show 
it could be a problem when 
trees show signs of fall be- 
fore they should. 

“Stressed trees often 
exhibit early leaf color or 
leaf drop,” says Jim Doyle, 
an ISA Certified Arbor- 
ist at Hartney Greymont, a 
Davey company. “If you see 


this in your own backyard, 
your trees may be asking for 
help.” 

Trees with too much/not 
enough water, those inun- 
dated by insects or diseases 


or plants stressed for other 


reasons may slow or stop 
producing chlorophyll. That 
causes the fall coloring pro- 
cess to speed up and happen 
prematurely. 

“This summer was one 
of the hottest on record: for ~ 
much of the Boston area,” 
Doyle says. “That excess 


heat, coupled with a lack 


of water, can take its toll on 
trees.” 

Check your trees’ leaves 
to see if they are the right 
color for the season. Leaves 
should not be brown or 
completely yellow just yet— 
nor should they be wilting 
or dropping. 

Doyle says if your trees 
are debuting fall color or 
leaf drop early, you should 
step in and give them extra 
attention for the remainder 
of the season. 

A local » arborist, like 
Doyle, could tell you exact-

The state Department of 
Public Health on Monday 
announced 65 Massachu- 
setts residents experiencing 
homelessness and/or sub- 
stance-use disorder state- 
wide have recently acquired 
an acute hepatitis A infec- 
tion, a viral infection that af- 
fects the liver and can cause 
severe illness. 

One person has died as a 
result of their infection. 

DPH also issued a public 
health alert about the hepa- 
titis A outbreak, encourag- 
ing local health departments 


, to work with clinical and 


community-based agencies 
providing services to people 
experiencing homelessness 
and those with substance 
use disorder, especially 
those injecting drugs, to ed- 
ucate them about the health 
risks and to offer vaccine.

ton areas. In early August, 
DPH and the Boston Public 


Health Commission issued’ 


a clinical advisory when it 
became apparent that there 
was ongoing transmission 
occurring among residents 
experiencing homelessness 
and/or substance-use disor- 


der. Most of those affected 


in Massachusetts and else- 
where also have evidence of 
hepatitis C, a blood-borne 
infection highly associated 
with injection drug use, 
making their illness more 
severe. 

“We have seen a spike 
in cases of hepatitis A, with 
outbreaks being reported in 
at least 10 other states in 
similar populations, consti- 
tuting thousands of cases 
nationwide,” said Public 
Health Commissioner Mon- 
ica Bharel. “As part of our 
statewide response here in 


' Massachusetts, we are reach- 


ing out to all local health de- 
partments to encourage and 
assist their efforts to provide 
education and vaccinations 
for people at risk.” 

“There may be miscon- 
ceptions about the differ- 
ent types of hepatitis,” said 


Dr. Catherine Brown, state 


epidemiologist. “Hepatitis A 
infection can be prevented 
through vaccination and one 
dose of vaccine can provide 
substantial protection. It can 
also be prevented through 
proper hand washing, espe- 
cially after using the toilet 
and before eating. There 
is no specific treatment for 
hepatitis A infection; most 
otherwise healthy people re- 
cover on their own.” 

Hepatitis A is transmitted 
primarily through fecal-oral 
contact that can be associ- 
ated with living in unsani- 
tary. conditions and poor 
hygiene. Symptoms include 
fever, fatigue, loss of appe- 
tite, stomach pain, nausea, 
diarrhea, jaundice, gray 
stools, and dark urine. 

DPH has been working 
with clinicians statewide 
and local health depart- 
ments, including the Boston 
Public Health Commission, 
to increase awareness of 
this outbreak among people 
who use substances and/or 
are experiencing homeless- 
ness and urging vaccination 
through homeless outreach 
services, shelters, communi- 
ty health centers, hospitals, 
and other facilities where 
these individuals seek care.

Work Update

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey wants city officials 
to provide her peers with an 
update on the various proj- 
ects the city began this sum- 
mer. 

Mahoney introduced a 
resolution calling for the 
updates from city officials 
Monday night.

Mahoney wants the city’s 
‘department heads to provide 
an update on the summer 
work during a meeting in 
October. She is seeking an 
update on projects that were 
completed as well as those 
that are not yet finished, in- 
cluding timelines for when 
the work will be complete. 

“This is just a status up- 
date that I’m looking to 
have regarding all the sum- 
mer projects that happened 
between parks, roads and 
TPAL and a lot of things that 
were going on in the sum- 
mer as we’re now headed 
into. the fall season,” Ma- 
honey said Monday. 


“We had a lot of things 
that were done and complet- 
ed and successful, and we 
had a lot of things that were 
not quite perfect.” 

One such project that 
began this summer was the 
replacement of the artificial 
playing surface at Veterans’ 
Memorial Stadium. Chris 
Walker, the chief of staff 
for Mayor Thomas Koch, 
on Monday said that work 
would be finished within the 
next week, allowing teams 
to begin playing and prac- 
ticing there. 

An issue with the soil 
caused a delay in the proj- 
‘ect, Walker said. 

“There was an issue with 
the soil,” he said following 
Monday’s meeting. “When 
they put the new grading 
down it was tested and for 
whatever reason it was de- 
termined that it was not 
going to support the carpet

“The new criminal jus- 
tice reform act changes the 
role of school resource of- 
ficers, removing them from 
enforcing school rules and 
discipline,” District Attor- 
ney Morrissey said. “Our 
training today provides 


- information on _ research- 


based interventions being 


used across the country to 
address challenging student 
behavior without resorting 
to police powers or punitive 
steps.” 

The research shows that 
collaborative problem solv- 
ing creates more durable 
solutions to problematic 
behavior than either permis- 
siveness or punitive action, 


and the District Attorney 
also sees benefits for the stu- 
dents as they age into adult- 
hood. 

“Helping students over- 
come poor impulse control, 
inability to manage irrita- 
bility or disappointment, or 
help them learn to manage 
conflict — all while still in 
the safe environment of a 


school — can only help their 
future,” Morrissey said. 
“Spend a moming in any 
district courtroom and you 


will see petty assaults, prop- _ 


erty destruction and other 
crimes that arise from the, 
same skill deficits.”

Most 
recently, in June 2018, the

Is this a familiar scenario 
in your home? When a man 
gets a cold, it seems like 
everything collapses. He’s 
on the couch in distress, re- 
luctant to move, even to go 
to the doctor. Conversely a 
woman with a cold just con- 
~ tinues on and goes about her 
day. Thus, goes the story of 
the so-called “man cold.” 

Psychology expert, Wil- 
liam Pollack, PhD explains 
that if a woman has a viral 
infection or cold, more often 
she’ll keep up with her day’s 
activities and maybe remark 


about her cold to a friend.. 


In opposition, men typically 


will fuss about it and believe | 


that it’s getting in their way, 
or be annoyed or irritated 
that they have to deal with 


it. In basic terms, the “man 


cold” refers to the concept 
that when men handle colds 
and the flu, they do a poorer 
job of it than women do. 
But is there any truth to the 
myth? ; 

Experts say men and 
women may, in actual fact, 
respond differently to colds. 
Some researchers point out 
that the dissimilarity ap- 


pears to be less about gender . 


and more about personality. 
Doctors. agree that some pa- 


tients are very in sync with 
their bodies and have many 
apprehensions concerning 
their health status, so when 


‘they contract a cold, they 


amplify it to some extent. 


These patients tend to as- 
- sume that their symptoms 


signify that something more 
severe is happening. They 
might have a minor cold, 
but they’re concerned that 
it’s pneumonia. However, 
the man cold. might have 
some biological truth asso- 
ciated with it. Some studies 
reveal that men may have 
more symptoms than wom- 
en when they have a cold. 
Studies done by a physi- 
cian at University of Kansas 
Hospital, regarding gender 
differences in health, have 
demonstrated the female 
sex hormone estrogen slows 
down. the rate at which the 
flu virus multiplies, con- 
ceivably leading to a lesser 
amount of symptoms. Stud- 
ies have not indicated if the 
same thing applies to the 
cold virus. In addition, the 
part of the brain that regu- 
lates body temperature is 
larger in men due to tes- 
tosterone. This may, result 
in higher fevers in men 
versus. women, however 
the research isn’t clear-cut, 
and keep in mind that other 


studies that have been con- 
ducted, have demonstrated 
practically no substantial 
differences in the immune 
system between males and 
females. Scientists . also 
mention that cultural fac- 
tors may have a significant 
influence on the idea of the 


man cold. Historically, men , 


were conditioned to think 
they needed to be perpetu- 
ally competent and never 
deficient, thus, if they obtain 
any illness, they make a ma- 
jor concern out of it because 
it seems like a serious issue. 
It triggers more distress in 
males, because they are sup- 
posed to be indestructible. 
Though the scientific 
evidence over the years 
regarding this is far from 
conclusive, some research 
has shown that male and 
female immune cells do re- 
act differently to invading 
viruses. Recently, a study 
utilizing mice, threw more 
fuel into the fire, suggest- 


ing that the male sex truly 


does get: take a harder hit 
from certain illnesses, and 
that physiology, not mind- 
set, may be partially respon- 
sible. This study, published 
in the journal Brain, Behav- 
ior and Immunity, discov- 
ered that adult male mice 
exhibited more symptoms 


- indications of 


of sickness than females 
when they were exposed to 
bacteria that caused an ill- 
ness with symptoms similar 
to that of the flu. The males 
also had more variations in 
body temperature, fever and 
inflamma- 
tion, while also taking an 
extended length of time to 
recover. Despite the fact that 
studies done in lab animals 
do not necessarily apply to 
humans, experts who re- 
search gender and immunity 
say that it provokes an in- 
triguing scientific question 
for people, as well. Studies 
with human cells, as well as 
in mice, illustrate that male 
immune cells contain more 
active receptors for specific 
pathogens. It isn’t the pres- 
ence of the microbe or the 
presence of the virus that 
always makes us ill, it’s our 
immune response, and the 
research shows that males 
have an intensified reaction 
that gathers cells to the site 
of infection, which contrib- 
utes to the general feeling 
of sickness. The reason why 
isn’t completely understood, 

but one hypothesis surmises 
that testosterone and estro- 
gen affect these immune 
receptors in different ways. 
These new mouse studies 
did not support a connection 


between sex hormones and 
sickness. Researchers re- 
moved mice’s reproductive 
organs and still witnessed 
different responses. Howev- 
er, several other studies have 
seen a link. A 2015 study on 
human cells, for example, 
found that estrogen-based 
compounds made it harder 
for a flu virus to infect the 
samples. Another theory, 
presented in a 2010 study 
from researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, is that 
men have evolved ‘to have 
weaker immune system and 
lower immunity due to their 
propensity for risk-taking 
behaviors. Still, other re- 
search proposes that because 
females more effortlessly 
disseminate pathogens onto 
their children, they’ve built 
up more natural defenses 
against them, resulting in 
less illness. 

Furthermore, as for the 
fact or fiction of the “man

cold,” other phenomena 
may correspondingly have 
considerable influences, as 
well. Studies disclose that 
men are less likely to wash 
their hands regularly, for 
instance, and at least in the 
United States, they are less 
likely to make a visit to their 
healthcare provider regular- 
ly. Researchers concur, that 
cultural norms absolutely 
affect our behaviors, so the 
myth or truth of the “man 
cold” is likely a combina- 
tion of a multitude of differ- 
ent components.

Is this a familiar scenario 
in your home? When a man 
gets'a cold, it seems like 
everything collapses. He’s 
on the couch in distress, re- 
luctant to move, even to go 
to the doctor. Conversely a 
woman with a cold just con- 
tinues on and goes about her 
day. Thus, goes the story of 
the so-called “man cold.” 

Psychology expert, Wil- 
liam Pollack, PhD explains 
that if a woman has a viral 
infection or cold, more often 
she’ll keep up with her day’s 
activities and maybe remark 
about her cold to a friend. 
In opposition, men typically 


will fuss about it and believe _ 


that it’s getting in their way, 


or be annoyed or irritated. 


that they have to deal with 


it. In basic terms, the “man 


cold” refers to the concept 
that when men handle colds 
and the flu, they do a poorer 
job of it than women do. 
But is there any truth to the 
myth? | 

Experts say men and 
women may, in actual fact, 
respond differently to colds. 


Some researchers point. out — 


that the dissimilarity ap- 


pears to be less about gender . 


and more about personality. 
Doctors agree that some pa- 


tients are very in sync with 
their bodies and have many 
apprehensions concerning 
their health status, so when 
they contract a cold, they 
amplify it to some extent. 
These patients tend to as- 
sume that their symptoms 
signify that something more 
severe is happening. They 
might have a minor cold, 
but they’re concerned that 
it’s pneumonia. However, 
the man cold. might have 
some biological truth asso- 
ciated with it. Some studies 
reveal that men may have 
more symptoms than wom- 
en when they have a cold. 
Studies done by a physi- 
cian at University of Kansas 
Hospital, regarding gender 
differences in health, have 
demonstrated the female 
sex hormone estrogen slows 
down. the rate at which the 
flu virus multiplies, con- 
ceivably leading to a lesser 
amount of symptoms. Stud- 
ies have not indicated if the 
same thing applies to the 
cold virus. In addition, the 
part of the brain that regu- 
lates body temperature is 
larger in men due to tes- 
tosterone. This may. result 
in higher fevers in men 
versus. women, however 
the research isn’t clear-cut, 
and keep in mind that other 


studies that have been con- 
ducted, have demonstrated 
practically no substantial 
differences in the immune 
system between males and 
females. Scientists . also 
mention that cultural fac- 


tors may have a significant - 


influence on the idea of the 


man cold. Historically, men . 


were conditioned to think 
they needed to be perpetu- 
ally competent and never 
deficient, thus, if they obtain 
any illness, they make a ma- 
jor concern out of it because 
it seems like a serious issue. 
It triggers more distress in 
males, because they are sup- 

Though the sclentitic 
evidence over the years 
regarding this is far from 
conclusive, some research 
has shown that male and 
female immune cells do re- 
act differently to invading 
viruses. Recently, a study 
utilizing mice, threw more 
fuel into the fire, suggest- 


ing that the male sex truly: 


does get take a harder hit 
from certain illnesses, and 
that physiology, not mind- 
set, may be partially respon- 
sible. This study, published 
in the journal Brain, Behav- 
ior and Immunity, discov- 
ered that adult male mice 
exhibited more symptoms 


of sickness than females 
when they were exposed to 
bacteria that caused an ill- 
ness with symptoms similar 
to that of the flu. The males 
also had more variations in 
body temperature, fever and 
indications of inflamma- 
tion, while also taking an 
extended length of time to 
recover. Despite the fact that 
studies done in lab animals 
do not necessarily apply to 
humans, experts who re- 
search gender and immunity 
say that it provokes an in- 
triguing scientific question 
for people, as well. Studies 
with-human cells, as well as 
in mice, illustrate that male 
immune cells contain more 
active receptors for specific 
pathogens. It isn’t the pres- 
ence of the microbe or the 
presence of the virus that 
always makes us ill, it’s our 
immune response, and the 
research shows that males 
have an intensified reaction 
that gathers cells to the site 
of infection, which contrib- 
utes to the general feeling 
of sickness. The reason why 
isn’t completely understood, 
but one hypothesis surmises 
that testosterone and estro- 
gen affect these immune 
receptors in different ways. 
These new mouse studies 
did not support a connection 
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between sex hormones and 
sickness. Researchers re- 
moved mice’s reproductive 
organs and still witnessed 
different responses. Howev- 
er, several other studies have 
seen a link. A 2015-study on 
human cells, for example, 
found that estrogen-based 
compounds made it harder 
for a flu virus to infect the 
samples. Another theory, 
presented in a 2010 study 
from researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, is that 
men have evolved ‘to have 
weaker immune system and 
lower immunity due to their 
propensity for risk-taking 
behaviors. Still, other re- 
search proposes that because 
females more effortlessly 
disseminate pathogens onto 
their children, they’ve built 
up more natural defenses 
against them, resulting in 
less illness. 

Furthermore, as for the 
fact or fiction of the “man

cold,’ other phenomena 
may correspondingly have 
considerable influences, as 
well. Studies disclose that 
men are less likely to wash 
their hands regularly, for 
instance, and at least in the 
United States, they are less 
likely to make a visit to their 
healthcare provider regular- 
ly. Researchers concur, that 
cultural norms absolutely 
affect our behaviors, so the 
myth or truth of the “man 


cold” is likely a combina- 


tion of a multitude of differ- 
ent components.

I read epic novels. Think The Count of Monte Cristo. 
Moby Dick. Jane Eyre. 1 am drawn to books series. The 
Chronicles of Narnia, Harry Potter, The Hunger Games. 

I enjoy character development. Finding a hero in a tragi- 
cally flawed individual. Watching people overcome sorrow 
with hope. Seeing lost souls find their place in the world. 
My husband has been known to call himself the “book wid- 
ower” when I get drawn into these stories. I sometimes for- 
get to come up for air. 

I completely surprised myself when I read “A Dream Be- 
tween Two Rivers” by KL Pereira. This book is a series of 
short stories that had me thinking for days over a two page 
~ story. What was the author trying to convey? Was there 
meaning behind these characters often atrocious actions 
that I needed to puzzle out and apply to myself?. I found 
myself wondering if the characters were heroes or villains.

Ask Rusty — Explaining 


"WEP And GPO 


Dear Rusty: My wife is a retired Missouri teacher and 
now on Medicare. Unfortunately, due to the windfall elimi- 


‘nation provision for teachers in our state, she cannot get So- 


cial Security. So, she must pay for her Medicare. I’ve never 
quite understood this and why some states have it, and some 
don’t. I’m also confused as to why she can’t get my SS if 
something were to happen to me. Our SS office can’t ex- 


™ plain this to us. Can you enlighten us? Signed: Perplexed 


Dear Perplexed: Social Security’s Windfall Elimina- 


- tion Provision (WEP), and a sister provision known as the 


Government Pension Offset (GPO) are probably the most 
misunderstood (and equally reviled) regulations of the So- 
cial Security Act. Your wife, as a retired Rape tat 
is apparently being affected by WEP and by GPO if she is 
receiving spousal benefits from your work record; GPO will 
also affect her survivor benefit if you should predecease 
her. WEP affects one’s Social Security retirement benefit 
and GPO affects survivor benefits and spousal benefits. Mis- 
souri is one of 27 States where either all, or some, of their 
employees do not participate in and do not contribute to the 
Social Security system and are, thus, subject to WEP and 
GPO. oe 

WEP applies if your wife had other employment out- 
side of her teaching career where FICA taxes were with- 
held from her wages for enough years to entitle her to So- 
cial Security benefits. In that case, when she applied for her 
benefits, the WEP formula was applied and her benefit was 
reduced. The reduction is determined by using a different 


formula to compute benefits for a WEP-affected beneficiary, 


up to a maximum reduction for the year your wife became 
eligible for Social Security. The reduction is less if you have 
more than 20 years of “substantial earnings’” in SS-covered 
employment, and WEP doesn’t apply at all if you have 30 or 
more-years of “substantial earnings” in SS-covered employ- 
ment. In any case, the WEP reduction to your wife’s Social 
Security benefit is limited to % of her teacher’s pension; 
however, because of the formula used and the maximum al- 
loWable reductions, WEP should not eliminate your wife’s 


own Social Security retirement benefit. The Government: 


Pension Offset (GPO) applies to the benefit your wife is en- 
titled to as your spouse and will also apply to her survivor’ S 
benefit if you should predecease her. 


The GPO reduction works differently’ from’ the WEP” 


reduction in that GPO reduces your wife’s Social Security 
spousal or survivor benefit by 2/3rds of the amount of her 
teacher’s pension amount, which can eliminate any spousal 
or survivor’s benefit your wife might be otherwise entitled 
to. Since you said that “she cannot get Social Security,” I 
suspect that a combination of WEP (affecting her own SS 
benefit) and GPO (affecting her spousal benefit) have re- 
duced her Social Security benefit amount to something less 
than her premium for Medicare Part B ($134/month for 
2018). If that is the case, your wife would have to pay her 
Medicare premium separately (it’s typically deducted from 
Social Security benefits). Both WEP.and GPO have been 
controversial since enacted in 1983. The rationale for these 
rules was that Social Security. benefits are intentionally 
weighted toward lower-earning recipients, and that giving 
full benefits to those who aren’t truly lower earning (be- 
cause they have a pension from another source which did 
not contribute to Social Security) isn’t right. 

Thus, WEP and GPO were enacted to equalize Social 
Security benefits across all beneficiaries. Nevertheless, due 
to the unpopularity of these provisions, bills have been sub- 
mitted in Congress — most recently H.R. 1205, “The Social 
Security Fairness Act,” which propose to eliminate both 
WEP and GPO. Although H.R. 1205 has more than 180 co- 
sponsors we have seen little progress, which would suggest 
the bill will not be passed any time soon. While I can’t offer 
you any way to ease the impact of WEP and GPO to your 
wife’s Social Security benefits, I hope this at least explains 
these two provisions more Clearly than your Social Security 
office was able to.

More than 4,700 teach- 
ers have been recognized for 
their contributions to both 
their profession and class- 
room since the PAEMST 
program inception -35 years 
ago.

“These include the 
NASA Distance Learning 
Network, Train Like An As- 
tronaut, and a rocket engi- 
neering design challenge.” 

The PAEMST states that 
in 2017, Hammerstrom was

In the spring of 2018, the 
Houghs Neck Garden Club 
received a grant through the 
Community Preservation 
Act to rehabilitate the land- 
scape around the World War 
II memorial across from the 
fire station in Houghs Neck. 
American Legion Post 
380 took care of the site un- 
til the Legion sold its build- 
ing about eight years ago. 
After that, Nancy Brennan,

Elementary School, planted 
flowers but mowing and 


other such activities were | 


done on an ad hoc basis. 
When she retired, she asked 
the Houghs Neck Garden 
Club to continue planting 
flowers. We have been try- 
ing to do that for three years, 
with little success. 

As we became. more fa- 
miliar with the site, we re- 
alized that it needed much 
more than planting flowers. 
The granite monument itself 
is in excellent condition but 
the grounds that surround 
it are not. We applied for 
a Community Preservation 


Act grant and we received 


, 


$25,000 to revitalize the 
memorial grounds, a site of 
about 2,500 square feet with 
a granite monument. 
Houghs Neck Honor Roll 
The granite monument 
was the second memorial on 
the site. The original, wood- 
framed memorial from the 
late 1940s listed the names 
of more than 500 members 


of the Houghs Neck com- » 


munity who served in the 
military during. World War 
Il. The wooden memorial, 
called the Honor Roll, was 


constructed by and contrib- 


uted to the community by 


‘the Lundin brothers, build- 


ers in the Quincy area. 
Granite Memorial 

In 1952, this memorial 
was replaced by a granite 
monument, paid for by the 
citizens of Houghs Neck. 
The names that had been on 
the wooden memorial were 
printed on a scroll that was 
placed in a bronze box then 
buried at the base of the 
current granite monument. 
The granite monument is 
made of Quincy gftanite 
from Swingle’s quarry set 
upon three polished bases 
symbolic of faith, hope and 
charity.

Sea Street Work 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council on 
Monday approved the ac- 
quisition of land on the cor- 
ner of Sea Street and Quincy 
Shore Drive, which will al- 
low an overhaul of that in- 
tersection to begin next year. 

The improvements to 
the intersection will take 
one construction season 
to complete, according to 
Frank Tramontozzi, an en- 
gineer for the city, meaning 
the work could be done by 
late 2019 with punch-list 
items completed the follow- 
ing year. Additional work 
along the Sea Street corridor 
would follow. 

The council unanimous- 
ly approved acquiring two 
portions of the parcel at 156 
Sea St. totaling 2,280 square 
feet outright, plus a perma- 
nent easement on another 
68 square feet. The own- 
ers of the land will receive 
$75,000 in compensation 
from, the city, plus addition- 
al funds to build a brick wall 
in front of their property 


.and repave their driveway 


once the intersection work 
is complete. 

The City Council in May 
2015 set aside more than 
$1.2 million toward the 


project: $765,000 for engi- 
neering and design the ser- 
vices and $450,000 for the 
acquisition of the associated 
right of ways. The money to 
acquire the land at 156 Sea 
St. will come from that ap- 
propriation. 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation 
has committed $2.4 million 
in federal and state funds 
for the first phase of the Sea 
Street project, which in- 
cludes improvements to the 
intersection of Sea Street 
and Quincy Shore Drive. 

' Tramontozzi said Mass- 
DOT is now seeking bids 
for the intersection project 
with the goal of completing 
the work in 2019. . 

“Tt will be the entire con- 
struction season, so it will 
start in the spring and end in 
the winter,” he said. “I think 
it can be done in one con- 
struction season. The fol- 
lowing construction season 
could be left over for punch- 
list items.” 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy said the commu- 
nity would benefit greatly 
from the improvements to 
the intersection by helping 
speed up the flow of traffic.

elected sheriff in 1998 after 
spending six years as mem- 
ber of the state House of 
Representatives. A Squan- 


tum resident, Bellotti is the 


son of Francis X. Bellotti, 


" who served as the state’s 


lieutenant governor and at- 
torney general. 

Bellotti said he would 
work to bolster the image of 
the school over the next year 
and a half. 

“T’m humbled and appre- 
ciative,” he said following 
the board’s vote. “It’s an op- 
portunity to lead an institu- 
tion knowing that there are 
folks here with more sub- 
ject-matter expertise than 
I’ll ever have. I’m hoping to 
bolster the image of the col- 
lege by working with all the 
stakeholders throughout this 
area as I have for the past 26 

years.” 

Bellotti said it was too 
early to know if he would 
put himself into consider- 
ation for the position on a 
permanent basis. 

“Honestly, I have to get 
in here, see what I can do, 
how I can work with folks — 
faculty, students, the deans — 
and then I’ll assess that as I 
go along,” he said. 

Robert Harnais, who is a 
special sheriff in Bellotti’s 
office, will become acting 

sheriff immediately upon 
Bellotti’s resignation. Har- 
nais, a Braintree resident, 
is a former president of the 
Massachusetts Bar Asso- 
ciation and is currently the 
chairman of the Braintree 
Planning Board. 

Under state law, Gov. 
Charlie Baker would have 
the ability to appoint a new 

sheriff who would serve un- 
til a 2020 special election. 
The winner of the special 
election would serve out the 
remaining two years on Bel- 
lotti’s term, and could seek 
re-election to a full six-year 
term in 2022. 

One potential candidate 
interested in running for 
sheriff in 2020 is Norfolk 
County Register of Probate 
Patrick McDermott. Mc- 
Dermott’s term as register of 
probate is up in 2020 and he 
may not seek a fourth six- 
year term for that post. He 
was first elected register of 
probate in 2002. 

In a statement, Baker’s 

“press secretary, Brendan 
Moss, said, “Fhe .adminis- 
tration will begin the pro- 
cess of carefully reviewing 
potential appointments and 
will work to ensure the Nor- 
folk County Sheriff’s Office 
continues to operate effec- 
tively going forward.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
who has been the principal 
executive of Quincy Col- 
lege since May, recom- 
mended the Board of Gov- 
ernors name Bellotti interim 
president Sept. 26. Koch 
said it was im to hire 


someone with the right skill 
set, a passion for the job and 
a sense of loyalty to the city 
and college. ! 

“When I hire a depart- 
ment head on the city side, 
it’s the skill set. What’s the 
qualifications? What kind of 
passion do they bring to the 
job? What kind of loyalty do 
they have to the city?” Koch 
said. “I would add the same 
on this side of the street, ex- 
cept I would say the loyalty 
to the college, which in turn 
quite frankly is the city.” 

“It’s the management 
ability that counts,’ the 
mayor added. “We’ve been 
through a rough stretch, but 
I believe we’re going to be 
in good shape.” 

The Board of Governors 
named Koch principal exec- 
utive of the school in May, 
following the resignation of 
Peter Tsaffaras, the college’s 
president since 2011. Koch 
was named principal execu- 
tive for up to six months. 

The board approved the 
creation of a new provost 
position since then. Koch 


‘has said the new provost 


would handle the academic 
side of the school, leaving 
the president to handle the 
business side. Koch in July 
announced Gerald Koocher, 
formerly a dean at DePaul 
University in Chicago, had 
been hired as provost. 

Following the: board’s 
vote, Koch said he consid- 

ered no other candidates for 
the interim presidency. 

“T felt he was a perfect fit 

— his skill set, background, 
passion for the college and 
city,” Koch said of Bellotti. 

The mayor said no one 
approached him about the 
opening either. 

“Think about that — peo- 
ple knew I was going to be 
up in six months. That was 
very public,’ Koch said. 
“No one called or reached 
out or put an application in 
to be in the interim presi- 
dent.” 

Quincy College has 
gained a large amount of 
independence from the city 
since its founding in 1958, 
but remains one of the few 
municipally-owned schools 
of its kind in the country. 
The college does not receive 
funding from the city or 
state, however. 

Bellotti told the Board of 
Governors he would con- 
tinue to run the school in- 
dependent of the city, but in 
partnership with it and other 
stakeholders. 

“We can’t succeed unless 
we work independently but 
in partnership with all the 
stakeholders in Quincy and 
beyond. The mayor — the 
good news is we know he is 
with us on those issues that 
we need, but certainly from 
my relationship with him, I 
know he’s not going to try to 
micromanage. I won’t have 
to check in with him on mat- 
ters,” Bellotti said. 
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“It’s a supportive rela- 
tionship, but I would never, 
never come here unless I 
thought I had the freedom 
and independence to do it. 
I’m not going to ruin my 
reputation or this college’s 
reputation: ..because of pol- 
itics.” 

Several board members 
lauded Bellotti for the work 
he has done as sheriff prior 
to their vote. - 

_ The Rev. James Hawker 
said Bellotti has approached 
him in the past to find ways 
to improve the lives of in- 
mates in his custody. __ 

“Michael is a very in- 
triguing guy,” Hawker said. 
“He has always been look- 
ing to improve the lives of 
the inmates. Michael has 
looked upon the inmates as 
equals in the sense of all be- 
ing children of God.” 

Dr. Thomas Fitzgerald 
said he knows several peo- 
ple who work at:the sheriff’s 
office, and they all speak 
highly of Bellotti. 

“All of them have always 
said one thing — they enjoy 
working there,” Fitzgerald 
said. “They don’t work for 
you, they ‘work with you. 
They feel that they are real- 
ly respected — their opinions 
mean something.” 

One resident, Bob Clarke, 
the husband of board mem- 
ber Barbara Clarke, spoke 
during the open forum por- 
tion of last week’s meeting. 

“T’d like to express con- 
cern over the fact that the 
mayor’s temporary position 
as principal executive of 
the college is -supposed to 
end fairly soon and so far, 
to the general public, there 
has been no information 
whatsoever for a search for 

a president of the college,” 
he said. 

The college’s budget for 
the fiscal. year that started 
July 1 includes a salary of 
$245,670 for the president. 
The county sheriff’s salary 
is $150,000.

Schools Working To Meet 
Students Health Needs |

in providing services to stu- 
dents. 

“The school health pro- 
grams are experiencing new 
and unprecedented  chal- 

‘lenges to support the educa- 
tion, health, and well-being 
of students and their fami- 
lies,” Bailey said. “Chang- 
es in our society and the 
health care delivery system 
have increased the need for 
school nurses to not only 
advocate for the health and 


- well-being of students, but 


to become directly involved 
in providing individualized 
nursing care to students who 
might otherwise not be able 
to attend school. The mul- 
tifaceted role of the school 
nurse is the link between 
good health and educational 
achievement.” 

Bailey said that school 
nurses provide nursing care 
ranging from basic first aid 
to managing students with 
chronic illnesses and con- 
ditions. She noted the dis- 
trict has more than 2,500 
students with such health 
issues as asthma, diabetes, 
life-threatening allergies, 
seizures, chronic health 
problems as well as behav- 
ioral and emotional condi- 
tions. 

“Students visit our health 


offices for scheduled daily 


administration of medica- 
tions, nursing treatments, 


and procedures,” she said. 


“Individualized health care 
plans are created for stu- 
dents with special medical 
needs in order to remove 
barriers to learning and the 
educational process.” 
Bailey said that nurses 


‘ work closely with students, 


families and school staff and 
health care providers “to en- 
sure the medical needs of 
the student can be safely 
met throughout the school 
day.” 
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She noted that 93 percent 
of students who visit the 
health office return to class 
“indicating the school nurse 
has a direct impact on keep- 
ing students in school.” 

“The least amount of dis- 
ruption is taken into consid- 
eration so‘ the student does 

not miss learning opportuni- 
ties in the classroom,” she 
said. 

One ongoing challenge, 
Bailey explained, is the 
management and care. of 
diabetic students. 

“The use of _ insulin 
pumps, pen needles, and 
other technology is al- 
ways changing,” she said. 
“Nurses work closely with 
students and their primary 
care physician to regulate 
the administration of insu- 
lin throughout the day based 
on glucose levels and the 
calculation of carbohydrate 
intake.” 

Bailey added that newly 
diagnosed diabetic students 
pose an additional challenge 
to nurses since they return 
to school after shorter hos- 
pital stays than in previous 
years. This requires nurses 
to be more involved with 
“providing the initial health 
education, coordination, and 
management of their illness 
throughout the school day.” 

One of the health servic- 
es’ goals this year is forming 
a 16-member health, nutri- 
tion and wellness advisory 
team consisting of school 
and community representa- 


‘tives to recommend, review, 


and implement policies ad- 
dressing school nutrition, 
nutrition education, physical 
activity and related issues 
that affect student health. 
The goals for the 22- 
member health — services 
team — comprised of the 
district’s nurses — include 
developing school wellness 
initiatives based on the al- 
liance for a Healthy Gen- 
eration Healthy Schools 
Program, participating in 
training programs on in- 
creasing nursing skills, as- 
sessments and knowledge. 
One particular training ses- 
sion will focus on managing 
students with seizures. 

The health services team 
also oversees support ser- 
vices provided to students. 
These include reaching out 
to transient and homeless 
students and their families 
as well as working to ac- 
commodate students who 
are on extended medical 
leave for a smooth transition 


back to school. 

Bailey noted that each 
school in the city has a full- 
time nurse. There is also 
a part-time nurse at Clif- 
ford Marshall Elementary 
School, and four health 
paraprofessionals - two that 
circulate throughout the dis- 
trict and one at each high 
school - to assist nurses. 

In addition to nursing 
care, Bailey explained nurs- 
es also conduct screenings, 
such as vision, body mass 
index, and hearing. The 
nursing staff is also continu- 
ing its collaboration with 
the state. Oral Public Health

program that has expanded 
from the Clifford Marshall 
School to 14 other schools. 

Nurses also conduct 
classroom instruction in ba- 
sic health care practices. 

’ At the elementary level 
nurses, provide classroom 
instruction in hygiene, 
washing hands, flu preven- 
tion, dental care, sun and 


bicycle safety, and develop- 


ment and growth. | 

Middle and high school 
nurses work with staff to ad- 
dress specific health issues 
such as tobacco, drug and 


alcohol use and poor nutri- 


tional habits. 

High school nurses work 
with school teams to coordi- 
nate guest speakers on such 
issues as substance abuse, 
social host laws, head inju- 
ry, nutrition and eating dis- 
orders. Additionally, high 
school nurses take the lead 


in coordinating activities 


and programs that promote 
healthy behaviors and posi- 
tive decision-making ~ 

Bailey noted that last 
year, nurses trained and cer- 
tified 157 staff members in 
CPR and offer CPR training 
throughout the year. 

_ She said nurses play an 
important role for students, 
particularly those with 
health issues. 

“Nurses are in a unique 
position: to provide éduca- 
tion to a student regarding 
their specific health issues, 
necessary management, and 
follow up,” she said. 

The school committee 
accepted the improvement 
plan that will be taken up 
by the committee’s athletics 
and wellness subcommittee 
for further discussion. 

In a related matter, the 
committee appointed two 
new school nurses, Jenna 
Bradley Arakelian and Van- 
essa Brown.

tions. | 
An exclusive right-turn 
lane for Sea Street west- 
bound onto Quincy Shore 
Drive would be provided. 
The eastbound approach 
to the intersection on Sea 
Street would have two left- 
turn lanes and a through 
lane. Two right-turn lanes 
would be included on- the 
southbound side of Quincy 
Shore Drive, allowing right- 
hand turns onto Sea Street. 
The pavement at the in- 
tersection would also be 
replaced and the drainage 
system under the roadways 


would be upgraded. New 
pavement markings and 
signs would be added. 

New sidewalks, compli- 
ant with MassDOT require- 
ments and the Americans 
with Disabilities Act would 


_ be installed. The sidewalks 


would include wheelchair 
ramps with detectable warn- 
ing panels. Utility poles 
would be relocated as part 


of the project to provide at 


least four feet of clearance 
on the sidewalk. 

The city was able to se- 
cure easements for the side- 
walks from other property 
owners at no cost, City So- 
licitor Jim Timmins said. 

Two additional phases 
are seen in the future. The 
second phase of the project 
would include improve- 
ments along Sea Street 
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Rec. Dept. Men’s Drop In 
Basketball Begins Oct. 15

from Quincy Shore Drive 
to Palmer Street. The third 
phase would include the 
portion of Sea Street be- 
tween Quincy Shore Drive 
and Southern Artery. 

Tramontozzi said the sec- 
ond phase is now being de- 
signed, a process that could 
take two years to complete. 
That phase has an estimated 
cost of $7 million; Tramon- 
tozzi was optimistic the city 
would be able to secure fed- 
eral or state funds to cover 
that cost. 

There is no timeline yet 
for the third phase. Tramon- 
tozzi said that work would 
be done in concert with the 
city’s plan to construct a 
new public safety headquar- 
ters on the site of the current 
police station.

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On Friday, Sept. 21, at approximately 10:10 p.m., Offi- 
cers Acevedo and Cooper were just clearing a family distur- 
bance call in Germantown which resulted in a male suspect 
being transported by ambulance to the hospital for further 
medical/psychological evaluation. Although there was an 
argument at the residence, there was no physical contact. 

The main concern was that the suspect’s bizarre behavior 
while under the influence of an unknown narcotic. The male 
EMT drove the ambulance while the female EMT attended 
to the suspect. At the time the ambulance drove off, the sus- 
pect was cooperative and calm. . 

As Officer Acevedo drove behind, the ambulance came 
to an abrupt stop and the EMT driver jumped out and ran 
to the rear of the ambulance, where he placed his right leg 
- against the door as if trying to stop it from opening. At the 

same time, the female EMT ran out from the side door of the 
ambulance with the suspect right behind her. 

Officer Acevedo ran towards the EMTs who were now 
trying to detain the suspect. The suspect for his safety was 
wrestled to the ground but struggled to get free. The officer 
radioed for police back up and for another ambulance. 

While the suspect was on the ground, he continued to yell 
and scream that he was in pain. Attempts to calm him were 
unsuccessful. The suspect then removed his neck brace and 
threw it to the side. Officers Cooper, O’Neill and Sgt Lencki 
arrived and the suspect was then handcuffed. 

Once the situation was under control, Officer Acevedo 
asked the female EMT what happened while she was in- 
side the ambulance and she said that once the neck brace 
was placed on and an ice pack wrapped around his right 
hand, the suspect asked for his phone. She told him that she 
didn’t have it but arrangements could be made for someone 
to drop it off to him at the hospital. The suspect then became 
enraged and started screaming at her. He then unbuckled 
the seatbelts from the stretcher. The female EMT told him

THREAT OF ELECTRICITY BEING SHUT OFF? 

You get a call from a scammer stating that your electric- 
ity will be shut off because you failed to pay a past due bill. 
The scammer often speaks in an urgent and accusing voice 
to confuse the victim. 

You may not think you have a past due bill and start to 
dispute the claim, but if you are operating a small business 
you could feel compelled to just pay it and research later. 

First measure of prevention is to question the scammer. 


.__ Ask him to verify your account number, your address, if the 


amount the scammer is demanding is consistent with your 
electric bill, when other past bills came in, etc. 


Ask how soon the utility is going to be shut off and most | 


likely the answer will be immediately and then you will be 
told how to make the payment. Challenge the scammer by 
saying that you will put a check in the mail or pay online 
and he/she will either hang up or demand payment while on 
the telephone. 

The scammer may demand your banking information or 
require payment by gift card (iTunes or Amazon), cash re- 
load cards (MoneyPak, Reloadit) or to wire money (bitcoin) 
to someone/someplace other than the utility itself. It does 
not make sense to make a payment to a third party for a bill. 
This is the red flag! 

If in doubt about the bill, hang-up and contact the utility 
company directly, using the telephone number on your bill, 
listed online or in the telephone book. Utility companies do 


not just shut off electricity without reasonable and often re- | 


petitive notices.

Question 1- Safe Patient Limits: 


By RUTH JONES

A Massachusetts ballot 
question has the healthcare 
industry deliberating nurse 
staff ratios and how they 
can affect patient safety and 
patient access to care. The 
impending ballot question 
involves The Patient Safety 
Act, proposed to ensure safe 
patient care. The question 
will appear on the Novem- 
ber 2018 ballot and could 
implement mandatory nurse 
staffing ratios. Particularly, 
the proposition appeals for 
enforced patient to nurse ra- 
tios in various departments 
in hospitals. These ratios 
will differ depending upon 
the specific department. 


‘Specifically, it calls for a 
safe maximum limit on the 
number of patients assigned 
to RNs working in all acute 


care hospitals in Massachu- 
setts, for example, hospitals 
would need to adhere to a 
one-to-one nurse-to-patient 
ratio in intensive care units, 
while the emergency room 
would call for a one-to-three 
nurse-to-patient ratio. It also 
provides hospitals with the 
flexibility needed to adjust 
patient assignments based 
on the particular needs and 
care requirements of each 
patient, necessitates the es- 
tablishment of a system to 
evaluate patients’ needs for 
care, and additionally for 
hospitals to adjust patient 
assignments if that patient 
required more rigorous 
monitoring to stay safe. 
Another feature of the act 
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is that it authorizes frontline 
nurses to utilize their profes- 
sional judgement to adjust 
patient assignments based 
on patient needs. 

Nurses disagree on the 
initiative. The Massachu- 
setts Nurses Association has 
endorsed it. But The Ameri- 
can Nurses Association of 
Massachusetts opposes it. 
The measure is also opposed 
by Massachusetts hospitals.

Nevertheless, the issues 
of patient safety, patient ac- 
cess to care, and nurse staff- 
ing ratios are not always 
clear-cut. While proponents 
of the Patient Safety Act 
state that enforcing nurse 
ratios will improve patient 
care quality because nurses 
will distribute their attention 
among fewer patients, critics 
say it could constrain patient 
care access. If a hospital or a 
clinic can only commit one 
nurse to a limited number of 
patients, it may hamper the 
hospital’s patient volume, 
according to those which 
oppose the ballot measure. 
Most importantly, 
staffing ratios and patient 
maximums are.a matter of 
care quality. Advocates for

So what are the pros and 
cons of nurse staffing ratio 
mandates?

Gillis Stepping Down 
As City Clerk 


The Quincy Sun Sunbeams Column reported that long- 
time City Clerk John M. Gillis will be departing City Hall 
this month where he has been a fixture- and a legend — for 
more than three decades. 

Gillis, who is 67, is expected to submit his retirement 
notification to the City Council at its Oct. 19 meeting. 

The City Council will elect his successor who will un- 
doubtedly be Joseph Shea, who has been assistant city clerk 
since March 1992 and has done a good job. 

Gillis is one of two Democratic nominees for Norfolk 
County Commissioner where there are two vacancies caused 
by the retirement of Quincy’s Mary Collins and James Col- 
lins of Milton. There are also two Republican candidates. 

Gillis planned to retire from his City Clerk’s post regard- 
less of whether he was elected to the Norfolk County Com- 
mission or not. 

NEW RECYCLING CONTRACT 
TO SAVE CITY $1.2 MILLION 

The city has negotiated its rubbish disposal and recycling 
contract, which will save Quincy nearly $1.2 million over 
FY 1993 and FY 1994 and expand its recycling program to 
include the cans and telephone books as well as household 
hazardous waste collections twice a year. 

Under the new three-year contract, Mayor James Sheets 
said the city will pay BFI $4,219,560 per year over the next 
three years. The city had been paying approximately $5 mil- 
lion for its trash collecting and curbside recycling program 
the mayor said.

Im- 
properly ventilated appli- 
ances and engines, espe- 
cially in a tightly sealed or 
enclosed space, may permit 
the carbon monoxide to ac- 
cumulate to hazardous lev- 
ok.

Tf you think you or some-

carbon monoxide poison- 
ing, get into fresh air and 
seek emergency medical 
care immediately.

“Carbon monoxide poi- 


pies can be particularly 


dangerous for those who 
are asleep or intoxicated. 
People may have permanent 
brain damage or even die 
before anyone recognizes 
that there’s a problem. 
' The warning signs of 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
can be subtle. But the con- 
dition is a life-threatening 
medical emergency. Car- 
bon monoxide poisoning 
is caused by inhaling com- 
bustion fumes. When too 
much carbon monoxide is 
in the air you’re breathing, 
your body substitutes car- 
bon monoxide for the oxy- 
gen in your red blood cells. 
This prevents oxygen from 
reaching your tissues and 
organs. 

Numerous _fuel-burning 


appliances: and engines pro- . 


duce carbon monoxide. The 
amount of carbon monoxide 
produced by these sources 
usually isn’t cause for ap- 
prehension. But if they’re 
used in a closed or partially 


closed space, such as cook- - 


ing with a charcoal grill in- 
doors, for example, then the 
carbon monoxide can build 
up to treacherous levels. 
Smoke inhalation during a 
fire also can cause carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Exposure to carbon mon- 
oxide may be particularly 
dangerous for: 

e Unborn babies. Fetal 
blood cells take up carbon 
monoxide more priseiy bs than 


adult blood. cells do. This 
makes unborn babies more 
vulnerable to harm from 
carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. 

¢ Children. Young chil- 
dren take breaths more 
frequently than adults do, 
which may make them more 
susceptible to carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning. 

¢ Older adults. Older peo- 
ple who experience carbon 
monoxide poisoning may be 
more prone to develop brain 
damage. 

¢ People who have chron- 
ic heart disease. People with 
a history of anemia and re- 
spiratory problems also are 
more likely to get sick from 
exposure to carbon monox- 
ide. 

¢ Those in whom carbon 
monoxide poisoning leads 
to unconsciousness. Loss 
of consciousness indicates 
more critical exposure. 

Depending on the degree 
and length of time of expo- 
sure, carbon monoxide poi- 
soning can cause: 

¢ Permanent brain dam- 
age 

e Damage to your heart, 
possibly leading to life- 
threatening cardiac compli- 
cations 

¢ Fetal death or miscar- 
riage 

¢ Death 

‘Simple safeguards can 
help avoid carbon monoxide 


¢ Install carbon monox- 
ide detectors. Install one in 
‘the hallway outside of each 
sleeping area in your home. 
Check the batteries every 
time you check your smoke 
detector batteries — at least 
twice a year. If the alarm 
sounds, leave the house and 
call 911 or the fire depart- 
ment. Carbon monoxide 
detectors are also available 
and recommended for mo- 
tor homes and boats. 

¢ Open the garage door 
before starting your car. 
Never leave your car run- 
ning in your garage. Be 


_ particularly cautious if you 


have a garage that is at- 
tached or underneath your 
home. Leaving your car 
running in a space attached 
to the rest of your house is 
never safe, even with the 
garage door open. Have a 
mechanic check the exhaust 
system of your car or truck 
every year. A small leak in 
the exhaust system can lead 
to a build-up of CO inside 
the car. 

¢ Use gas appliances as 
recommended. Never use 
a gas stove or oven to heat 
your home. Use portable gas 
camp stoves outdoors only. 
Use fuel-burning space 
heaters only when someone 
is awake to monitor them 
and doors of windows are 
open to provide fre: 


Don’t run a generat ‘in an

¢ Keep your fuel-burn- 
ing appliances and engines 
properly vented. These in- 
clude: 

o Space heaters

o Fireplaces 

o Portable generators 

_ 0 Wood-burning stoves 

o Car and truck engines 

Inquire with your util- 
ity company about yearly 
checkups for all gas appli- 


ances, including your fur- . 


nace. 

¢ If you have a fireplace, 
keep it. in good repair. 
Clean your fireplace chim-: 
ney and flue every year. 
_ © Keep vents and chim- 
neys unblocked especially 
during remodeling. Check 
that they aren’t covered by 
tarps or debris. Never patch 
a vent pipe with tape, gum, 
or something else. This kind 
of patch can make CO build 
up in your home, cabin, or 
camper. 

¢ Make repairs before 
returning to the site of an 
incident. If carbon monox- 
ide poisoning has occurred 
in your home, it’s critical to 
find and repair the source of 
the carbon monoxide before 
you reside there again. Your 
local fire department or util- 


ity company may be able to 


assist you with this. 
e Use caution when

working with solvents in 
a closed area. Methylene 
chloride, a solvent tradi- 
tionally found in paint and 
varnish removers, can break 
down into carbon monox- 
ide when inhaled. Exposure. 
to methylene chloride can 
cause carbon monoxide poi- 
soning. When working with 
solvents at home, use them 
only outdoors or in well- 
ventilated areas. Carefully 
read the instructions and fol- 
low the safety precautions 
on the label. 

¢ Be alert in the winter. 
Never run your engine if the 
vehicle is partially covered 
in snow. If the tailpipe is 
partially obstructed, exhaust 
may be redirected under- 
neath the vehicle and enter 
the passenger compartment. 
Don’t repeatedly start and 
stop your engine in an effort 
to stay warm. This can actu- 
ally generate more carbon 
monoxide than just running 
it continuously.

A ‘Surprise’ Medicare 
Premium Increase 


Dear Rusty: I don’t know if my situation is unique but 
here it is. Years ago, I bought savings bonds to add to my 
retirement and now that I have cashed some in, I not only 
must pay income tax on the interest, but the added income 


has put me above an established allowable income, so my 


Medicare premiums have increased, and that increase is 
taken out of my social security benefits. It seems I am be- 
ing punished for being someone who planned ahead for re- 
tirement. It’s bad enough that I am taxed on 85% of my 


social security payments but with this added surprise my . 


benefits are declining each year. There seems to be a lack of 
information on Social Security and Medicare benefits and 
penalties. Thanks for providing a forum to air my situation. 
Signed: Surprised and Frustrated 


Dear Surprised: I fully understand your dilemma, and I - 


agree that some of the risks to Social Security benefits from 
changing income levels aren’t widely publicized. From 
what you’ve told me, it appears that you are being affected 
by a Medicare provision referred to as “IRMAA”, or the In- 
come-Related Medicare Adjustment Amount. The IRMAA 
provision provides that if a beneficiary’s annual Modified 
Adjusted Gross Income exceeds certain levels, they must 
pay a higher Medicare Part B premium and a supplemental 
amount for their Part D premium for prescription drug cov- 
erage. And since the Part B premium is deducted from your 
Social Security benefit, IRMAA can, indeed, lower your net 
Social Security benefit payment. The base Part B premium 
for 2018 is $134 but exceeding the base income amount of 
$85 000 filing “single” (or $170,000 filing “Married-Join: 
ly) will mean a higher Part B premium - anywhere from 
$187.50 to $428.60 (instead of $134) depending upon ine 
levei of annual income 

Since you told me you cashed in-some savings bonds 
which pushed you-“above an established allowabie | 
come,” there may be something you can do to ease the im- 
pact. Medicare recognizes that situations sometimes occur 


‘which temporarily boost one’s income into the IRMAA 


range, and so provides for a way you can prove that your 
normal annual income isn’t truly as high as recently report- 
ed to the IRS. You can do this by submitting Form SSA-44 
and claiming a “life changing event” which will allow you 
to explain that your annual income was artificially high for 
just one year. Here is a link to that form: https://www.ssa. 
gov/forms/ssa-44.pdf . If approved, this could result in your 
Medicare premium in subsequent years being returned to the 
amount it was before cashing in those savings bonds: You 
will have to pay the higher premium for the year in ques- 
tion and if your income in subsequent years continues to 
exceed the IRMAA level your Medicare premium will not 
be adjusted. But since you’re now aware of IRMAA you 
may be able to better manage redeeming any investments 
you may have. I recently published another article on this 
topic, which you may find of interest.

_ Human Genome Pioneer | 
To Discuss Climate Change 


How should we tackle 
climate change? 
“We need something like 
a moon shot, human genome 
project or Manhattan proj- 
ect,” says Charles DeLisi, a 
Boston University professor 
of science and engineering. 
DeLisi knows firsthand 


- the magnitude of what he’s 


proposing. In the 1980s, he 
helped spearhead the human 
genome project, a massive, 
worldwide effort that by 
2003 had revealed just about 
every gene in our bodies. 
Now, DeLisi is tum- 
ing his attention to climate 
change and how to combat 
it, matters he'll discuss in 


a free talk at the Thomas - 


Crane Public Library, 40 
Washington St., Quincy, on 
Tuesday, Oct. 16, at-7 p.m. 
The talk is sponsored by the 
library, the Quincy Climate 
Action Network, March 
Forward Quincy and the 
Quincy Making Waves Co- 
alition. 

“The world is going to be 
in big trouble if we continue 
going in the direction we’re 
going in,” DeLisi said in an 
interview about his talk on 
Quincy Access Television. 
The greenhouse gas carbon 
dioxide, which is produced 
by burning coal and other 
fossil fuels, remains in the 
atmosphere for hundreds of 
years. So even reducing cur- 
rent emissions cannot keep 
global temperatures — and 
therefore sea levels — from 


rising above international 
targets, he says. “Carbon 
dioxide actually has to be 


‘removed from the atmo-. 


sphere.” 

That will be a major 
technological _ challenge, 
but DeLisi says genetic en- 
gineering could play an im- 
portant role in the process. 


Every year, plants absorb 


about 14 percent of the at- 
mosphere’s carbon dioxide 
in the spring and summer 
before releasing it again 
when they die back in the 
colder months. 

“About 120 billion tons 
of carbon is exchanged be- 
tween land and atmosphere 
every year,” says DeLisi. “If 
a small portion of the return 
were blocked, it could have 
a large impact on atmo- 
spheric CO2.” One way to 
do that might be to geneti- 
cally engineer plants to have 
deeper roots, which would 
keep more of the gas under- 
ground upon their deaths. 
“The result would be a net 
reduction in carbon dioxide 
in the atmosphere,” DeLisi 
says. 

And that could have big 
economic impacts, since 


climate change is expected.

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said his administration is 
preparing for a years-long 
fight with Boston over the 
proposal to rebuild the Long 
Island Bridge, starting with 
an appeal of a state regula- 
tor’s decision that a further 
environmental review of the 
plan was not needed by his 
office. 

Koch said Quincy’s legal 
team plans to appeal the de- 
termination by Matthew Be- 
aton, the state’s secretary of 
energy and environmental 
affairs, that the project does 
not require an environmen- 
tal impact report pursuant to 
the Massachusetts Environ- 


mental Policy Act. Beaton, 


in his Sept. 21 ruling, said 
the project is similar enough 
in scope to the 2015 demoli- 
tion of the bridge that it does 
not require a further MEPA 
review. 

“We’re looking right 
now at appealing the MEPA 
decision,’ Koch told The 
Sun Oct. 5. “I know that’s 
being looked at right now by 
the lawyers. That’s the next 
step from our viewpoint.” 

Boston Mayor Marty 
Walsh in January announced 
plans to rebuild the Long Is- 
land Bridge, the superstruc- 
ture of which was demol- 


ished in 2015, and place a 


recovery campus on Long 
Island. Boston had hoped 
to start construction on the 
bridge next year and com- 
plete it within three years at 
a cost of $92 million. 

Koch said he was con- 
cerned bridge project re- 
ceived MEPA approval 
without Boston detailing 
what it intends to do on the 
225-acre island. 

“T thought the MEPA ap- 
proval was wrong. How can 
MEPA approve something 
without a plan?” Koch said. 
“We go through MEPA for 
projects in Quincy Center 
because we have to address 
the pollution and all those 
things. Long Island is a cou- 
ple hundred acres out there 
and there is no plan before 
anybody. They just talk 


‘about what they think they 


want to do with it.” 

_ “It seems to be on a fast 
track from my perspective 
looking in, but we’re going 
to do everything to slow the 
train down big time,” Koch 
added. 

Hours earlier on Oct. 5, 
Walsh released a request for 
information seeking input 
from the community — in- 
cluding health care provid- 
ers, caregivers, residents 
and other interested parties 
— as Boston plans the long- 
term recovery campus on

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Long Island. The RFI will 
be open through the end of 
October. - 

“Tt is crucial that as we 
plan for the future of Long 
Island, we do so in a way 
that is collaborative and in- 
volves the input from people 
who play a role in address- 
ing the opioid crisis,” Walsh 
said in a statement. “In Bos- 
ton, we have taken many 
steps to fight the epidemic, 
and we have invested more 
money every year to expand 
access to treatment. But this 
is a crisis of historic propor- 
tions, and our long-term re- 
sponse must match it.” 

Koch said he has spoken 
to his counterpart in Boston 
about the bridge, but does 
not anticipate the two sides 
coming to an agreement on 
the matter. 

“The mayor and I have 
chatted a couple of times 
in general about stuff. I just 
don’t see us agreeing on a 
bridge,” Koch said. 

When asked if there 
were any assurances Walsh 
could give about the future 
of Long Island that would 
make the bridge acceptable, 
Koch said it was unlikely 
because a subsequent Bos- 
ton mayor wouldn’t be be- 
holden to those terms. 

“That’s a legitimate ques- 


tion and it’s tough to answer 
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that in a sense because you 
can have an agreement 
with this mayor. This may- 
or could leave — once the 
bridge is built, a new mayor 
could come in, rip up the 
agreement and say, ‘hey, 
we’re going to do x, y and 
z out there and generate all 
kinds of new traffic,” Koch 
said. “It’s complicated.” 
Quincy has hired Mackie 
Shea, a Boston-based law 
firm specializing in envi- 
ronmental and land-use law, 
to help make its case in op- 
position to the bridge. The 
engineering firm Tighe & 
Bond is also working with 


Quincy officials to build the 
city’s case. 
Chris Walker, Koch’s 


chief of staff, said previ- 
ously the city has spent 
$150,000 to date in the dis- 
pute over the bridge; that 


money came from. various - 


line items in the municipal 
budget, including a line item 
for outside counsel in the 


‘city solicitor’s budget and a 


line item for contractual ser- 
vices in the city engineer’s 
budget. 

An appropriation for an 
additional $250,000 is now 
pending before the City 
Council, which Walker said 
would pay for future legal 
and engineering costs. The 
council’s finance committee 


will consider the appropria- 
tion on Monday, Oct. 15. 
“This is going to be a 
chess game for the next cou- 
ple of years dealing with all 
the regulatory agencies and 
we’re in it to win,” Koch 
said. “I don’t know if that’s 
possible in the end, but 
we’re in it to win.” 
“You have to have the 
right legal and engineer- 
ing experts to help us get 


‘through the process,’ he 


added later. . 

A number of regulatory 
agencies are involved in 
the permitting process for 
the new bridge.’The Boston 
Conservation Commission 
approved the project earlier 
this year, while the Quincy 
Conservation Commission 
rejected it last month. Quin- 
cy is appealing the decision 
by Boston’s commission 
and Boston will appeal the 
Quincy commission’s de- 
cision. The Massachusetts 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection will hear both 
appeals. 

The project also requires 
a Chapter 91 licenses from 
MassDEP and a _ federal 
consistency review from 
the state Office of Coastal 
Zone Management. The 
U.S. Coast Guard and Army 
Corps of Engineers also 
have a role in the permitting

process. In addition, Boston 
must go before the Quincy 
Planning Board and obtain 
a building permit from the 
Inspectional Services De- 
partment. 

In the Oct. 5 interview, 
Koch reiterated his concern 
about the project is based 
entirely on the traffic im- 
pact in Squantum and not 
opposition to the treatment 
facility. 

“Tt is a traffic issue — that 
is the main concern. The 


‘island is far enough out it 


wouldn’t matter what they 
do out there. It doesn’t have 
an impact on what we do,” 
Koch said. “Moon Island 
is different — you’ve got 
the shooting range, you’ve 
got the fire academy, in 
fact, historically they ‘used 
to dump the sewage into 
Quincy Bay from the vats 
on Moon Island. So histori- 
cally, Boston hasn’t been the 
best neighborhood to North 
Quincy and Marina Bay and 
Squantum in that regard.

O’Donnell Reminds Homeowners To File For 


Norfolk County Register 
of Deeds William O’ Donnell 
reminds homeowners about 
the importance of filing for 
Homestead protection. 

Under Massachusetts 
law, a Homestead recording 
provides for limited protec- 
tion against the forced sale 
of an individual’s primary 
residence to satisfy unse- 
cured debt up to $500,000. 

“For most people, their 
home is the most important 
financial asset they have,” 


O’Donnell said. “If you own 
a home, and itis your pri- 
mary residence, one way to 
protect it is to file a Home- 
stead. The Homestead law 
also allows for the filing of 
an Elderly Homestead ap- 
plication, which defines an 
elder as a person who is 62 
years of age or older. This 
protection can be increased 
if the elderly couple files 
jointly.” 

Continuing, O’Donnell 
said, “The Homestead Law 
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was significantly enhanced 
by an act of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature back in 
2011. Language in the new 
law states a valid Home- 
stead cannot be terminated 
when refinancing a mort- 
gage. Other changes include 
wording which states that a 
Homestead can provide pro- 
tections for a primary home 
even if it is kept in trust. 
The definition of a primary 
residence has been further 
expanded to include a man- 
ufactured or mobile home.” 

While a Homestead pro- 
vides important protections 
for homeowners, it is impor- 
tant to note there are certain 


‘ debts that are exempted from 


protection under the Home-

mortgages, debts, and en- 
cumbrances existing prior to 
the filing of the Declaration 
of Homestead, along with 
probate court executions for 
spousal and child support, 
are also not covered under 
the Homestead protection 
statute. 

Homestead _ recordings 
can be filed at the Registry 
of Deeds for a state imposed 
fee of $36.

“A Homestead is an im- 
portant consumer protec- 
tion tool because it protects 
homeowners against the 
forced sale of their pri- 
mary owned residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000,” O’Donnell 
said. “While the debt is still 
owed, homeowners will at 
least have the comfort of 
knowing that with a Home- 
stead filed at the Registry 
of Deeds, their primary 
residence cannot be forcibly 
sold to satisfy most debts.”

“The reconstruction 
of the superstructure will 
not expand the project or 
change the project site. It 
will require agency action 
and it will result in rela- 
tively minor increases in en- 
vironmental impacts com- 


pared to the original project; 
however, [Boston] is recon- 
structing the bridge within 
the footprint of the original 
bridge and the [notice of 
project change] includes. 
sufficient information re- 
garding the change, poten- 
tial impacts and associated 
mitigation,’ Beaton said in 
his ruling. 

“Qutstanding issues will 
be addressed during state, 
local and federal permit- 


ting.” 


Beaton’s review of the 
project did include an alter- 
natives analysis, including a 
scenario in which no bridge 
is built and one where ferry 
service, and not a bridge, 
would be used to provide 
access to and from Long Is- 
land. 

If no bridge were built, 
Beaton said, the U.S. Coast 
Guard would require the 
removal of the bridge piers 
currently in the water be- 
cause they are a navigation- 
al hazard. Those piers are 
original to the bridge and 
were not removed when the 
superstructure was demol- 
ished in 2015; Boston plans 
to re-use almost all of them 
to support the new super- 
structure. 

Removal of the bridge 
piers, Beaton said, would 
have more environmental 
impacts than replacing the

superstructure. 

“The dredging and in- 
water work associated with 
removal of the piers would 
impact the sea floor and 
shellfish habitat,” he said. 
“This alternative was dis- 
missed because it would not 
meet the project purpose 
and need, it would be costly, 
and would increase environ- 
mental impacts.” 

Boston, according to Be- 
aton, has said new ferry fa- 
cilities would be required on 
Long Island and the main- 
land to support such ferry 
service. 

“Construction of dock- 


ing facilities to support 


emergency vehicles, util- 


ity connections and parking 
facilities on both shorelines 
would require dredging,” 
Beaton said. “In addition, 
similar to the no-buiid alter- 
native, removal of existing 
bridge piers would still be 


required in accordance with 


USCG guidance and impact 
the seafloor and shellfish 
habitat.” 

Boston officials wel- 
comed the MEPA decision. 
_ “In our effort to rebuild 
the Long Island Bridge and 
create a long-term recovery 
campus to tackle the opioid 
crisis, the city of Boston 
has committed to a bridge 
construction plan that is ef- 
ficient, safe, and, most of 


all, minimizes the impact on 
both the environment and 
on abutters,” Chris Osgood, 
Boston’s chief of streets, 
said in a statement. 

“We are pleased that the 
Massachusetts Environ- 
mental Policy Act Office 
has reviewed our Notice of 
Project Change and issued 
the city of Boston a certifi- 
cate to proceed in the com- 
prehensive state permitting 
process. We look forward 
to moving ahead in our ef- 
forts to rebuild the Long Is- 
land Bridge so that we can 
strengthen the continuum of 
care for one of our region’s 
most vulnerable Sie:

IMPORTANT VEHICLE NOTICE: 

I recently received in the mail a “Vehicle Document/ 
Alert Notice” from the EWS-Vehicle Services Division. 
Similar content may also come from a postcard, email or 
telephone solicitation. The letter starts out by claiming that - 
I have received multiple notices and failed to respond to 
“factory warranty will expire or may have already expired” 
warning. 

This is a third-party warranty and has no association with 
your original warranty. when and where you bought your 
car. Historically, there have been problems with this type 
of offer. Even if it is a legitimate company, often times they 
do not pay for original parts and getting reimbursed is often - 
difficult. 

In many cases, these companies are scammers, taking 
your money and then going out of business. The scammers 
try to scare you by listing the prices of major repairs, which 
most car owners do not encounter and secondly, may still be 
covered by their manufacturer’s warranty or recall. 

There are so many clauses/exceptions in the contract, 
making it difficult to collect on a repair. Many of these 
companies have horrific records with the Better Business 
Bureau and the chances of recouping your losses are bleak. 

This is not to be confused with the manufacturer’s ex- 
tended warranty offered at the dealership when purchasing 
your vehicle, which may cost more than the third party of- 
fer, but at least you know that the dealership is local and 
there is someone there to work with. If you are still consid- 
ering a third-party offer, as always, “Google” the company 
and put the word, “scam” after it — then try “review” and 
then make your decision. 

And now for the best part of the scam! The letter does 
not state any information about the vehicle I omen, so they — 
are just phishing for victims. 

I highly doubt any reputable company would extend a 
watranty on my 2003 truck!

SCAM ALERT #2: 

Technology has made it 
easy to build relationships 
with friends and family who 
live far away, as well as to 
start new romantic relation- 
ships with people online. 
Many scammers will make 
fake online dating profiles 
to get close to victims, build 
a relationship with them on- 
line, and then ask for money 
to finally meet their love 
interest, start a new busi- 
ness idea, or claim they are 
in financial trouble and feet 
help. 

While many people on 
dating sites are legitimately 
looking for love and friend- 
ship, please remember that 
there are many scammers 
out there looking to capi- 
taize on the good will of 
loving and caring people.

Exercise caution when 
dating online, as it is easy 
for someone to pretend to be 
someone else while sitting 
behind a computer instead 
of meeting face-to-face.

For example, if you share 
photos and status updates 
about your vacation out 
of the country, scammers 
may use this opportunity to

While social media is a 
useful tool to keep distant 
family and friends up-to- 
date on your life, it is im- 
portant to adjust the privacy 
settings on your account and 
be mindful of who can see 
your posts.

SCAM ALERT #4: | 

In a recent cyber secu- 
rity scam, smartphone users 
receive a text from an un- 
known number with a mes- 
sage claiming a friend has 
written a compliment about 
them in a new app. The text 
message contains a link that 
prompts them to download 
the specific app on their 
phone. Online there may 
even be hundreds of glow- 
ing reviews for the app. 

But beware! 

In the fine print, down- 
loading the app automati- 
cally grants it access to your 
contacts and all of your 
saved numbers. The app 
then perpetuates its number 
trolling activity by sending 
all of your contacts the same 
invitation. 

While this scam itself 
poses minimal immediate 
danger, it allows fraudsters 
to access your phone to steal 

your contacts and build a list 
of phone numbers that the 
scammer can later sell on 
the black market for future 
scam targets. If you receive 
a text message prompting 
you to download an app like 
this, it’s best to delete the 
message and avoid any po- 
tential issues. 

Be a fraud fighter! If 
you can spot a scam, you 
Can stop a scam.

Long Island Archaeological 
Study Sought 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A representative from the 
state’s historic commission 
had sought an archaeologi- 
cal study on Long Island as 
Boston prepares to rebuild 
the bridge that connects the 
island to the main land via 
Moon Island. 


Brona Simon of the Mas- | 


sachusetts Historical Com- 
mission said the study was 
needed on Long Island be- 
cause the island could con- 
tain Native American arche- 
ological resources. 

“Buried archaeological 
resources associated with the 
ancient and historical period 
occupation of Long Island, 
including unmarked human 
burials, may be expected 
within archaeologically 
sensitive, intact portions of 
the Long Island approach 
areas,” Simon said in a let- 
ter to Matthew Beaton, the 
state’s secretary of energy 
and environmental affairs. . 

“The MHC requests that 


an intensive (locational) ar- 
chaeological survey be con- 
ducted for the Long. Island 
approach aspect of the over- 
all project,” 

The Mashpee Wampano- 
ag Tribe, in a separate letter 
to Beaton, backed Simon’s 
call for an archaeological 
survey of the island. 

. The MHC and Mashpee 
Wampanoag Tribe submit- 
ted their letters to Beaton 
as part of the Massachusetts 
Environmental Policy Act 
review process. Beaton, on 
Sept. 21, determined further 
review of the project was 
not warranted because the 
project to rebuild the bridge 
superstructure was similar 
in scope to the project to 
demolish the.superstructure. 
Outstanding issues, Beaton 
said, could be addressed 
during later stages of the 
permitting process.

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Cont’d From Page Il 
higher above sea level, Mc- 
Carthy said, but erosion 
there is a concern. Addition- 
ally, there are a number of 
privately owned seawalls in 
the vicinity. 

“You really start to head 
back up where you get a 
little bit more height again,” 


McCarthy said of the Chick- 


atabot Road and Norton 
Road neighborhood. “But 
again, there is erosion, so 
you get back to the fortifi- 
cation of making it really 
secure along the base of the 
wall. 

“And when you get up 
around Chickatabot and get 
up around that area, there 
are a lot of private seawalls, 
so there is a variety pack of 
how folks defended them- 
selves from storms over the 
year’s we’ve got to look at. 
We want to make sure not 
only does it help. them, but 
also does it look right. We 
want to make sure it fits in 
there and protects them.” 

The city is also eye- 
ing fixes to the 14 outfalls 
located between the Wil- 
lows and Adams _ Shore 
that carry stormwater out 
to sea. McCarthy and the 
city’s engineering team re- 
cently walked the shoreline 
to check out those outfalls, 
which have been inspected 
using cameras and cleaned. 


“All the outfall pipes 
have been cameraed, 
cleaned and are all being 


utilized now and all work- 


ing. But; as I went along, 
some of them are buried. 


- They still work even though 


they’re buried — the water 
will still drain out to the 


- sand and come out — but 


we're going to take a look 
at all of them. Anything that 
has any issues is going to be 
cleaned. and _ resurrected,” 
McCarthy said. 

“I'm a novice at this 
engineering-wise, but there 
were stretches on the beach 
where you had an outfall 
pipe and you went a pretty 
significant amount of dis- 
tance to the next one. If we 
have to, as the wall is get- 
ting done there are right of 
ways on Sea Streets and dif- 


. ferent places where we can 


probably install additional 
outfalls and catch basins in 
strategic places.” 

The city will also work 
with the Army Corps of 
Engineers and MWRA to 
identify possible ways to 
alleviate flooding on neigh- 
borhood roads near the 
marshes on Sea Street and 
improve the condition of the 
marshes themself. Repre- 
sentatives from the city and 
those agencies will meet 
next month to discuss that 
issue. 

- “As we talk about the 


ae we’re not forget- 
ting the inland streets off of 
Sea Street...there are houses 
on those streets that took a 
pounding,” McCarthy said. 

“Right now it’s com- 
pletely sealed up. A little 
water has been able to get 
under it, but it’s not run- 
ning the way it should be. If 
we really can turn the cor- 
ner and all agree on how to 
handle this, we could have 
working tide gates there for 
the first time since World 
War II when they stormed 
up the wall. Not only will 
it help us drain, it will also 
help the marsh.” 

Pumping stations could 
also be coming down the 
road in some low-lying ar- 
eas. 

“Let’s fast forward and 
say the seawalls are done, 
the outfall pipes are done 
and everything looks good. 
We still want to look at stra- 


- tegically locating portable 
or permanent — which is up - 


in the air, could be portable 
in some places and perma- 


nent in others — pump sta- 


tions,” McCarthy said. 

“Some of the side streets 
off of Post Island, they go 
down so low to the marsh 
it’s very hard to get the flow 
out because it’s a valley.

er, rain and wind are to ev- 
eryday life, both now and 
in the distant past. Weather- 
vanes told the direction of 
the wind and aided in fore- 
casting the weather. The 
earliest known weathervane 
was used as early as 48 B.C. 
in Greece. It was in the 
shape of a god: half man, 
half fish. 

The first American weather- 
vane was used in Albany, 
New York, in 1656. The 
best-known early weather- 
vane is the rooster put on 
a Boston building in 1742. 

mid-1700s, 


vanes in, many shapes, in- 
cluding a Native American, 
banner, rooster and even 
a dove of peace for Presi- 
dent George Washington’s 
home in Mt. Yernon. By the 
1800s, -weathervanes were 
featured on many roofs as 
decorations as well as use-

Liberty and the American 
eagle were new designs cel- 
ebrating the new country. 
But another favored design 
was a reminder of a popular 
sport, the racehorse.

The Veterans History Project is a national attempt to 
record, collect and preserve, in the Library of Congress, 
the individual memories, experiences and perspectives of 
America’s war-time veterans. If you are a veteran, male 
or female, no matter what branch of service, or a civilian 
who served in any form of armed forces support or defense 
capacity, the Library of Congress would love to have your 
personal perspectives on your war-time experience as a per- 


- manent record for future generations of historians, scholars 


and the general public, in order for them to have a better 
and more accurate insight into the many facets and realities 
of war. ; 

If you choose to participate, you will be interviewed. 
in a private setting. The interview will be recorded, then 
transcribed into booklet form and sent to be permanently 
archived in the American Folklore Center of the Library of 
Congress in Washington DC. 

Why, since almost all of our war history is very well 
documented and detailed, was this project undertaken? We 
know about all the battles, on land, sea and in the air. We 
know the units involved, their movements, their command 
chain, the logistics figures, personnel levels; casualty totals 
and decorations awarded etc., etc. What we don’t have and 
what existing records cannot tell or convey, is the impacts, 


experiences, reactions and perceptions derived from indj- 
vidual contributions and efforts in war. That kind of ip- 
formation, through those who lived it, is what complet¢s 
the picture and gives history the true flavor of war. Tho 
personal stories, experiences and memories are the aah 
that truly put war into perspective. They live with us, bnt 
they also die with us and therein lays the value and opp - 
tunity of this project. 

For the first time in history, modern technology gives 
the opportunity to record, in detail and for prosperity, 
details of war experiences that heretofore have been lost fo 
us over many of our past generations. The Veterans Histo 
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' Project is a volunteer effort and here in Quincy we need 


types of volunteers for it. We need volunteers to tell their 
stories and volunteers to conduct the interviews. There isa 
printed format for the interview to follow. Interviewers can 
be anyone, from high schoolers to family members. Quif- 
cy’s own QATV has agreed to supply the recording t 
and equipment.

Tufts Medical Center Joins Coalition 
In Expressing Concerns About Patient Care 


Tufts 
has joined the statewide 
Coalition to Protect Patient 
Safety in voicing concerns 
about the impact of Bal- 
lot Question #1 on hospital 
emergency services, saying 
it will lead to long waits and 
potentially, turning patients 
away at the ED doors. 

“Managing the emergen- 
cy room is a dynamic pro- 
cess. We need the flexibility 
to care for patients based on 
the severity of their condi- 
tion. Rigid, government- 
set rules won’t work,” said 
Dr. Brien Barnewolt, MD, 
Chief of the Department 
of Emergency Medicine at 
Tufts Medical Center. “Wait 
times will increase, morale 
will go down and the qual- 
ity of care will be worse at 
every hospital in the state if 
this measure passes.” 

Question 1, sponsored by 
the union that represents un- 
der one-quarter of all nurses 
in Massachusetts, would set

- strict nurse-to-patient ratios 


in emergency departments 
and throughout hospitals 
and other health care facili- 


ties. The question goes be- 


fore voters on the Nov. 6th 
ballot. 

“Ratios will not wine 
in the Emergency Room. 
When a critical patient 
comes through the door 
now it’s all hands on deck 
- a team of people, includ- 
ing nurses, surround that 
patient with the hope to get 
them stable,” said Laura 
Carideo, RN, an emergency 
room nurse at Tufts MC for 


nearly 20 years. “If this law 


passes, nurses will not be 
able to assist if they have 
been assigned their set num- 
ber of patients, even if some 
of those patients are wait- 
ing to be discharged or to 
be admitted to the hospital. 
Nurses will not be able to 
help their colleagues, even 
if they want to.” 

If Question 1 passes, 


hospitals across the Com- 
monwealth will need to re- 


cruit, hire and train many — 


more nurses. In order to 
manage the current volume 


‘of patients in the ED, Tufts 
~ Medical Center would need 


an additional 28 full-time 
nurses to be compliant with 
the law, costing an estimat- 
ed $4.2 million per year. 

One of the concerns is 
that nurse ratios will lead 
to back-ups in the emer- 
gency rooms. The average 
wait time to see a physi- 
cian at Tufts Medical Cen- 
ter through the ED is cur- 
rently about 36 minutes, Dr. 
Barnewolt said. As seen in 
California, that number: is 
expected to increase dra- 
matically with the new law, 
as ED patients who need to 
be admitted wait until floor 
nurses can legally take ad- 
ditional patients.

Urges Support For Question 3 — Transgender Protection — On Nov. 6 Ballot

Massachusetts has al- 
ways been a leader in the 
nation. The United States 
looks to our state as a model 
for progressivism, espe- 
cially when it comes to civil 
rights. We were, after all, 
the first state to acknowl- 
edge and legalize the right 
for same sex couples to mar- 
ry. The landscape of Massa- 
chusetts is dependent on the 


upholding of civil liberties. — 


This November, one such 
liberty is in danger. 


In 2016, at the urging 
of civic, business and com- 
munity leaders throughout 
the Commonwealth, the 
Massachusetts _ legislature 
passed — with a bipartisan, 
supermajority vote — the 
historic nondiscrimination 
protections for transgen- 
der people in public places. 
When Governor Charlie 
Baker signed the. bill in July 
2016, it was a major victory 
for our state. Specifically, 
for the transgender com- 
munity, this law made them 
feel heard, accepted and 
safe in the Commonwealth. 


It showed the rest of the na- 
tion that Massachusetts is a 
state that treats its citizens 
equally with dignity and 
respect, regardless of their 
gender identity. 


Shortly after it went into 


effect in October 2016, a 
small group of opponents 
gathered the minimum num- 
ber of signatures required to 
place the law on the bal- 
lot for repeal in November 
2018. Rolling back these 
protections would complete- 
ly change the landscape of 
our state, and ultimately, our 
country. If we decide to vote 


no and repeal protections for 
transgender individuals in 
Massachusetts, the message 
we send to the rest of the na- 
tion is that it isn’t important 
to treat transgender people 
with dignity and respect. 
Massachusetts is the first 
state in the nation where 
transgender protections 
will be up for a vote on a 
statewide ballot measure. 
Currently, Massachusetts is 
among 19 states and more 
than 250 municipalities with 


nondiscrimination protec- 
tions for transgender people 
in public places. 

The anti-transgender ac- 
tivists making the case for 
the no vote are using scare 
tactics. to try to convince 
the public that the safety 
of women and children is 
in jeopardy by protecting 
transgender people from 
discrimination and _harass- 
ment in public spaces, par- 
ticularly restrooms. That 
just isn’t true. Since the law 


was implemented two years 


ago, there has been no in-. 


crease in safety incidents 
in restrooms. Safety in rest- 
rooms is important to all of 
us ~ including transgender 
people. Harassing people in 


public facilities remains il- 


legal and those who commit 
crimes are prosecuted, as 
they should be. The law pro- 
tecting transgender people 
from discrimination ‘hasn’t 
changed that. That’s why 
the state’s leading safety of- 
ficials — including the Mas- 
sachusetts Chiefs of Police

City Plans Fines Hike 
On Illegal Parking 


The cost of illegal parking may be going up. 

Members of the Traffic Commission met with Mayor Ar- 
thur H. Tobin to discuss a draft plan that would divide the 
city into zones carrying fines of $10, $5 and $3 for illegal 
parking. 

The Red Zone ($10) would be in the business areas and 
around the MBTA stations. The Yellow Zones ($5) along the 
city’s main arteries and the White Zone ($3) in residential 
areas. 

Tobin said it is hoped to have the draft plan ready as an 
ordinance for the Nov. 16 meeting of the City Council so the 
plan can be in effect by the Christmas season if the Council 
approves. 

“We have to stop Quincy from becoming the dumping 
ground for MBTA parkers,” said Police Chief Paul LaHive, 
a member of the commission. 

ESTIMATED TAX BILLS 
IN MAIL BY END OF MONTH 

Estimated tax bills should be in the mail to Quincy prop- 
erty owners before the end of October. 

Governor Edward J. King last week singed legislation 
permitting 102 cities and towns that have not completed the 
revaluation process to send out estimated bills in their first 
mailings. 

Then, once the actual tax rate is established, the adjust- 
ments will be made during the second mailings in May. 

Assessor Patricia Ceriani said the estimated bills that are 
sent out will be the same as those that were mailed out for 
the first half of fiscal 1981. 

The estimated bills, she said, will save the city consider- 
able interest that would have to be paid on money borrowed 
to keep the city running.

Jonathan Auxier’s ‘Sweep: The Story Of A Girl And Her Monster’

I have a friend who told 
me fantasy isn’t quite her 
genre, but she loves histori- 
cal fiction so I recommended 
Jonathan Auxier’s recently 
released middle grade novel 
Sweep: The Story of a Girl 
and Her Monster. 

What’s better than be- 
ing swept away by fantasy 
while also learning some- 
thing new? It is through 
curiosity that most of us 
delve deeper into a topic, so 
piquing curiosity through a 
fantastical adventure is one 
of the best ways to engage 
children (and adults). 

Auxier takes the reader 
inside the chimney sweep 
culture of Victorian England 
when he introduces Nan, an 
orphan owned by a chimney 
sweep. You are likely famil- 
iar with the lovable, quirky 
chimney sweep, Bert, in 
Mary Poppins. Dick Van 
Dyke fits the image of some- 
one who could fit down a 
chimney with his slim build. 
In reality, the sweep was 


the boss, never venturing 
down the flue himself. That 
dangerous job was left to 
small children, mostly boys, 
called “climbers.” 

Nan, however, is an elev- 
en year old girl considered 
to be one of the best climb- 
ers in London. She has used 
her wits and courage to 
overcome the dangers of the 
job, until one day when she 
is stuck in a chimney fire 
and fears she has met her 
end. She is wrong, howev- 
er, and instead finds herself 
in an abandoned attic where 
she is not alone. 

A creature, a golem as 
it turns out, is with Nan 
and together they hide 
away and learn much about 
themselves and each other- 
-changing history along the 
way... 
I did not know much 
about the “climbing boys” 
of Victorian England so I 
started my research almost 
immediately by doing what 
most students do in 2018, 
googling. I found there is 


much written about this 
hazardous period in English 
history, especially about the 
fact that a mechanical brush 
had been presented for de- 
velopment in 1803 but was 
rejected by society. It was 
another 40 years, before 
mechanical sweeps became 
common and child labor 


laws were passed, forcing. 


thousands more children to 
live the miserable life of a 
climber. 

If it wasn’t enough that I 
now wanted to learn about 
Victorian England, and the 
sweep culture, I was then 
swept up (see what I did 
there?) into learning all I 
could about golems. 


I once read an adult fic- 


tion book by Pete Hamill 
called Snow in August (I 
will have Beth read it for her 
review)-where I was first in- 
troduced to golems so I had 
a vague idea about this Jew- 
ish mythical creature. 

However, I now wanted 
to learn more. 


As a teacher, I am grate- 
ful that Jonathan Auxier 
understands the journey cu- 
riosity can lead. the reader 
on. At the end of the novel, 
he adds a historical note to 
tease out what he describes 
as the “tangled knot of fan- 
tasy and fact.” He discusses 
the research process he used 
to write Sweep and adds a 
bit about his inspiration for 
including a golem as Nan’s 
trusted friend. 

He also points the reader 
to good places to start learn- 
ing more about golems, 
sweeps and Victorian Eng- 
land. As Auxier writes, “It 
is only in looking back that 


we have any hope of mov- 


ing forward.” Through this 
middle grade fantasy and 
historical fiction novel, he 
certainly prompted me to 
take a look back.

And they have given 
of their money by commit- 
ting funds from the sales of 
their books to local or well 
known charities. 

Through a recommen- 
dation from a Quincy Sun 
reader I was turned on to an 
author from western Mas- 
sachusetts, Roland Merullo.

Given the title I was not 
surprised when I started 
this book to find that it is a 
love story. What surprised 
me was the realization that I 
have never read a love story 
told completely from the 
male point of view. Merullo 
skillfully crafted a charac- 
ter, Jake, that allowed me a 
view into the male psyche. 
We see Jake deal with love, 
betrayal, loss, family and 
friendships and figuring out 
where he fits*in. 

Merullo tackles. tough 
topics such as death, aging 
parents, drug addiction and 
disease. He writes about 
Cystic Fibrosis in such a 
way that not only édifies the 
reader, but allows us to feel. 
To feel the pain. To feel the 
love. To feel the despera- 
tion. And to feel the com- 
plete lack of control. 


Merullo does not tie pry 


story up with a neat little 
bow. It ends how all such 
stories should end. A win- 
dow closing on the snippet 


of characters lives that we 
are allowed to look into and 
a door opening for our. own 
imagination to carry on their 
stories of hope and love.

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Interfaith Social Services 
Planning To Expand Capacity 


To Accommodate Growth In Food Pantry, Counseling Center 


Interfaith Social Servic- 
es, the South Shore’s mul- 
tiservice center for families 
in need, recently held an 
Open House to kick off its 
2018 Capital Campaign. 
The organization has plans 
to make adjustments to their 
facilities to accommodate 
the growing need for ser- 
vices. 

Interfaith, located at 105 
Adams St., Quincy, operates 
one of the largest emergen- 
cy food programs in Greater 
Boston as well as a mental 
health counseling center 
and homelessness preven- 
tion program. Interfaith’s 
programs are a safety net 
for thousands of children 
and families from the South 
Shore who are struggling to 
make ends meet. 

In the past decade, In- 
terfaith has seen the num- 
ber of food pantry clients 
in need of food assistance 
climb from 10,000 per year 
to more than 23,000. In the 
same time period, the New 
Directions Counseling Cen- 
ter has gone from providing 
1,900 counseling sessions 
to more than 2,500 sessions 
per year. As programs have 
expanded, the need for fa- 


cility improvements has be~' ~ 


come apparent. 

Plans for the expansion 
include the installation of 
an energy-efficient walk- 
in freezer, the purchase of 
a food rescue vehicle with 
increased hauling capac- 
ity, creation of more office 
space for mental health 
counseling and facilities im- 
provements. 

During the Sept. 27th 
open house, attendees were 
able to meet staff and board 
members, learn about the 
organization’s programs and 
tour the facilities. Visitors 
were introduced to the Capi- 
tal Campaign plans, which 
include: 

¢ A Walk-In Freezer — 
an energy-efficient walk-in 
freezer would replace the 
set of aging and inefficient 
freezers, cutting energy bills 
and doubling storage space 
for frozen meats and foods. 

¢ A New Food Pantry 
Truck — a larger capacity 
truck with a freezer insert 
would increase the amount 
of food the organization 
could rescue at local gro- 
cery stores and decrease the 
number of trips made, sav- 
ing time and gas. 

¢ Office Reconfiguration 
— counseling offices would 
be soundproofed and moved 
to avoid distractions from 
the food pantry. Two larger 
offices would be divided to 
create more unique spaces 
for therapy sessions. 

¢ Facilijes Improve- 
ments — flooring would be

Medicare Late 


Enrollment Penalty

Dear Rusty: I’ve never been a fan of socialized medi- 
cine, so wasn’t happy with that whole “Great Society” thing 
that happened back in the 1960s, which is where Medicare: 
started. Just on principle, I refused to sign up for Medicare 
when I turned 65, but with age comes wisdom, I guess, S0, 
now I find that maybe I should have. I’m 68 now and start- 
ing to develop some health issues, but my insurance agent. 
says that because I didn’t sign up for Medicare when I was 
65 there’s going to be penalties. We didn’t talk about how, 
much, but I’m hoping you can give me some insight on what 
I’m up against. Signed: Wiser Now than Before te 

Dear Wiser: While I always admire one who sticks to 
their principles, I also believe, to coin a phrase, that wisdom, 
is the better part of valor. You’ve been lucky health-wise and: 
avoided a major health crisis for the past several years, but 
with the wisdom gained by age now realize that the Medi: 
care you paid into over your lifetime isn’t such a bad thing 
after all. The problem is, the law requires that you enroll inf 
Medicare at age 65 unless you have other “creditable” cov?! 
erage (e £5 from an employer or the VA). To have not dond! 
so does, indeed, mean that by enrolling now you'll have td’ 
pay a “late enrollment penalty,” at least for Medicare Part B! 
(doctors and outpatient services) and Part D (Prescription 
Drug coverage). Assuming you’re eligible for or CONE 


ing Social Security, your Part A (hospitalization) coverage: 


should be free, even if you didn’t enroll during your “Snitial 
enrollment period” (IEP), which started 3 months before the 
month you turned 65 and lasted until 3 months after. 

The. Part B penalty for late enrollment is applied as a. 
supplement to the base Medicare Part B premium amount 
which, for 2018; is $134 per month if you earned less than 
$85,000 as a single-filer in 2016 (the premium is higher if 
you earned more than that). The late enrollment penalty for 
Part B: is 10% additional for each full year after the end of 
your initial enrollment period, so $134/month plus 30% 
means you’ ll be paying $174/month instead, and the penalty. 
is recurring every year. In fact, if the Part B premium goes, 


up (as it periodically does), so will your penalty because the, 


base number is higher. 

As for Medicare Part D, although it’s hard to justify pay; 
ing for prescription drug coverage you may not currently 
need, the sticker shock for enrolling if you need to later is 
quite severe. Compared to the Part B penalty, the computa- 
tion for late enrollment in Part D is complicated. You owe, 
the penalty, again on top of your regular Part D premium, 
amount, if you go more than 63 days past your IEP without 
a creditable Medicare Part D drug plan, a Medicare Advan- 
tage (Part C) plan which includes drug coverage, or another 
healthcare plan (such as the VA), which includes creditable 
prescription drug coverage. Part D premiums are set by the 
insurance carrier which provides the coverage, but the pen- 
alty amount is set by, Medicare, as follows: 1% of the. “Na- 
tional Base Beneficiary Premium” ($32.02 for 2018), times 
the number of full months you didn’t have creditable Part 
D coverage (rounded to the nearest 10 cents). That amount 
is added to the Part D premium amount as determined by: 
your insurance provider. And like Part B, the penalty for late: 
enrollment in Part D coverage is recurring and may increas¢. 
with changes to the National Base Beneficiary Premium as. 
computed by Medicare. 

It’s important to note that since you’re well past’ your 
IEP, your timing to enroll in Medicare is now limited. hon 
can only enroll in Part A & B during the annual “General 
Enrollment Period” which runs from January 1 to March 31 
for coverage to begin on July Ist. And you cari’ only enroll | 
in a Part D drug plan during the annual Open Enrollment! 
Period which runs from Oct. 15 to Dec.7.

drain stormwater from the 
areas behind the seawall 
into Quincy Bay. Ken Ma- 
vrogeorge, an engineer with 
Tighe & Bond, said the new 
outfalls would be placed at 


the proper grade to allow 


stormwater to flush any sed- 
iment out of the pipe. The 
new outfalls will also have 
one-way valves inside to 
stop seawater from surging 
up the pipe onto land. 

The outfall pipes will 
be wide enough to handle 
the rainfall from a 100-year 
storm event, which is about 
8 inches of rain in 24 hours. 

The seawall itself would 
have drainpipes, with one- 
way valves, to allow water 
to drain back to the ocean. 

City officials and Tighe 
& Bond are also eyeing 
pump stations for the Post 
Island neighborhood, Mur- 
phy said, separately from 
the seawall and outfall proj- 


ect. 


“Even by raising the sea- 


wall, even by adding the 
drain-back pipes through 
the seawall, even by in- 
creasing all the outfall pipes 
to a much, much larger size 
to handle 100-year storm 
events — even with all that 
there will be conditions of 


flooding,” he said. 
“That therefore con- 
cludes that the city needs to 


work towards having in this 
particular area...some sort 
of an intake structure that 
is designed for emergencies 
only.” 

The permitting process 
for a new pumping station is 
less stringent than the pro- 
cess for a seawall, Murphy 
added. 

When residents were 
asked towards the end of the 
meeting if they would prefer 
the new seawall be built two 
or four feet higher than the 
existing barrier, they said 
their answer depends on 
whether or not the pumping 
station were built. 
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“The pump station is tied 
to the height of the wall,” 
said Post Island resident Bill 
Bowen. “We can’t come to a 
decision on the height of the 
wall until we figure out can 
we do the pump station.” 

“Our decision is not aes- 
thetic,” said Ann Donovan. 
“Our decision is if we want 
to have a house in 10 years.” 

Another resident, who 
declined to give her name, 
compared asking residents 
what size seawall they 
would like to see built with- 
out knowing more about the 
pump station to answering a 
marriage proposal without 
knowing if the other per- 
son was already married to 
someone else. 

The city received a 

$441,000 state grant in 2016 
for design and engineer- 
ing costs related to the new 
seawall and outfall pipes, 
which are estimated to cost 
between $15 and $20 mil- 
lion. Murphy said the city

The legacy scoring cat- 
egories are advanced, pro- 
ficient, needs improvement 
and warning/failing. This is 
the final year for the legacy 
exam. 

Results showed that stu- 
dents are making “solid 
progress toward improve- 
ment targets” in ELA. 
Subgroups, including high 
needs, English learners, ec- 
onomically disadvantaged, 
and students with disabili- 
ties, showed upward trends 
in math. 

Some highlights: Com- 
pared to the state averages, 
in ELA, 63 percent of grade 
5 and 8 students scored 
in the two top categories 
- meeting or exceeding ex- 


_pectations. There were 6 


percent fewer grade 5 stu- 
dents and 7 percent fewer 


grade 8 students scoring in. 


the partially meeting ex- 
pectations compared to the 
state. Grade 5 and 8 students 
outperformed the state aver- 


ages by 8 percent and 12 
percent respectively. , 

Quincy’s grade 10 stu- 
dents matched their state 
counterparts with 91 per- 
cent scoring advanced or 
proficient in the legacy ELA 
exam; 6 percent of the stu- 
dents in needs improve- 
ment; and 3 percent in the 
warning/failing category. 

From last year, there 
was a | percent decrease of 
grade 10 students scoring 
in the top level and 1 per- 
cent increase in the needs 
improvement and warning 
categories. 

The district _ results 
showed a 9 percent increase 
of grade 5 students finishing 
in the meeting or exceed- 
ing expectations catego- 
ries in the ELA exam from 
last year — 54 percent to 63 
percent. There was a 10 de- 
crease in students falling in 
not meeting expectations. 

In math, grade 5 showed 
a 1 percent increase — 54 
percent to 55 percent - of 
students in the two top 
categories from last year. 
Students partially meeting 
expectations remained the 
same and there was a | per- 
cent drop in not meeting ex- 
pectations. 

Grade’ 8 students’ math 
scores hiked by 11 percent, 
from 50 percent to 61 per- 
cent this year. There was a 


decrease of 12 percent — 40 
percent to 28 percent — in 
the partially meeting ex- 
pectations and a 2 percent 
increase in not meeting ex- 
pectations. 

Grade 10 math scores 
dipped by 1 percent from 
last year in advanced or 
higher while needs im- 
provement - and warning/ 
failing was unchanged. 

Compared to the state, 55 
percent of grade 5 students 
scored in the top levels; 6 
percent fewer in partially 
meeting expectations and 3 
percent in the bottom cat- 
egory. 

Overall in ELA, stu- 
dents in grades 4 through 
7 showed growth rates 50 
percent and grades 8 and 10 
had high growth rates above 
60 percent. The district 
outperformed the state at 
each grade level in student 
growth. 

In math, grades 5, 7, 8, 
and 10 outperformed the 
state while grades 4 and 6 
performed slightly below 
the state, but still within 
the moderate growth range. 
Students in grades 4 and 6 
had growth rates above 40 
percent while grades 5, 7, 
8, and 10 had growth rates 
above 50 percent. 

Grade 10 biology had a 
3 percent increase in the top 
scoring levels and a 1 per-

cent decrease in warning/ 
failing. Although pleased 
with the “best ever” scores, 
middle and high school spe- 
cial education coordinator 
Sara Anderson said the few 
students in the lower catego- 
ries would be the target of 
support to “make sure they 


meet graduation require- 
ments.” 
Science scores drew 


some concern, particularly 
grade 8 and English learn- 
ers where the latter saw a 7 
percent increase in warning/ 
failing this year over last 
year. 

“Grade 8 science has 
been a concern of mine for 
years,” said Vice Chair- 
woman Emily Lebo, also 
voicing concern over some 
subgroups’ performances. 

Elizabeth Hallett, direc- 
tor of English learners and 
secondary education, said 
that the Quincy scores in 
question are similar to state 
levels. She explained that 
changes in standards-based 
instruction would address 
the issue. 

“The focus will be to 
moving students out of 
those needs improvement 
and warning/failing catego- 
ries,” she said. 

The state’s new “cohort 
lowest performing students” 
model that measures student 
improvement target prog- 


ress drew criticism from 
Lebo. This new method re- 
quires kindergarten through 


‘grade 8 and high schools to 


have a model of 25 percent 
lowest performing students. 

Lebo said this would re- 
sult in a disparity where a 
large school district such 
as Boston could have an 
advantage over a smaller 
district when it comes to a 
school system’s account- 
ability rating. 

Students in grades 2 
through 7 who took the 
MAP reading and math as- 
sessments last year outper- 
formed the national average/ 
There were mixed results 
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in the district reaching the 
10-point growth goal. 

Officials said the results 
of the MCAS .and MAP 
scores would be used to 
tweak the curriculum and 
proWide targeted support 
to increase achievement 
scores. 

Quincy School Supt. 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro 
praised the students for tak- 
ing the assessment exams 
seriously. 

“As we look at the 
MCAS results, we realize it 
is a significant piece of what 
we do,” he said. “I want to 
thank our students for doing 
their very best.”

was continued to Nov. 14. 

Two of the residential 
units — the units facing Main 
Street — would have three 
bedrooms each, while the 
other two units would have 
two bedrooms and a study.

_ on feedback at a prior com- 


munity meeting, according 
to William Phelan, Yu’s at- 
torney and a former mayor 
of Quincy. 

Each unit would have a 
two-car garage and a small 
family room on the ground 
floor, living space, including 
a half bathroom on the sec- 
ond floor, and bedrooms on 
the top floor, architect Brian 
Donahue said. Four guest 
parking spaces would be lo- 
cated outside the duplexes..: 

“We're trying to do our 
best to kind of make it fit in 
as much as possible seeing 


as [the lot] is a little larger 


than some of the other 
homes on the street,” Dona- 
hue said. 

The new buildings would 
stand about 33 feet tall, 
which is under the maxi- 
mum height allowed in. the 
city’s zoning code. Phelan 
said the project meets most 
of the tequirements in the 


zoning code - including — 


those for parking spaces and 
setbacks — though the ap- 
plicant will need a variance 
from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals for floor area ratio 
and density. 

There is some ledge on 


the site, Phelan said, but 
the developer would not 
remove it by blasting if 
neighborhood residents did 
not want him to do so and 
would be willing to seas it 
away instead. 

“It seems like the con- 
sensus was they didn’t want 
blasting, and the applicant 
is happy to do either way,” 
Phelan said. 

Seven residents voiced 
their opposition to the proj- 
ect — in person or in writing 
— at the public hearing, as 
did Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall. One resident spoke 
in favor of the plan. 


Elizabeth Dennantis, a 


South Walnut Street resi- 
dent, said the proposal does 
not fit in with the neigh- 
borhood. Neighborhoods 
throughout the city, she 
added, are becoming over- 
developed. 

“The current picture is 


one of overdevelopment, 


traffic, rodents, environmen- 
tal concerns and the devas- 
tation of our neighborhoods. 


‘I don’t know what the city 


is thinking. It’s one thing 
to develop the downtown, 
but what’s the purpose of 
overdeveloping the neigh- 
borhoods?” said Dennantis, 
who spoke against the proj- 
ect for more than 20 minutes 
at the public hearing. 

“Single-family homes 
has become a dirty phrase... 
we had a neighborhood feel, 
and that’s holding on by a 
thread.” 


Larry Gangi, who lives . 


next door to 35 Main St., 
said the project would not 


only change the neighbor- 
hood, but would also harm 
his privacy. 


“That’s a  one-family 


‘house and the house is in 


good shape and they’re go- 
ing to knock that down and 
put up these two bigger 
buildings, which I’m totally 
against. I think they have 
enough in the city and they 
should stop doing that,” 
Gangi said. 

“I like my privacy,” he 
added. “I like to be able to 
come home from work, sit 
out by my pool, have a cold 
beer and not have people 
looking out of their win- 
dows and checking me all 
out.” 

Croall, the neighbor- 
hood’s ward councillor, said 
he could not see a benefit 
the project would have on 
the area. 

“It’s already...a fairly 
pristine single-family home 
that now has the potential to 
move to four units, and I say 
‘how does that benefit the 
neighborhood?” Croall said. 
“Quite frankly in my mind 
that’s a real head scratcher, 
because I don’t see it. We’re 
dealing with an already pret- 
ty-well-kept property.” 

Sharell Jacobs, a Centre 
Street resident, spoke in fa- 


_ vor of the proposal. 


“Looking at the plans, 


it does seem like it’s some- - 


thing that would be some- 
what beneficial,” she said. 
“Looking at the economic 
growth of Quincy, we are 
growing, we are expanding, 


‘and I think it would be great 
to have it in the city.”

- The board approved the 
application from Shumins 
Mill Street LLC to construct 
the new units at 42 Mill St., 
a 24,128-square-foot lot in 
a residential B zoning dis- 
trict, during its meeting Oct. 


_ 10. The plan still requires © 


approval from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

The developer had, ini- 
tially sought to build eight 
townhouse-style units on 
site, but changed the plans 
based on feedback from 
residents. 

“T listened to them,” said 
Hassan Shuman, a partner in 
the development. “We were 
able to come up with a bet- 
ter design.” 

The original plan includ- 
ed two buildings, with four 
townhouses each. The new

Councillors did end up 
voting for the parking plan 
and a separate ordinance 
making the Penn’s Hill 
neighborhood the first area 
in the city where the new 
rules would apply, follow- 
ing several amendments to 
Koch’s initial proposal, in 
a pair of 8-0 votes.

operational environment to 
get us where we need to be.”

posed to the $35 fee. 

“I think that’s unfair to 
people who have been living 
there,” she said. 

Some _ residents who 
spoke at the meeting said 
they were unfamiliar with 
the proposed rules and felt 


the city was moving too 


quickly. 

“I can’t speak for ev- 
erybody, but some of us 
here feel like you want us 
to say something, but we 
don’t even know what to 
speak about yet,” said Owen 
Doherty, a Federal Avenue 
resident.

“We are opening the 
gate. It is going to benefit a

set at $150,000 in the current 
fiscal year’s budget.

“When you deal with 
the amount of work that we 
deal with on a regular basis, 
you're going to have some 
stuff that slides past your 
perfect scenario, and that’s 
what we’re seeing here,” 
Walker said. 

“To suggest that because 


we had some slippage on 
some of these projects sug- . 
gests that we bit off more 
than we can chew, I don’t 
think it’s correct.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain said councillors should 
also be more cautious to en- 
sure the administration isn’t 
trying to do too much. 

“It’s not just the mayor’s 
office that needs to learn, I 
think we also need to learn,” 
he said. “We’re in a great 
position to affect the pri- 
oritization of these projects, 
and we can say no. That’s 
well within our power.”

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On Tuesday, Oct. 9, at approximately 10:40 p.m., Of- 
ficers O’Neill, Kelly, Brown and Sgt. McNeil were dis- 
patched to a two-family home on a report of a breaking and 
entering in progress call. 

As the units closed in, the police dispatcher notified them 
that the caller could hear loud talking just outside the home 
and then the fire alarm went off. The caller then said there 
was a female near the house and now there was a fire on the 
porch. 

Upon arrival, Officer Kelly and Sgt. McNeil confirmed 
there was a fire on the rear porch but it was out now. Officers 
Smith and O’Neill then observed a female with no shoes on 
rapidly walking away about 100 yards from the home. Unce 
the name of this female was determined, it was conveyed to 
the officers at the home and established the female was the 
ex-girlfriend of one of the residents. 

During the time that the officers had detained the fe- 
male, officers at the home were questioning the 18-year-old 
daughter of the homeowner, who said she saw the detained’ 
female attempt to break in and then set fire to the porch. She 
said the owner poured water on the fire to put it out: 

The Quincy Fire Department arrived on scene to ensure 
that the fire was definitely out. The porch railing/flooring 
(white vinyl) had charring/melting from the fire. There was 
also a plastic tarp that had charring/melting. 

The 18-year-old said that she, the owner and her 7-year- 
old son arrived home at about 10 p.m. Soon after, they heard 
noises like someone trying to get in. The 18-year-old initial- 
ly thought that it was the owner trying to get her belongings 
that had been left in the hallway. She then traced the noise 
to find the female suspect trying to push in the A/C unit next 
to the porch to gain access into the home. 

The female suspect then tried to break in the window just 
before the fire alarm went off. She stated the female suspect 
walked quickly away from the porch, which then erupted 
in fire. She described the female suspect as wearing pajama 
pants, a brown leather jacket and a scarf. The 18-year-old 
said the female suspect and the owner had been together for 
five years and recently broke up. She described the female 


suspect as having bipolar disorder and she was in “rehab” - 


for mental illness 2 to 3 years ago. She also said the police 
were there recently when the female suspect bit her. 

The tenants of the home did not know what the female 
suspect used to start the fire. The owner said she heard the 
female suspect/ex girl friend say “I’m gonna kill your fam- 
ily.” A resident of the first floor was interviewed and he said 
that at about 5 p.m., he heard someone banging on the door. 
He stated that since he recognized the woman as someone 
who lived on the second floor, he let her in. This was the

The new owners of the 
former Beachcomber on 
Wollaston Beach plan to tear 
down the shuttered bar. and 
replace it with a new build- 
ing featuring a restaurant, 

retail space and residences. 
Ward 5 Councillor Kirst- 
en Hughes held a commu- 
nity meeting on the plan 
Tuesday after The Sun went 


to press. 


Edward Fleming, the at- 
torney for the owners of the 


property, 797 Quincy Shore 
Dr. LLC, said prior to the 
meeting his clients hope 
to go before the Board of 
License Commissioners in 
November for a transfer of 
the liquor license held by the 
former owner of the Beach- 
comber. Plans will be filed 
with the Planning Board 
around that same time. 

The owners of the new 
property acquired the site for 
$1.45 million in May. The 
new owners of the property 


are Jacky An Xie of Saugus, 
Lin Y. Xu of Amesbury and 
Zhong Wen Huang of West 
Squantum Street, according 
to a certificate of organiza- 
tion filed with the state in 
March. 

In a letter to Hughes, 
Fleming said the property 
owners have determined the 
present building on site will 
not serve their needs. 

“Since acquiring the site, 
my clients have conducted a 
thorough examination of the 
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property and existing build- 
ing and have determined 
that the existing structure is 
in need of substantial reno- 
vation and will not properly 
serve their needs for the new 
restaurant,” Fleming said. 
“As a result, my client in- 
tends to remove the existing 
Beachcomber building and 
construct a new building in 
the middle of the site with 
a newly designed Pane 


area and substantial drain- 
age control measures.” 


Plans call for a three-sto- 


ry building constructed in a 
traditional beach style. The 
first level would include the 
restaurant’s main entrance 
— including a reception area 
and small sushi bar — and 
two 1,800 square foot re- 


_ tail areas. The second floor 


would include the main res- 
taurant leas function room

and kitchen. Six residential 
units — Fleming said it has 
not been determined if they 
would be apartments or con- 
dos — would be located on 
the third floor. 

The parking lot, accessi- 
ble only from Quincy Shore 
Drive, would have spaces 
for 88 vehicles. The Beach- 
comber opened its doors in 
1959. The nightclub closed 
for good in 2015.

One of the principles that 
makes the United States a 
great country is the deep- 
seated devotion of its citi- 
zens to voluntarism. As 
the French political scien- 
tist Alexis de Toqueville 


wrote in the 1830s in his~ 


seminal book, Democracy 
In America, “Americans use 
associations to give fetes, to 
found seminaries, to build 
inns, to raise churches, to 
distribute books, to send 
missionaries to the antipo- 
des; in this manner they 
create hospitals, prisons, 
schools. Finally, if it is a 
question of bringing to light 
a truth or developing a sen- 
timent with the support of a 
great example, they associ- 
ate.” 

He was inspired by the 
tendency of us Americans to 
form voluntary associations, 
and he was impressed by the 
desire of many citizens of 
the United States of America 
to come together with their 
friends and neighbors to ac- 
complish community, com- 
mercial, and personal goals. 
This was, de Toqueville felt, 
an important foundation for 
the egalitarian and demo- 
cratic society that he studied 
by traveling throughout the 
young American states just 
six decades after our na- 
tion’s founding. 

A sterling example of 
this of spirit voluntarism for 
the good of the commu- 
nity is the local organiza- 
tion of volunteers known 
as the North Quincy High 
School Football Boosters. 
Its current president, Tracey 
Dooley, who took over as 
leader from Cherie Manning 
in the summer of 2017.

The valiant Quincy Pres- 
idents put up a good fight 
for the first quarter and a 
half last Saturday evening 
at Creedon Field in North 
Quincy, but finally suc- 
cumbed to a juggernaut 
known as the Duxbury 
High School Dragons 35-0.

Electronic Shifters, Backup Cameras, Key-Fobs : 


Ask John Paul: AAA Car Doctor 


My Subaru Forester is two years old and drives fine. 
Today I received a letter from the company telling me 
about a warranty extension on the continually variable 
transmission. Years ago, I had a Subaru and had all 
kinds of problems with the timing belt. My concern is 
that Subaru wouldn’t send out this notice unless they are 
having problems with the transmission. Do you think my 
car will have problems and should I consider getting rid 
of it? 

Subaru has extended the transmission warranty on some 
Subaru CVT equipped cars from five-years or 60,000 miles 
(whichever comes first) to 10-years/100,000 miles. From 
what I have read there are no customer complaints or spe- 
cific conditions are behind this warranty extension. Instead, 
Subaru reports that it wants to provide customers with 
added assurance regarding the reliability of the CVT as- 
semblies. I also believe this is the case, continually variable 
transmissions have odd and slightly quirky characteristics 
and I believe this is a way to restore faith in an otherwise 
dependable vehicle. 

My 2007 Jeep Grand Cherokee has been having some 
hesitation when starting. The battery is only one year 
old. Today when I tried to start the car, there was some 
loud clicking. I went to the garage to have the battery, 
alternator and starter checked, and after the check the 
guy said everything was fine. When I tried to start my 
car, it would not turn-over. It was as though there was no 


not) and at that point the vehicle should be placed in park. . 


The first thing that I would do is make sure that any recalls 
(there is at least one that involves the shifter) and technical 
service bulletins are up to date. 

I have a 2014 Camry with only 12,000 miles on it and 
the car has been well-maintained. I seem to have a pen- 
chant for backing slowly into such things as dumpsters 
and denting the trunk lid, enough so it had to be re- 
placed. I called the dealer and asked if a rearview cam- 
era could be installed, but because the radio is not touch 
sensitive I was told that the only way was to install the 
backup camera to the rearview mirror which does not 
seem like a safe option for me. I was also interested in 
having some of the latest technology to avoid collisions. 
I wonder if that is even possible on this car. Because of 
its low mileage and good condition, I am reluctant to just 
trade the car for some of these features. 

Installing a backup camera that uses the rearview mirror 
may be better than you think. In fact, some new vehicles 
have this type of system installed from the factory. A good 
installer may also find an unused spot on the dash to mount 
a monitor, but to me the rearview option is a neater/cleaner 
installation. Regarding adding other technology, such as 

_ blind spot monitoring, and rear cross traffic alert, although 
possible it is not in my opinion, practical. 

I would like to have a rubber mat installed on the rear 
bumper of my car. My daughter has an MDX which has 
such a feature and I would like to purchase something 
to prevent scrapes to the bumper. Can you recommend 
where I could purchase such a mat and have it installed. 
Is this even possible? 

I have-seen these rubber pads and they are actually de- 
signed to be used only while parked (although I have seen 
people driving with them hanging on the bumper). The in- 
stallation is very simple and folds into the trunk when not 
in use. I did see a website bumperpad.com that has several 
different designs that one would certainly work for you. 

I am a 75-year-old woman who can’t seem to get a 
straight answer about whether I have a timing | belt or a 
timing chain on my 2008 Hyundai Santa-Fe. rm hoping 
you can settle this for me once and for all. If it is a timing 
belt when should it be changed? I have 51,000 miles on 

_ my car? 

There are two engine possibilities i in your Santa-Fe: a 
2.7-liter V-6 and a larger 3.3-liter V-6. The 2.7-liter V-6 uses 
a timing belt that needs replacement at 75,000 miles and the 
3.3-liter.engine uses a timing chain that should last the life 
of the vehicle. 

Ihave a 2013 Jeep Wrangler with 26,000 miles on it. I 
have a simple question: how to tell when the battery for 
the key-fob will need to be changed? I can’t get an an- 
swer from the dealership and don’t want to be left with 
the remote not working. 

The battery life in a key-fob is dependent on how much it 
is used. I had a remote that was 10 years old and still worked 

fine. Our other car routinely would only last 3 years before 


with some type of device he hooked up to the battery. 
He tried to jump it and after four tries of me turning 
the key, some smoke came out of the engine as though 
something had burnt. It was towed by AAA to the Jeep 
dealership. Any idea what happened? Did the guy at first 
garage, with their battery/alternator check and result- 
ing jumpstart, do something that caused this additional 
damage? 

If the testing equipment and the jumpstart pack were used 

correctly, the battery and associated components shouldn’t 
have been damaged. I suspect that since you had an issue 
that prompted you to have the battery tested, your Jeep was 
suffering from some sort of electrical issue prior to this test- 
ing. It could-have been electrical corrosion causing a voltage 
drop between the battery and the starter. My concern is that 
during testing you mentioned you saw smoke in the engine 
compartment. This smoke indicates either a poor electrical 
connection or a short circuit and possible additional repairs. 

I have been reading about plug-in hybrid cars and 

have a question. With some drivers who only drive short 
distances on just electricity and potentially going months 
without refueling, how long can someone go without 
worrying about gas going bad? 

This question just came up recently when I was at a press 
introduction of the Mitsubishi plug-in hybrid SUV (best 
kept hybrid secret). An engineer for Mitsubishi explained 
that every so often the gasoline engine will run to use up 
some fuel and well as keeping the engine lubricated. With 
just about every plug-in hybrid that I have driven there are 
times the gasoline engine takes over from the electric motor. 
If you just wanted to add an extra margin of protection, you 
could add a fuel stabilizer twice a year to prevent stale fuel. 

I have a 2015 Jeep Cherokee Limited and for the past 
week my car is telling me to shift into park while driving. 
When I switch to park and turn it back on the car stalls 
and takes a while to start back up. The check engine 
light does not turn on, but the battery light does when 
it tells me to shift into park. I also have a oil light that - 
quickly turns on and goes right away before I even get a 
chance to read it. I brought it to my mechanic and there 
is no diagnostic codes. I don’t know what to do and I’m 
scared to drive with my child in the car in fear it’s just 
going to leave me stranded. 

There have been several problems with the electronic 
shifter on this vehicle. From your description it sounds as if 


do. If you have more than one key-fob, keep one unused and 
when the primary fob stops working you have one ready to 
go. The other thing you can do is just change the battery 
every 3 to 4 years. For the most part just like a television 
remote the performance of the fob will diminish. If the fob 
doesn’t have the range you are used to, this is an indication 
that the battery is failing. You could also measure the battery 
voltage, but if you are opening up the remote you might as 
well just change the battery. 

I own a 2010 Ford Fusion and really enjoy the vehicle. 
However, its age and mileage has me seriously consider- 
ing trading it in for a new 2018 or 2019 purchase. I’ve 
been looking at the Fusion Hybrid and would get all the 
bells and whistles except the park assist (I don’t parallel 
park enough to warrant spending $995). Since Ford will 
be discontinuing the Fusion in the very near future do 
you think it’s a good idea for me to purchase another Fu-

sion? If not, what comparably equipped hybrid sedan(s) 
should I consider? . 

Even though Ford has announced it will discontinue pro- 
duction of most of its sedans, I’m not sure that is enough 
of a reason to look at other vehicles. On the plus side the 
parts to repair just about anything with the car will be avail- 
able for a long time. The question is resale value; depending 
on the public’s opinion of this move away from mid-sized 
sedans it could affect the trade-in value both positively or 


_ negatively. Other hybrid mid-sized cars to look at are the 


Toyota Camry, Hyundai Sonata and the Honda Accord. 

I have a 2010 Honda CR-V. It has the larger of the 
two engines offered. In the old days, I remember adding 
high octane gas every so often to clean or clear parts of 
the engine. Two months ago, I did just that and the per- 
formance issue cleared up nicely. Additionally, I noticed 
I got better mileage with the premium fuel. Last month 
we did an overnight road trip to northern Maine. I put 
in two-thirds of a tank of the highest-octane gas that was 


_ available at the Sunoco station. Now I know that high- 


way driving will improve my MPG, but when I got back 
I drove almost a week of city traffic and still did better 
sae 
and better MPG? 

As a general tule using premium fuel in a vehicle that 
doesn’t require it is a waste of money. There are some Cars 
that “recommend” using premium fuel to maximize.both 
the efficiency and performance of the engine. AAA did con- 
trolled tests on some of those models and found that the 
mile per gallon increase didn’t offset the additional costs 


for higher-octane fuel. What could have happened with your 


vehicle is that Sunoco and many other name brand fuels are 
considered TopTier fuel. TopTier fuel has additional addi- 
tives mixed in with the fuel the clean fuel injectors and com- 
bustion chamber deposits. Your cleaner, smoother running 
engine will also result in fuel economy closer to when the 
car was new. 

I own a 2012 Jeep Wrangler, my third Jeep since 1995 
and enjoyed them all. I went to go out the other night 
and the headlights did not turn on. I realized the next 
day that I had no directional or wipers. I went to my lo- 
cal repair shop thinking it was a fuse, but he informed 
me later that I needed the integrated power module (fuse 
box) replaced. I called the dealer where I purchased the 
Jeep and the cost to replace this part is just under $1,200. 
The Jeep has 47,900 miles on it and is ‘beyond the war- 
ranty. I’ve never had a problem like this with my other 
jeeps. Friends told me I’ve been lucky but how common 


is this problem or is it just my luck running out? 


I have seen this problem several times with the Grand 
Cherokee in 2011 and older Wranglers. I’m surprised to see 
the problem is continuing in later models. At this point you 
don’t have any choice other than get your Jeep repaired. Af- 
ter the repair it couldn’t hurt to write to Jeep customer as- 
sistance and ask for some help with the cost, based.on your 
history with Jeeps and low mileage on your vehicle. 

I have a 2001 Toyota Avalon which has 121,000 miles. 
I purchased it new in October 2000 and now drive it only 
1,200-1,500 miles a year. I keep it well maintained. Last 
week the check engine light came on, although there was 
no change in how it performed. I took it to my usual 
mechanic. The code indicated a bad air/fuel ratio sen- 
sor. He put in a new oxygen sensor for $473. One week 
and 35 miles later, the check engine light is on again, yet 
the car runs fine. If it turns out to need the other oxy- 
gen sensor, I am very tempted to not bother replacing 
it, given the cost and my very limited use of the car, Is 
there a downside to this? I am not concerned with gas 
mileage, or with hurting the engine in the car. If it is the 
OS enema rahe Ate is there a compelling 
reason to do so? 

Although the car seems to be running okay, it isn’t. 


Chances are the emissions levels are higher than they should - 


be, or the catalytic convertor is not performing properly. 
Perhaps using a non-factory replacement part would help 
with the cost. A quick check online shows that a high-qual- 


ity original equipment replacement part is about half the | 


price of the factory part.

Flashed Glass Decant- 
ers --- Is a red-and-white 
glass decanter made of 
cased glass, flashed glass 
or stained glass? All three 
were methods of adding 
color to a clear glass piece 
to make it more decorative. 
The cost and quality of 
each is different, and col- 
lectors should look careful- 
ly and ask questions before 
they buy. 


Stained glass is the least 


expensive way to color 
glass. This method uses 


a staining material that is 


brushed on, becomes red 
or amber, and adheres to 
the glass when heated. The 
layer of material is very 
thin, and if cleaned too 
vigorously, it could wear 
off. It often is used to color 


pressed glass. 


Flashed glass. is made by 


~ using an added thin layer 


of glass over a different 


_golor glass. It is made by. 


taking a “gather” of hot 
glass, dipping it into a 


“second colored g!ass, then 
‘blowing it into shape. It. 
“ leaves.a thin layer of glass 


but makes a piece that ap- 
pears to be made of one 


' solid color, which would 


be’more valuable. 

Cased or plated glass is the 
most expensive. It is made 
by putting a thick layer of 


glass over a glass piece of 


a different color. It can be 
decorated on the outside 
layer or cut to expose the 
inside layer. Look at the 
rim at the top of a cased 
vase, and you’ll see two 


» distinct layers. Some glass, 


like rubina verde, is made 
with a yellow glass body 
and red glass added inside.

~ National Grid, she said, 
would continue to deliver 


the electricity. Customers: 
-would receive one bill — for 


both delivery and supply — 
from the two companies, 
Dein said. 

The state currently re- 
quires at least 13 percent 


of all electricity come from — 


renewable resources, such 
as wind or solar, Dein said, 


while Quincy would want a 
new supplier who geerated 
at least 18 percent of the 
electricity from renewable 
resources. Dein referred to 
this type of municipal ag- 
gregation as green commu- 
nity choice. 

“Quincy, as you know, 


is experiencing many of the | 


harmful effects of climate 
change and green communi- 
ty choice can help residents 
reduce their fossil-fuel use 
that emit greenhouse gas- 
ses that exacerbate climate 
change,” she said. 


“Many of you remember | 
that we experienced some — 


very severe storms this past 
year, a lot of coastal flood- 
ing and record summer heat. 
These are all symptoms of 
climate change.” 

The program, she said, 
would have no impact on 
the city budget. Customers 
could see a small savings on 
their electricity bills, but it 
is not guaranteed. 

“Tn all likelihood, it will 
have a very, very modest im- 
pact on their electric bills,” 


Dein said. “It’s entirely pos- 
sible — and, in fact, often 
the case — folks recognize a 
small savings on their elec- 
tric bill, but I don’t want to 
guarantee that because there 
are some instances where 
electric bills have gone up a 
very small amount.” 

The city would enter into 

a contract with a new sup- 
plier for up to three years, 
Dein said. The supply cost 
would be locked in dur- 
ing the entire length of the 
contract and not subject to 
changes every six months 
like National Grid’s supply 
costs are. 

_ The process of finding a 
new supplier could take up 
to a year, Dein said. The 
city has been doing due dili- 
gence on the program since 
April, when Cain introduced 
his resolution, and the next 


step is hiring a consultant to 


work with city officials to 
develop a plan. 

That plan would then go 
before the City Council for 
approval, and then require

’ After that point, the city 
would go out to bid for a 
new supplier. Once a sup- 
plier is chosen, there would 


be a 30-day public informa-.

~ Customers could opt out 
of the program — and elect 
to stay with National Grid 
or another supplier — at any 
time without facing a pen- 
alty for doing so.

of the money is expected 
to go towards engineering 
experts, with the remaining 
$100,000 for legal expenses. 

“Boston’s attempt to re- 
construct the Long Island 
Bridge involves multiple- 
agency permits: local, state 
and federal. Each of those 
permits involves processes 
that the city of Quincy will 
participate in, and that par- 
ticipation requires signifi- 
cant engineering expertise 
and the guidance of legal 
counsel experienced in this 
particular area of the law,” 
Timmins said in his memo. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, previously said 
the city has spent $150,000 
to date related to the bridge 
dispute. The funds spent so 
far have come from vari- 
ous line items in the budget, 
such as those for outside 
counsel in Timmins’ budget 
and a contractual item in the 
city engineer’s budget. 

Quincy has retained the 
services of engineering firm 
Tighe & Bond and law firm 
Mackie Shea as ’ consul- 
tants in the dispute over the 


bridge. 

Boston Mayor Marty 
Walsh in January announced 
plans to rebuild the Long Is- 
land Bridge, the superstruc- 
ture of which was demol- 
ished in 2015, and place a 


recovery Campus on Long 


Island. Boston had hoped 
to start construction on the 


‘bridge next year and com- 


plete it within three years at 
a cost of $92 million. 

Koch and other Quincy 
officials were quick to op- 
pose the plan, citing the traf- 
fic impacts in Squantum. 

The bridge project has 
already received approval 
from the Boston Conserva- 
tion Commission, while the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission rejected a permit 
for the new span. Both deci- 
sions are being appealed to 


the Massachusetts Depart- 


ment of Environmental Pro- 
tection; those appeals have 
been consolidated, meaning 
they will be heard together, 
Timmins said. 

Matthew Beaton, the 
state’s secretary of energy 
and environmental affairs, 
has determined the project 


does not require an envi- 
ronmental impact report 
pursuant to the Massachu- 


setts Environmental Policy 


Act. Beaton, in his ‘Sept. 
21 ruling, said the project 
is similar enough in scope 
to the 2015 demolition. of 


the bridge that it does not 


require a forthe MEPA Te- 
view. 7 
Quincy officials are ook. 
ing to appeal Beaton’s deci- 
sion, Koch said previously. 

Ward 6 Councillor Wil- 
liam Harris expressed dis- 
pleasure with Beaton’s rul- 
ing at the Oct..15 council 
meeting. He questioned how 
the project could pass the 
MEPA process without Bos- 
ton providing any details on 
what it plans to. do on Long 
Island, which includes some 
225 acres of land. : 

“I have to express my 
disappointment with the 
governor’s people for not 


going through a full envi-. 


ronmental review and the 
decision made by MEPA,” 
Harris said. “That is one 
reason why the city has to 
pursue all legal options. 
“There is a section of the 


MEPA law that you cannot 
segment a project. That is 
what Boston appears to be. 
doing by attempting to re- 


- build the Long Island Bridge 


and not talking about all the 
other impacts that will oc- 
cur when they develop the 
island” 

Harris said he planned 


to request Quincy’s delega- 


tion on Capitol ¥iill launch a 
full congressional investiga- 


~ tion into the state’s decision. 


Harris wants a “thorough in- 
vestigation of the possibility 
of any inappropriate. action, 
or lack of proper actions, by 
state officials involved in 
the making of the decision.” 

The project also requires 
a Chapter 91 license’ from 
MassDEP and a_ federal 
consistency review from 
the state Office of Coastal 
Zone Management. The 
U.S. Coast Guard and Army 
Corps of Engineers’ also 
have a role in the permitting 
process. In addition, Boston 
must go before the Quincy 
Planning Board and obtain 
a building permit from the 
Inspectional Services De- 
partment.

*Ward Gangs’ 
To Fight Snow, Litter 


Public Works Commissioner James J. “Pete” Ricciuti 
proposed bringing back ‘ward gangs’ in an effort to keep up 


‘with burgeoning for public works services such as cleaning 


up litter and repairing sidewalks. 

Each gang, consisting of a foreman and four or five other 
workers, would be stationed in one of Quincy’s six wards 
year-round on a permanent basis. In times of a snow emer- 
gency, such as the blizzard that paralyzed the city for a week 
in February, each gang would be able to open up streets be- 
cause of their knowledge of the area. 

Ricciuti said the city used ward gangs, when the High- 
way Department was tasked with rubbish and garbage col- 
lection as well as other chores. Those crews remained ac- 
tive until the late 1950s. 

“The ward gang in West Quincy, for instance, used to be 
stationed in the West Quincy Fire Station. Their tools were 
kept there. They’d report there in the morning, the foreman 
would read them in and take their time,” Ricciuti explained. 

“The machinery came in, like street sweepers, and some- 
one made the decision we didn’t need ward gangs anymore. 
They forgot that the more sophisticated the machine, the 
more problems you have with breakdowns.” 

The first move in putting together the new ward gangs, 
Ricciuti said, would be to promote seven current public 
works employees to the position of foreman. That would 
cost the city less than $18,000 in salary per year, and no new 
workers would need to be hired immediately. 

Mayor Arthur Tobin said he planned to put Ricciuti’s 
plan into action by executive decision after the City Council 
approved the seven new foreman positions.

No single poli- 
tician was photographed 
more than Kennedy — from 
his first congressional bid 
as a decorated war hero in 
1946 and his fairy-tale wed- 
ding to Jacqueline Bouvier 
in 1953 to his run for the 
White House in 1960 and 
the tragedy. of his death in 
Dallas in 1963. Documen- 
tary photographers such

Steve Schapiro, and Sam 
Vestal captured the opti- 
mism and challenges of the 
early 1960’s in some of the 
finest and most vivid images 
of the period.

recommended daily value of vitamin A (in ~ 


just one serving), over half the recommend- 
ed intake of vitamin C, lots of fiber and an 
impressive list of other vitamins and miner- 
als including but not limited to potassium, 
magnesium, manganese, and vitamin E. 

You can store for up to 3 months in a 
cool dry place. Consuming starchy carbs 
help to curb off hunger and far healthier 
than having a side of pasta or bread. 

If you are anything like me; you have 
a love/hate relationship with these gourds. 
Such a chore to peel, so we end up buying 
tasteless already peeled and cubed pieces. 
It is worth doing yourself. 

Here is a simple tip. Simply cut off both 
ends of the squash, pierce with a fork all 
around, and microwave for 3 % minutes. 
Cool. 

Peel with a smile. Cut into cubes. 


You can roast or steam or boil and mash, 


soups or casseroles. 
Here is one of my favorites. Enjoy! 


One 14 ounce bag sweetened coconut 
flakes 

Two cups semi-sweet chocolate chips 

2/3 cup chopped lightly salted almonds 

One 14 ounce can sweetened con- 
densed milk 


In a large bowl combine coconut, choco- 
late chips, almonds and sweetened con- 
densed milk. Stir until mixed very well. 


Using a tablespoon spoon batter onto: 


the prepared baking sheet keeping cookies 
about 2 inches apart. Pat the tops down flat- 
tening a little. 

Bake cookies for 12 to. 14 minutes or un- 
til tips of coconut are just starting to turn 
golden brown. 

Let cool on baking sheet and store cook- 
ies in an airtight container. 


Butternut Squash 


ROASTED BUTTERNUT SQUASH 
WITH HERBED BUTTER 


Peel and chop your squash as directed, 
tossing the seeds and stringy pieces. 

Place in bowl with 2 tablespoons olive 
oil, 1 teaspoon sea salt, and 4% teaspoon 
pepper. Combine. : 

Roast in preheated 400-degree oven on 
large cookie sheet for about 25 minutes or 
until cooked and lightly browned. Remove 
and place in serving dish. 

Meanwhile, melt 2 tablespoons pasture 
butter (I love Kerrygold) 1 teaspoon cinna- 
mon, thyme and sage each and 1 tablespoon 
maple syrup. Just heat enough to melt the 
butter and combine ingredients. 

Pour over finished squash, combining 
well. You may need more salt and pepper. 
Add fresh chopped parsley to finish off.

The Power Of Truth —

No matter where we turn 
these days, truth seems to 
be under attack. Whether 
in politics or in the news 
media, or among people in 
general, there seems to be a 
move underway to devalue 
or diminish the importance 
of the truth, or even to ac- 
cept that there is no univer- 
sal truth. 

Two thousand years ago, 
when Jesus was arrested 
and taken to Pontius Pilate 
to be judged, he said that 
he had come into the world 
“to bear witness unto the 
truth” (John 18:37). Pilate 
responded, “What is truth?” 
That question has dogged 
humanity ever since. 

Despite all the “noise” 
today suggesting that truth 
can be whatever we want it 
to be, the fact remains that 
there is one universal Truth, 
and it is God. Jesus said, “Ye 


shall know the truth, and the - 


truth shall make you free” 
(John 8:32). The discoverer 


‘and founder of Christian 


Science, Mary Baker Eddy, 
has this to say in her book, 
Science and Health : with 
Key to the Scriptures: “Obe- 
dience to Truth gives man 
power and strength.” 

One supporting example 
in Scripture is when Jesus 
was tempted in the wilder- 
ness by the devil. What did 
Satan say when he put Jesus 
on a pinnacle of the temple? 
“_..cast thyself down” (Matt 


4:6). Jesus wasn’t afraid. He ~ 


knew without question that 
Satan couldn’t make him do 
anything, but only suggest. 
Answering the next evil sug- 
gestion, that Jesus should 
“fall down and worship” 
the devil, Jesus declared, 
“Get thee hence, Satan: for 
it is written, Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve.” 
This was a quick, piercing, 
and final declaration of truth 
to evil, which destroyed its 
seeming power.

At this point, the head 
of the group stated that we - 
were all there in the spirit of 
Christ, and collegiality, and

We can deal. with the 


lies of evil in the same way, 
but we must first be alert to 
its subtle ways, and not be 
taken in. One of the lies that 
evil tries to use is to get us to 
believe that it is more pow- 
erful than God. 

Here’s an example of 
how letting God’s truth take 
over a situation brought a 
healing result. I was invited 
to a meeting of my local 
Clergy Association. When 
I arrived, there were about 
a dozen religious organiza- 
tions represented. Just as 
the meeting began, another 
clergy member arrived and 
interrupted the proceedings, 
saying that as long as two 
certain groups were includ- 
ed at the table, she would 
not stay. I represented one 
of them! 

Silence fell over the 
room. I immediately began 
to pray, asking God what I 
should do. The answer was 
brief, but straight to the 
point (from Psalms 46:10): 
“Be still and know that I am 
God.” As I continued pray- 
ing, this line from Science 
and .Health came to me: 
“Jesus beheld in Science the 
perfect man, who appeared 
to him where sinning mor- 
tal man appears to mortals.” 
While it’s not always easy, I 
was able to realize that the 
person lodging a complaint 
was just as much a child of 
God as everyone else at the 
meeting. She was simply 
being deceived by unfound- 


I was so touched by his an- 


‘swer. There was no rancor, 


no judging. It was. perfect. 
The woman turned and left, 
the meeting went on to be 
very inspiring. and there 
was no further mention of 
what had happened. 
Another time, at my 
Dad’s celebration of life ser- 
vice, the atmosphere was on 
the heavy side. As a Chris- 
tian Scientist, I knew that 
despite Dad no longer be- 
ing there, his life continued 
and he was okay. God never 
stopped caring for him. The 
lies of evil began to chal- 
lenge my conviction with 
thoughts like these: “He’s 
gone...and he’s not coming 
back...you’re never going 
to see him again.” I had to 
immediately put my hand 
in God’s and let Him take 
the lead. When the modera- 
tor opened things up for re- 
marks, I was one of the first 
to speak. I was composed 
and able to share a few 
funny stories about Dad that 
made people laugh. I wasn’t 


going to fall prey to evil’s 


suggestion that somehow 
good had been taken from 
me. It had no power to force 
me to accept this lie. : 
Science and Health 
states, “This is the doctrine 


of Christian Science: that 


divine Love cannot be dé- 


' prived of its manifestation, 


or object; that joy cannot be 
turned into sorrow, for sor- 
row is not the master of joy; 


_ that good can never produce 


evil; that matter can never 
produce mind nor life result 
in death.” 

Let’s hear it for for truth!

Even though it’s not a 

certified holiday, Hallow- 

een is much treasured by 
children and adults alike. 

Whether you’re a ghoul or 

a goblin, vampire or witch, 

what could be more thrill- 

ing than trick-or-treating, 
apple bobbing, or costume 
parties? 

To stay safe on Hallow- 
een remember these simple 
steps. 

e Children  shouldn’t 
snack on treats from their 
goody bags while they’re 
out trick-or-treating. Give 
them a light meal or snack 
before they venture out and 
don’t send. them out on an 
empty stomach. Advise 
them to wait until they get 
home and let you inspect 
their loot before they con- 
sume any of it. 

¢ Tell children not to ac- 
cept and especially not to 
eat anything that isn’t com- 
mercially wrapped. Exam- 
ine commercially wrapped 
treats for signs of tampering, 
such as an unusual appear- 
ance or discoloration, tiny 


pinholes, or tears in wrap- 


pers. Throw away anything 


‘that appears suspicious. 


¢ If your child has a food 
allergy, check. the. label to 


. confirm that the allergen 


isn’t. present. Do not allow 
the child to eat any home- 
baked goods he or she may 
have received. 

¢ If you have very young 
children, be sure to remove 
any choking hazards such as 
gum, peanuts, hard candies, 
or small toys. 

¢ Bobbing for apples is 
an all-time favorite Hallow- 
een game. Reduce the num- 
ber of bacteria that might be 
present on apples and other 
raw fruits and vegetables 


by thoroughly rinsing them 


under cool running water. 
As an added safeguard, use 
a produce brush to remove 
surface dirt. 


¢ Be wary of spooky ci- 
der! Unpasteurized juice or 
cider can contain harmful 
bacteria such as Salmonella. 
To stay safe, always serve 
pasteurized products at your 


- functions. 


¢ No matter how tempt- 
ing, don’t taste raw cookie 
dough or cake batter that 
contain uncooked eggs. 

¢ Frighten bacteria away 
by keeping all perishable 
foods chilled until serving 
time. These include sand- 
wiches, cheese platters, fruit 
or tossed salads, cold pasta 
dishes with meat, poultry, or 
seafood, and cream pies or 
cakes with whipped-cream 
and cream-cheese frostings. 

¢ Bacteria will creep up 
on you if you let foods stay 
out too long. Don’t leave 
perishable treats out of the 
refrigerator for more than 
two hours (1 hour in tem- 
peratures above 90°F). 

¢ Plan costumes that are 
bright and reflective. Assure 
that shoes fit well and that 


costumes are short enough | 


to prevent tripping, en- 
tanglement or contact with 
flame. 

¢ Contemplate adding 
reflective tape or striping to 
costumes and trick-or-treat 
bags for better visibility. 

¢ Because masks can 


reduce or block eyesight, 
consider non-toxic makeup 


and decorative hats as safer 
alternatives. Hats should fit 
properly to prevent them 
from slipping over eyes. 

¢ When shopping for cos- 
tumes, wigs and accessories 
look for and purchase those 
with a label distinctly indi- 
cating they are flame resis- 
tant. 

° If a sword, cane, or 
stick is a part of your child’s 
costume, make sure it is 
not sharp or too lengthy. A 
child may be easily injured 
by, these accessories if they 
stumble or trip. 

¢ Obtain flashlights with 
fresh batteries for all chil-

e Do not use decora- 
tive contact lenses without 
an eye examination and a 
prescription from an eye 
care professional.

decorative contact lenses 
without a prescription is 
both dangerous and illegal.

e Small children should 
never carve pumpkins. 
Children can draw a face 
with markers. Then parents 
should do the cutting.

If you do use a candle, a 
votive candle is safest. 

e Candlelit pumpkins 
should be arranged on a 
sturdy table, away from cur- 
tains and other flammable 
objects, and should never be 
left unattended. 

¢ To keep homes safe for 
Visiting trick-or-treaters, re- 
move from the porch and 
front yard anything that 
could be deemed a trip- 
ping hazard, such as garden 
hoses, toys, bikes and mn 
decorations. 

¢ Be sure to check out- 


door lights and. replace | 


burned-out bulbs. 
e Wet leaves or snow 


should be swept from side-- 


walks and steps. 

¢ Restrain pets so they do 
-not inadvertently jump on or 
bite a trick-or-treater.

Little ghosts, goblins, 


and all sorts of costumes

For children coping with 
special needs, Halloween 
can be a lot of fun. 

The Episcopal Center 
for Children (ECC), a non- 
profit organization provid- 
ing therapeutic and special 
education services to chil- 
dren ages 5-14 in the greater 
Washington, DC area, offers 
parents and guardians some 
tips for supporting children 
coping with special needs. 

“Tt’s always important to 
keep safety in mind, espe- 
cially if you are the parent 
or guardian of a child cop- 
ing with special needs,” said 
Dodd White, president and 
“When we 


Tip #1 — Pick a costume 
with safety and your child’s 
interests in mind. Your 
child’s Halloween costume 
should be visible in the dark 
and non-flammable. Reflec- 
tive tape can be added to 
homemade and purchased 
costumes to make them 
more visible. 

Tip #2 - Factor your 
child’s interests into the cos- 


tume selection. He or she 
may like a particular charac- 
ter and really want to imag- 
ine and pretend to be that 
character. Their interests 
offer a great opportunity for 
learning. Read a book to- 
gether about the character, 
watch a tv show or movie, 
or look up information on- 
line and talk about it. Pre- 
pare your child to explain 
what their costume is. 

Tip #3 — Make sure the 
costume is comfortable for 
your child. It’s important 
your child have a costume 
that he or she can walk and 
move in. Children with sen- 
sitivities may not like cer- 
tain types of fabrics, ties, or 
masks. If your child is sensi- 
tive to fabrics and you want 
to purchase a costume, try to 


go to a store where you can . 


touch the material the cos- 
tume is made out of, instead 
of ordering online. Plan ex- 
tra time to find a costume if 
your child is sensitive. Or 
make the costume instead 
at home using fabrics and 
materials your child is com- 
fortable with. Long. capes 
or costumes may need to be 
shortened so children don’t 


trip. 
Tip #4 — Try on the cos- 
tume before Halloween 


night and modify if needed. 
Make sure your child can 
walk, see, and move around 
in the costume. Decide 
which shoes to wear and put 
them on with the costume. 
Practice walking and hold- 
ing the treat bag while wear- 


ing the costume to simulate 
how things will go on Hal- 
loween night. It’s important 
your child be able to see 
clearly and navigate steps 
and curbs if trick-or-treat- 
ing. Taking a walk around 
your home or the block a 
few days before Halloween 
can be a great way to road 
test the costume and check 
for any problems. If you 
have doubts about whether 
your child can tolerate the 
costume for an event, bring 
along an old one or some- 
thing soft and comfortable 
that can be changed into if 
needed. 

Tip #5 — Use the buddy 
system. Younger children 
will need an adult to ac- 
company them: If you feel 
your older child with special 
needs can trick-or-treat in- 
dependently, you may want 
to pair him or her up with a 
responsible older sibling or 
friend. 

Tip #6 — Use technol- 
ogy to stay in touch. If your 
child has a cell phone and 
is trick-or-treating indepen- 
dently from you, make sure 
it is charged and carried 
along for trick-or-treating. 

Tip #7 — Talk with your 
child in advance about Hal- 
loween. Goblins, ghosts, 
haunted _ houses, scary 
sounds, and other Hallow- 
een displays can frighten 
some children. Speak with 
your child in advance about 
Halloween and prepare him 
or her for what they will see. 
Practice self-calming skills 


with your child ahead me 
time in case they get scared 
or overwhelmed. 

Tip #8 — Know what 
kind of treats your child 
can eat and talk ahead about 
how to handle treats. Many 
children with sensitivities 
and: disabilities are allergic 
to various types of food. 
Make sure you know in ad- 
vance what he or she can 
eat, and set up ground rules 
for eating. Talk with your 
child about how to respond 
if offered something he or 
she cannot eat. After all — 


that treat he or she can’t eat, 


may be swapped for some- 
thing else. 

Tip #9 — Reduce anxi- 
ety by giving your child a 
schedule for special activi- 
ties. A written schedule (or 
one with pictures for young- 
er children) can help your 
child feel calmer and safer. 
Discuss the schedule in ad- 
vance and tell your child 
what will happen at each 
event (e.g. outside/inside, 
loud/quiet, crowded/not 
crowded). Review the plan 
before leaving your home. 

Tip #10 — Have a code 
word your child can use if 
he or she feels overwhelmed 
and needs -a break. Events 
like Halloween can be over- 
stimulating. It can feel over- 
whelming to a child, even a 
child that is having fun. Giv- 
ing your child some control 
can lower anxiety. If your 
child uses the code word, 
remove your child from the 
stressful situation for a few 
moments. Take a break and 
use or talk about coping and 
self-calming skills.

Some other adjustments 
that take effect in January 
of each year are based on 
the increase in average wag- 
es. Based on that increase, 
the maximum amount of 
earnings subject to the So- 
cial Security tax (taxable 
maximum) will increase to 
$132,900 from $128,400. 

Social Security and SSI 
beneficiaries are normally 
notified by mail in early De- 
cember about their new ben- 


efit amount. This year, for 


the first time, most people

Writer Disagrees 
About The Social 
‘Security Trust Fund

Dear Rusty: Sometimes words used have different 
meaning to others, like your recent article on the Social Se- 
curity “Trust Fund.” In a true trust fund, monies are only 
used fora specific purpose. Our so-called Social Security 
Trust Fund doesn’t work like that. Instead, money collected 
goes directly into the US Treasury, mixed up with every- 


thing else. To the government, Social Security is just an-. 


other revenue stream. They don’t separate it from others and 
have no intention of doing so. Soon, we’ve been told, the 
Social Security fund will be declared insolvent. It should 
never happen but when you spend every penny that comes 
in on everything else, when the real purpose needs it the 
well is dry. Lock up the money so that the political elites 
can’t use it for their other important items and save the sys- 
tems. Let them continue to do as they are and have been 
doing since the 60’s, and it’s gone. Signed: Disgruntled 
Dear Disgruntled: I understand that using the term 


“trust fund” in the context of Social Security may not fit ° 
the precise definition of those words, but they do serve well ! 


as an easy-to-understand description of an account dedi- 


cated only for a specific purpose. Those of us intimately ‘ 


familiar with the topic of Social Security are well aware that 


many believe strongly the Social Security “Trust Fund” ei- | 


ther doesn’t truly exist or that the Government “raids” the 
fund for general purposes. I can only assure you that I have 
researched this topic extensively and found that, indeed, 


- there are two Federal financial accounts which contain So- ' 


cial Security assets, namely, Id Age and Survivors 
Insurance Trust Fund” and the “ isability Insurance Trust 
Fund.” And, by Federal law, assets in these accounts can 
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be used only for the purposes they were set up for - paying | 
Social Security benefits to eligible retirees, disabled work- | 


ers, their dependents, and survivors. While revenues from | 


payroll taxes do technically flow into the U.S. Treasury first, ‘ 


that money is then appropriated for the two Social Security 


“Trust Funds” as reserves to pay benefits to Social Security | 


recipients. But it’s important to note that payroll taxes aren’t ° 


the only source of revenue for these accounts; income taxes 


on Social Security benefits, as well as interest on the ex- , 


cess monies held in reserve are additional sources. Indeed, 


interest on the $2.9 trillion in the “trust funds” contributed 


over $85 billion to the reserves last year. “Locking up” the 
money would only serve to exacerbate those solvency is- 
sues by eliminating interest as a revenue source. And, just 
for information, the average interest yield was about 2.9% 
in 2017. 


Social Security’s looming financial issue wasn’t caused : 
by “political elites” using the money for purposes other than . 


Social Security. Rather, the issue is a result of the declining 
ratio of workers to beneficiaries; and the constantly improv- 
ing longevity of our population. In other words, the number 
of beneficiaries is growing faster than the number of con- 
tributing workers and those beneficiaries are collecting ben- 
efits longer. Average longevity at the program’s inception 
was about 65; today it’s about 85. And the ratio of workers 
to beneficiaries in 1945 was about 42:1, whereas today there 
are less than 3 workers for every recipient of Social Security 
benefits. Starting this year, Social Security will be paying 
out more in benefits than it receives in revenue and will use 
the reserves to fulfill its obligations. Unless Congress ad- 
dresses this problem soon, all $2.9 trillion of the reserves 
will be depleted by about 2034. But that doesn’t mean the 
system will be insolvent at that time; rather it will be able 
to pay out in benefits only the same amount as was received 
in revenue. And that would, according to the latest report 
from the Trustees of Social Security, result in a benefit cut of 
about 21% to all recipients. Will that happen? We can’t pre- 
dict what a future Congress may do, but hopefully Congress 
will act soon to restore Social Security’s financial health.

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Councillors Support Yes On 3 Campaign

City councillors ap- 
proved a resolution re-af- 
firming their support for a 
state law that bans discrimi- 
nation in places of public 
accommodation on the basis 
of gender identity. 

The council voted 8-0 in 
favor of the resolution dur- 
ing its Oct. 15 meeting, with 
Ward 5 Councillor Kirsten 
Hughes absent. 

The resolution — intro- 
duced by Councillors Brian 
Palmucci, Nina Liang and 
Anne Mahoney -— states, 
“members of the Quincy 


City Council do hereby ex- 
press our commitment to 
defend transgender equality 
in Quincy and will hereby 
pledge to sign on to Free- 
dom For All Massachusetts’ 
Yes on 3 Coalition to say 
clearly: Discrimination has 
no place in Massachusetts.” 

Question 3 asks voters- 
to repeal the 2016 law that 
approved the addition of 
gender identity to the Mas- 
sachusetts Public Accom- 
modation Law. The law 
prohibits discrimination 
in places of public accom- 
modation based on gender 
identity. 


A yes vote on Question 
3 would uphold the current 
law, while a no vote is to re- 
peal it. 

Palmucci on Oct. 15 not- 
ed the City Council added 


gender_identity to the city’s _ 


anti-discrimination __ ordi- 
nance earlier this year. The 
council’s vote to do so in 
June added gender identity 
to the 15 other bases — in- 
cluding age, ancestry, citi- 
zenship, gender, race, and 
sexual orientation, among 
others — upon which dis- 
crimination in matters of 
housing, employment, edu- 
cation, contracts, purchasing, 


or public accommodations 
are prohibited in Quincy. 
“This is in support not 
only of what Quincy’s anti- 
discrimination ordinance 
says but also what this body 
has done in the past, which 


is supporting the actual 


law,” Palmucci said Oct. 15. 
“What happens on_ the 
state level does affects us at 
the local level,’ Liang add- 
ed. “It is important that we 
move together as a city to 
make sure we are supporting 
initiatives that are going to 
best reflect and best protect

_ Sen. John Keenan, a 
~Quincy Democrat seeking 
his fifth term on Beacon 
Hill, said he believes he 
has made a difference in the 
Legislature and is accessible 
to his constituents. 

Keenan, age 54, has rep- 
resented the Norfolk and 
Plymouth District — which 
includes all of Quincy, 
Abington, Holbrook and 
Rockland, plus parts of 
Braintree — since 2011. He 
was an at-large member of 
the Quincy City Council 
from 2003 and 2012 and 


_ previously worked in both 


Quincy and Norfolk County 
governments. 

Keenan is opposed by 
independent candidate Al- 
exander Mendez in the Nov. 
6 election, in a rematch of 
their 2016 contest. 

Keenan, in a recent inter- 
view, said he believes he has 
.made a difference on Bea- 

con Hill. 

“I work hard at it. I en- 
joy it. I believe that I have 
made a difference and have 
the ability to keep making a 
difference,” Keenan said. 

“I think one of the most 
important things is_ that 
legislators have to listen to 
their constituents. I am out 
and about on a regular basis 
— formally and informally — 
listening to the concerns of 
the people I represent. For- 
mally, we do office hours... 
the less formal process is | 
meet with people over at 
the library all time. If they 
call the office and say ‘I’ve 
got an issue,’ I'll go to the 
library and we'll sit and 
chat.” 


Keenan cited several bills — 


meant to address the opioid 
crisis in the Bay State as one 
of his accomplishments in 
the Legislature. The first bill 
he worked on required the 
use of the state’s prescrip- 
tion-monitoring program. 
“We brought attention to 
the prescription-monitoring 
program, we required en- 
rollment in the prescription-

monitoring program, and we 
required use of the prescrip- 
tion-monitoring program. 
Since then, the program 
has been improved, it’s be- 
ing used, it’s having a pretty 
dramatic impact,” Keenan 
said. 

“That bill was the first 
time the opioid epidemic 
had been approached from 
that angle.” 

Another bill Keenan 
worked on allowed state 
agencies and other entities 


to better share informa- 


tion, which helped track the 
opioid crisis. Information 
gleaned from those databas- 
es has been helpful, Keenan 
said, and led to a more re- 
cent law requiring medica- 
tion-assisted treatment in 
prisons and jails. 

“The data-collection tool 
that we have showed that 
those who are coming out 
of state and county correc- 
tional facilities were at 120 
times greater risk of dying 
of drug overdose,” Keenan 
said. “So we knew that was 
happening now because of 
our data and we passed poli- 
cies that address it. We now 
have medicated-assisted 
treatment in our state cor- 
rectional facilities and in 
many of our county facili- 
ties — or will have it very 
shortly.” 

Keenan said he has also 
advocated for improvements 
to the MBTA’s Red Line, in- 
cluding the replacement of 
the entire fleet of vehicles 
and a new signal system to 
allow trains to run more fre- 
quently, plus ongoing work 
to improve or replace the 
five stations in Quincy and 
Braintree. 

“We now have about 
$911 million of investment 
being made on the Red Line, 
particularly North Quincy, 
Wollaston, Quincy Center, 
Quincy Adams and Brain- 
tree stations, all of which 


are in my district,’ Keenan 
said. 

“I was a strong advocate 
for increased funding for the 
MBTA so that we could do 
this work and we’ll have all 
brand-new Red Line cars. I 


was an advocate for replac- 


ing the entire fleet when the — 


state was looking at maybe 


_ just doing half the fleet, so 
we were able to advocate to © 


have them replace the whole 
fleet. Just recently they an- 
nounced they are going out 
to contract for the new sig- 
nals, which will tie into the 
new cars and really increase 
our ability to carry passen- 
gers on the Red Line. 

“In the next four or five 
years we will essentially 
have a brand new Red Line 
with new stations, mixed- 
use development at our 
stations, new garages, a 
modern signal system and 
modern cars. It can’t come 
soon enough, but that’s what 
our Red Line will look like 
in a few years. I was pleased 
to be able to advocate for the 
funding for all that work.” 

If re-elected, Keenan said 
transportation issues and the 
opioid crisis would remain 
priorities for him. He also 
believes the Legislature may 

need to address the need for 
housing in Greater Boston. 

“I would like to con- 
tinue working on the opioid 
epidemic,” Keenan said. “I 
think the Legislature is go- 
ing to have to take a step for- 
ward to address the housing 
issue in the Greater Boston 
area and throughout East- 
em Massachusetts in par- 
ticular. The Metro Mayors 
Coalition just announced a 
commitment yesterday to 
building more housing, and 
I think the state has to play 
a role in the planning of that 
and it may require legisla- 
tion to ease that process. 

“T’ll continue to work 
on transportation issues, 
particularly the Red Line 
but also...making sure the 
cities and towns in my dis- 
trict get Chapter 90 money, 
which is money that’s used 
for streets. As bonding 
chair, | have pushed those 
bills through my committee 
to the floor pretty quickly. 
I’ve tried to get a multi-year 
commitment passed, which 
means. municipalities would 
know for the next two years 
or three years what their al-

Alexander Mendez, an 
independent candidate who 
hopes to represent Quincy 
in the state Senate, said he 
wants to think big and get 
serious. 

“I’m not here to pat peo- 
ple on the back,’ Mendez 
said in a recent interview. “I 
want to think big, get seri- 
ous.” 

Mendez, a 30-year-old 
Shore Avenue resident, is 
running for the Norfolk and 
Plymouth seat in the Senate. 
The ,district includes all of 
Quincy, Abington, Holbrook 
and Rockland, plus several 
Braintree precincts. He is 
running against Democratic 
Sen. John Keenan, who has 
represented the district since 
2011, in a rematch of their 
2016 contest. 

Mendez, who holds a 
Master’s degree in public 
administration and a Mas- 
ter’s in criminal justice stud- 
ies from Suffolk University, 
is an attorney who works for 
police unions. Mendez stat- 
ed he decided to run again 
this year because he has un- 
finished business from two 
years ago, and wants the 
state government to become 
more open and accountable. 

“I’m trying to bring gov- 
ernment accountability,” he 
said. 

Thirty-one Democrats 
and seven Republicans cur- 
rently serve in the state 
Senate, with two seats now 
vacant. When asked if he 
would be able to work 
across the aisle with mem- 
bers of both parties, Mendez 
said he would rather be no 
aisle. Both parties, he said, 
have failed residents and 
a new system is needed to 
promote innovative ideas. 


“'d rather theré was 


no aisle, you know what | 
mean? It’s just a lame term, 
because the Democrats are 
the same as Republicans in 
Massachusetts,” Mendez 
said.

blurb of nothing. There’s 
not one big idea between 
any of them. They’re all 
unchallenged Democrats or 
unchallenged Republicans 
depending on whatever let- 
ter gets them elected in their 
district — it’s always predict- 
able. 

“I wish we had systems 
in place where we could 
bring in new ideas, but we 
don’t.” 

Mendez said be believes 
in doing what is right, no 
matter what the conse- 
quences are. 

“I’m the type of person 
that does everything he can 
— no matter what the con- 
sequences — to do the right 
thing,” he said. 

Massachusetts is facing 
several challenges — includ- 
ing a growing population, 
stagnating wages and infla- 
tion — that Mendez said he 
would like to see the state 
government address. To do 
so, he suggested the state 
improve infrastructure, in- 
cluding items such as water, 
energy and food supply and 
information systems. 

“I want to improve in- 
frastructure — whether it’s 
food, water, energy and in- 
formation,” Mendez said. 

“That involves improv- 


ing our food system to make © 


healthy food easier to get, 
improving towards  sus- 


tainable energy, improving | 


our water system to meet 
increased population de- 
mands, and improving our 
information systems so that 


_ we can reduce the cost of 


college and improve the val- 
ue, improve our bio-medical 
infrastructure so that we can 
have more innovative sys- 
tems in Massachusetts in the 
private sector.” 

Mendez, on his website, 
said he is a supporter of high- 
speed rail to better connect 
the state and utilize land that 


is currently unused. A line 
running between Boston, 
Worcester and Springfield, 
for example, would connect 
the state’s three largest cities 
and spur economic develop- 
ment in Western Massachu- 
setts. The project would also 
decongest cities, reduce traf- 
fic, help bring down housing 
costs, and the construction 
of single-family homes resi- 


dents can purchase instead 


of rent. 

In terms of water, Men. 
dez said the state’s grow- 
ing population will place 
an increased demand on the 
water supply. Quincy has 
not had issues with its water 
supply, but other communi- 
ties, including several on 
the South Shore, face water 
restrictions, he noted. Men- 
dez said he would support 
investing in the water sup- 
ply — including desalination 
plants — as well as Sewage 
systems. 

Mendez also wants the 
state to modernize its ag- 


-ricultural industry. He said 


the state should work with 
the agricultural and biotech 
innovators and investors to 
help scale up the production 
of food, with fewer chemi- 
cals while making crops 
more resilient in the face of 
climate change. By incen- 
tivizing agriculture, Mendez 
said the ‘state could bring 
millions of dollars in eco- 
nomic development while 
creating new jobs. 

The state also has to in- 
vest in more renewable en- 
ergy, including large-scale 


_ Solar and wind projects, 


Mendez said, to help reduce 
energy costs for consumers 
while promoting  sustain- 
ability. 

Mendez would also like 
the state to attract manufac- 
turers by offering incentives 
and workforce training, 


while also directing federal 


subsidies and state grants to 
promote innovation in fields 
like biomedical, robotics 
and others, 

The projects he outlined, 
Mendez said, would help 
move Massachusetts to the 
forefront of human progress 
and make life better for all. 
The time is right, he added, 
for the government and pri- 
vate sector to work together 
to make those projects a re- 
ality.

legislature, Chan worked | 


as an assistant attorney 
general and had previously 
been general counsel and 
legislative director to then 
Sen. Michael Morrissey. In 
2010, Chan ran for and won 
the seat in the House being 
vacated by Stephen Tobin, a 
race Chan said he entered to 
do more for the community. 

“Steve Tobin held the 
seat for about 20 plus years 
and a seat doesn’t open up

Quincy. Obviously, every- 


one knows I worked for 
Mike Morrissey for a long 
time and I was.familiar with 
the State House and people 
knew me at home. I worked 
my fair share of campaigns 
for a lot of people,” Chan 
said.

lot of community involve- 
ment — people know about 
Quincy Asian Resources, 
QCAP, the Ward 5 Associa- 
tion, Montclair Neighbor- 
hood Association, friends 
of the library — working 
through a lot of different 
groups over the years. I saw 
it as an opportunity to try 
and do a little more and the 
opportunity and timing was 
right to give it a try.” 

Chan said one of his ac- 
complishments on Beacon 
Hill is legislation, which 
he is optimistic will soon 
be approved, meant to pro- 
tect consumers in the wake 
of last year’s Equifax data 
breach. Equifax, a credit- 
monitoring company, an- 
nounced in September 2017 
that the cybercriminals had 
been able to access personal 
data of up to 145.5 million 
Americans. Chan said the 
bill he is working on would 
provide additional protec- 
tions to consumers. 

“While we can’t stop 
data thieves — because there 
are going to be constant cy- 
ber attacks — we can try to 
provide some mitigation 
services, requiring credit- 
monitoring services for the 
breached entities for con- 
sumers that lose their Social 
Security numbers as part of 
a data breach,” Chan said. 

“We’re requiring faster 
reporting now for compa- 
nies to report to the state 
about these breaches, as 
well availability of sample 
copy letters so people who 
are consider they may be 
getting a fraudulent notice 
can confirm with the state 
that the notice is legitimate.” 

Locally, Chan said he has 
been able to work with fel- 
low members of the Quincy 
delegation to increase the 
amount of state money the 
city receives for local aid 
and other projects, such as 
planned work along Sea 
Street. 

“I was very happy to 


be able to provide a record 
amount of Chapter 70 mon- 
ey to the city of Quincy for 
education, which is what 
Chapter 70 is for,” Chan 
said. “We’ve been gradu- 
ally increasing our local 
aid amounts, and also been 
able to work as a delegation 
to target funds to important 
projects in the city. 

“In addition, I was able 
to get some transportation 
money for the Sea Street im- 
provement projects,” Chan 
added. “That was $1.2 mil- 
lion, which the city is still 
in the process of working on 
— improving the Sea Street 
connection to Quincy Shore 
Drive and all the safety im- 
provements there.” : 

Chan said he also watch- 
es the MBTA closely as. it 
completes several projects 
in the city, and has ensured 
residents’ concerns about 


' those projects are’addresséd. 


“No ‘one Tikes to talk 
about the T, but we’ve 
been keeping an eye on the 
MBTA very closely ensur- 
ing they meet their schedule 
on the construction projects 
they’re in now and strongly 
advocating residents’ con- 
cerns about the operation,” 
Chan said. 

“The reality is capital 
improvement has to happen 
for services we’re provid- 
ing. If we don’t do capital 
improvement, then those 
services won’t exist. I know 
it’s very painful on the way 
to get to the new station 
or bus or new road or new 
anything, but if we don’t go 
through the process of build- 
ing it then you get what you 
have now. You can complain 
about what you have now, 
but if you don’t tear it apart 
to build a new one, then you 
can’t have a new one.”

House, Burke promised he 
would be proactive and fight 
for Quincy and its residents. 

“My job is to look after 
the people, period, and I 
know what my job is. I know 
what it is and I just want to 
focus on that and that would 
be it — the people’s issues 
and take care of the people’s 
issues and come and do 
things for the people that’s 
not done,” Burke said in a 
recent interview. 

“I just don’t want to go 
up there and be somebody 
in a seat who is going to 
rubber stamp issues going 
by my way. You won’t get 
that from me. You’re go- 
ing to get proactive, fight- 
ing for the ‘people, finding 
issues that need to be done 
for Quincy and getting ¢ them 
done.”

Rep. Ronald Mariano, 
who is running for re-elec- 
tion in November, said his 
blend of experience and 
commitment to the city is 
tough to match.

2 and Ward 4, Precinct 5 in 
Quincy, plus several pre- 

cincts each in Holbrook and 
Weymouth — since winning 
a 1991 special election. 
Mariano will face Republi- 
can Stephen on Nov. 6. 

A Democrat, Mariano 
has been the majority leader 
in the House of Representa- 
tives for the past six years, 
and was previously assistant 
majority leader. 

Mariano, age 71, also

keep the state on the right 
track budget-wise. 

“I want to continue to 
help develop the Quincy 
Point area, especially around 
the shipyard. I have plans to 
finish the South Weymouth 


development project, which 
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RONALD MARIANO 


has been a real pet project of 
mine, and also to continue 
to make sure the state stays 
on the right track,” Mariano 
said. 

“We have not raised 
taxes the last six years I’ve 
been in. The last two bud- 
gets have been strong. The 


economy is starting to re- © 


bound. I think that we can 
continue to do things while 
also making the budget a lot 
stronger.” 

Mariano said his _ big- 
gest accomplishment in the 
Legislature came in 2006, 
when he helped pass _ the 
state’s health care reform 
law working with then Gov. 
Mitt Romney, a Republican. 

“In 2006, I was one of 

the architects of the Mas- 
sachusetts health care plan 
that turned out to be model 
for Obamacare. Working 
with Gov. Romney and 
some of his folks; we put 
together universal coverage, 
where 99.3 percent of the 
people in Massachusetts got 
coverage,’ Mariano said. 
“That’s my biggest accom- 
plishment.” 

He also pointed to his 
work on various conference 
committees, which iron out 
differences in legislation 
passed by the House and 
Senate before they can be- 
come law. 

“I’ve been on a number 
of conference committees 
that were the final arbitra- 
tors of many pieces of leg- 
islation,’ Mariano _ said, 
including bills concerning 
gun control, marijuana, edu- 
cation, ride-sharing compa- 
nies like Uber and Lyft, and 
criminal justice reform. 

““We made some progress 
with the criminal justice 
bill,” Mariano said later in 
the interview. “Increased 
the penalties for fentanyl 
and carfentanil and at the 
same time made it a little 
easier for folks who were 
convicted of crimes that are 
no. longer crimes now — for 


their record expunged. 

“It was a two-pronged 
bill we did. It has increased 
punishments around the 
opioid stuff that’s going on 
now, with some smart ways 
to deal with some of these 
folks who were arrested 
very young and need an at- 
tempt to get back on the 
right track.” 

Locally, Mariano high- 
lighted his work in the plan- 
ning and construction of the 
$244 million Fore River 
Bridge, which opened last 
year. 

“It was something that 


had been attempted by a 


number of my predecessors, 
but we were able to get it 
done,” he said of the bridge. 

Mariano has also worked 
to ensure state funding for 
two key projects related to 
the redevelopment of Quin- 
cy Center — the relocation 
of the Town Brook to a new 
culvert and construction of 
the Walter J. Hannon Park- 
way. 

‘““T’ve been very active in 
helping the mayor and his 
vision for the downtown, 
and getting money for the 
moving of the river under 
Hancock Street, getting 
money for Hannon Park- 
way,” Mariano said. 

In addition, Mariano 
pointed to state funding the 
city has received for new 
seawalls, a $2 million in- 
crease in local aid, $100,000 
for the Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment’s hazardous materi- 
als team, $75,000 for the 
renovation of the Fore River 
Clubhouse, and $250,000 
for Manet Community 
Health Center’s behavioral 
health initiatives. 

Outside of Quincy, Mari- 
ano pointed to his work on 
the South Weymouth Naval 


_ Air Station, and his support 


f a project to cleanup a Su- 
rfund site in Holbrook. 
“I’ve been the architect 
of the redevelopment,” of 
the South Weymouth Naval 
Air Station, Mariano said. 
“I’ve been involved in that 
for 25 years beginning with 
the planning committee that 


came up with the agreement - 


between the three towns 
to develop the property at 
the same time, which was 
unique. No other naval air 
station had done it that way. 

“I’ve been involved in 
the cleanup in Holbrook of 
the Baird & McGuire Super- 
fund site. That took an awful 
lot of my time.” 


Challenger Stephen Tougas Wants 
Government To Work For The People

Stephen Tougas, who is 
seeking to represent Quincy 
and neighboring communi- 
ties in the Legislature, said 

he wants government to 
work for the people. 

Tougas, 56, is the Repub- 
lican candidate challenging 
Rep. Ronald Mariano for 
the Third District Seat in the 
House in the Nov. 6 elec- 
tion. The district includes 
Quincy’s Ward 2 and Pre- 
cinct 5 of Ward 4, and also 
includes parts of Weymouth 
and Holbrook. 

If elected, Tougas, a soft- 
ware development engineer, 
said he would prioritize 
making the government 
work for the people. To do 
so, he would like to see the 
government become more 
efficient and lower taxes. 

“Making government 
work for the people, which 
includes getting out of the 
way so that the people can 
prosper — whether they’re a 
business owner or not — and 
helping to meet the needs 

that the government should 
be addressing,” Tougas re- 
sponded when asked about 
his priorities. 

“Getting out of the way 
means lowing taxes by be- 
ing more efficient with what 
the government spends and 
reducing burdensome regu- 
lation —prosperity with low- 
er taxes and less regulation 
has actually been shown to 
bring in more tax revenue, 
not less.” 

Tougas said he previous- 
ly helped collect signatures 
for a 2014 ballot question, 
ultimately approved by vot- 
ers, that repealed a 2013 law 
that would have automati- 
cally increased the state’s 
gas tax. He also launched an 
initiative petition that would 
have asked voters this year 
to eliminate all tolls in the 
state; Attorney General 
Maura Healey rejected the 
referendum because the rev- 
enue from tolls are used to 
pay back bondholders.

“T’ve already demonstrat- 
ed my willingness to help 
out by collecting signatures 
to repeal the automatic gas 


tax. I’ve also tried to stop . 


the expansion of the Mass 
Pike across the state by try- 
ing to start a ballot initiative 
— to prevent more taxes and 
endless bonds we’ll have to 
pay for and, more than just 
for roads. That’s just some 
of my efforts,” Tougas said. 

“I have found that the 

Legislature, particularly the 
Democrats, thinks that their 
job is perpetually finding 
ways of increasing taxes 
and implementing global- 
ism. I am an American who 
believes that that’s not the 
job of our government.” 

“If I am successful state- 
wide, it can’t help but help 
Quincy and the remainder 
of the district; and, judging 
by my last answer, I already 
have,” Tougas added. 

Additionally,  Tougas 
said he would like to regu- 
larly meet with his constitu- 
ents if elected. 

“TI also plan to regularly 
spend time with the people 
by scheduling regular pre- 
cinct meetings to assess 
needs, beyond what I’ve 
already learned door knock- 
ing, and see what I can do to 
help,” he said. 

Tougas said he would be 
able to work across party 
lines in the Legislature. 

“Yes, because I believe 
in the principles of individ- 
ual liberty have precedence 
over party,” he responded 
when’ asked about working 
across the aisle. “I voted 
for some things that some 
establishment Republicans 
have voted against, because 
I believe in the principles of 
personal liberty. 

“I have also supported 
efforts that have been in the 
interest of the people, not 
necessarily in-line with the 
interest of my party.” 

As an example, Tougas 


cited his support of the Fore 
River Residents Against the 
Compressor Station, which 
opposes the construction of 


a natural gas compressor 


station in North Weymouth. 

“T have supported FR- 
RACS with my time, en- 
ergy, and money on their 
stopping of the Weymouth 
Compressor Station, even 


: though the group is headed 


by a major Democratic op- 
erative,” Tougas said. “Yes, 
this proves I’m willing to 
reach out across party lines 
for the sake of the commu- 
nity. If it doesn’t, I don’t 
know what would.” 

This is not the first time 
Tougas is running for of- 
fice. In 2017, he sought an 
at-large seat on the Quincy 
City Council. Tougas was 
one of six candidates to ad- 
vance past the preliminary 
but lost in the general elec- 
tion. 

“J didn’t knock on a sin- 
gle door for that race, and 
I still won my primary, but 
not the general election,” 
Tougas said. “For this race, 
I’ve so far knocked on over 
1,800 doors and counting. 
You can have. the right mes- 
sage in your heart, and have 
done a lot of things as an 
activist to help them, but if 
the voters don’t know that, 
or they don’t know you, 
they’re not going to vote for 
you.” 

Tougas said voters 
should pick him on Elec- 
tion Day this year because 
he will end what he calls the 
tax-and-spend culture in the 
state. 

“I’ve been fighting an 
out-of-control state govern- 
ment by doing, like collect- 
ing thousands of signatures 
to repeal the forever gas tax, 
saving the people of my dis- 
trict money every time they 
buy locally, and starting a 
ballot initiative to stop the 
proliferation of the Mass 
Pike tolls to all the major 
highways.

administration would not 
issue such permits until the 
lockout is lifted, Koch said. 

Palmucci said it was un- 
usual for a city council like 
Quincy’s to involve itself in 
such an issue, but said the 
National Grid lockout has 
raised serious safety con- 
cerns. He cited the series of 
natural gas explosions and 
house fires that rocked Mer- 
rimack Valley last month, 
which involved gas lines 
owned by a different util- 
ity, Columbia Gas, and the 
over pressurization of gas 
lines in Woburn owned by 
National Grid earlier this 
month, which led state regu- 
lators to issue a moratorium 
on non-emergency work by 
the company. 

“T think its unusual for a 
local government body to be 
wading into issues involv- 
ing a State-regulated public 
utility, but unfortunately we 
find ourselves in unusual 
times in this regard. There 
are clear public safety is- 
sues — clear public safety 
concerns — that are raised 
about safety in the city for 
residents,” Palmucci said. 

“There are legitimate

The histor- 
ic administration building, 
which is located in front of 
the hospital, would be reno- 
vated into a retail space as 
part of the proposal, while 
other buildings on the hospi- 
tal campus would be razed, 
FoxRock said at a commu- 
nity meeting this summer. _ 

The project would in- 
clude parking for 802 vehi- 
cles, including both surface 
and garage spaces. 

The property at 114 Whit-. 
well St. includes more than 
14 acres of land. It is in a 
planned-urban-development 
zoning district, which would 
have given the City Council, 
not the Planning Board, the 


ability to review the project. 
Councillors in December, 
however, amended the city’s 
zoning ordinance to make 
redevelopment of a hospi- 
tal site an allowed use in a 
PUD district subject to site- 
plan review by the Planning 
Board. 

The council at that time 
also lowered the height of 
new buildings allowed on 
site from eight stories down 
to six and reduced the floor 
area ratio — which deter- 
mines how dense new con- 
struction. can be — from 4.0 
to 25. The zoning change

space. 


FoxRock acquired the 
hospital for $12 million 
from Steward Health Care, 
QMC’s former owner, in 
December 2016.

As part of the deal to 
purchase the hospital, 
FoxRock, which is owned 
by Granite Telecommuni- 
cations CEO and president 
Rob Hale, was also named 
the developer for the Ross 
Lot area in Quincy Center 
by Mayor Thomas Koch.

AAA Tips For Safe Halloween 


Every Halloween, mon- 
sters, zombies and ghouls 
fill the streets across the 
United States to celebrate. 
With all those excited 
youngsters walking -(and. 
running) around, the trick- 
or-treaters and motorists 
each play an important role 
in making it a safe night. 

“On Halloween, motor- 
ists need to be especially 
vigilant between the hours 
of 4 pm and midnight, when 
pedestrians are the most vul- 
nerable,” said Diana Imon- 
di, Traffic Safety Programs 
Manager for AAA North- 
east. “Slowing down, and 
watching for trick-or-treat- 
ers who may cross between 
cars or mid-block may save 
a life.” 

To help make the road- 
ways safer this Halloween, 
AAA Northeast offers mo- 
torists a few easy tips: 

¢ Avoid Neighborhood 
Shortcuts. If possible, 
avoid cutting through resi- 


dential streets where trick- 
or-treaters are likely to be 
present. 

¢ Watch for children in 
the street. Watch for chil- 
dren walking on streets, 
medians and curbs. Excited 
trick-or-treaters, often in 
dark costumes, may not 
pay attention to traffic and 
cross mid-block or between 
parked cars. 

¢ Slow down. According 
to the AAA Foundation for 
Traffic Safety, a pedestrian 
is more than twice as likely 
to be killed if hit by a car 
traveling 35 mph compared 
to 25 mph. What seems like 
a small difference — just 10 
mph - can be the difference 
between life and death. 

¢ Drive sober. Alcohol- 
impaired drivers make up 
about one-third of all mo- 
tor vehicle deaths resulting 
in an average of one death 
every 45 minutes. Always 
designate a sober driver.

Cont’d From Page 1 
ing the Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation of School Commit- 
tees’ (MASC) meeting next 
week. The proposal is one of 
nine resolutions that will be 
voted on by the MASC. 

The committee also vot- 
ed member Kathryn Hubley 
as its delegate to the MASC 
meeting. 

The MASC is seeking 
that the state legislature 
amend a provision of the 
federal Individuals with 
Disabilities Act where docu- 
ments detailing assessments 
of special education stu- 
dents be provided in the pre- 
ferred language of parents, 
particularly those who are 
English Language Learn- 
ers. The proposal would 
require districts to translate 
the information and make 
the documents available at 
least five days before an IEP 

_-mneeting. 

The MASC argues that 
assessments are often com- 
plex and the proposal would 
give parents time to digest 
the information. Addition- 
ally, the MASC says that 
parents do not always have 
the necessary information 
available in a timely manner 
and that this requirement 
would give them the oppor- 
tunity to better advocate for 
their children. 

Quincy officials said the 
school department would 
have to hire a company 
to translate the required 
documents into a particular 
language. This, they said, 
would be costly and possi- 
bly open up the city to liti- 
gation if the five-day dead- 


Tine could not be met. 


“I’m very concerned 
about the feasibility of us 
doing this,” said the dis- 
trict’s Director of Special 
Education Erin Perkins. 

- She explained to the 
committee there are 471 


noted these students repre- 
sent 66 different languages 
including Creole and Igbo. 

“I don’t know how we 
would find translators for 
some of these languages,” 
Perkins said. “That would 
be a real issue for the school 
system.” 

Additionally, Perkins 
said the cost of translating 
the documents ranges. from 
$50 up to $2,000 per page. 
She noted there are more 


than a dozen health and edu- _ 


cational assessments con- 
ducted for each student. 

“A lot of these assess- 
ments are a minimum of 
five pages,” she said. “It is 
significant.” 

Perkins also explained 
that it could take at least two 
weeks to schedule the trans- 
lation company and another 
two weeks before the docu- 

ments -are available to the 
families. 

“T’m concerned about the 
timeline,” she said. “This 
would severely shorten the 
time teams get to complete 
all the testing required, 
write up the reports, and get 
them to the translation com- 
pany. Once the translators 
get the documents, it would 
be a minimum of two weeks 
getting them back to provide 
to families.” 

Perkins said the district 
provides translators for 
families at all IEP meetings 
as well for students. when 
they are being assessed. Ad- 
ditionally, she said the state 
Department of Education 
provides standard forms in 
various languages and the 
city just has to translate the 
text they add to the forms. 

“There are many things 
we do now to make sure we 
provide ‘parents access to 
educational information,” 
she said. “I do believe we do 
a good job of it right now.” 

Member Douglas Gutro 
said the MASC proposal is

The committee did sup- 
port several MASC resolu- 
tions including not allowing 
teachers to have firearms 
in their classrooms. This 
comes on the heels of the 
school shootings in Florida 
and Texas where Presi- 
dent Trump and some fed- 
eral lawmakers have called 
for arming teachers. The 
MASC states they reject this 


‘approach and argued that

The panel 
would look into modify- 
ing the school foundation 
budget and related Chapter 
70 financial assistance, and 
identify excessive regula- 
tions that interfere with dis- 
tricts’ abilities to oversee 
student academic improve- 
ments. 

Additionally, the panel 
would identify eligible fed- 


eral and state programs that 


support public education 
and come up with initiatives 
to help.small and rural dis- 
tricts.

Reagan, Prop 2 1/2 
Cerasoli, Eleey Win 


Quincy went Republican in a presidential election for the 
first time in 24 years as its contribution to Ronald Reagan’s 
landslide victory over President Jimmy Carter. 

The margin was a slim 61 votes. 

Reagan got 18,038 votes to 17,977 for Carter in the “City 
of Presidents” and the third major candidate, Independent John 
Anderson, received 5,328 votes. 

Referendum Question #2, the controversial Proposition 2 
1/2, limiting the municipal tax levy, swept Quincy by a 26,859 
to 14,135 margin; it won by 3-to-2 around the state. 

In the only contested election on the Quincy ballot, Rep. 
Robert Cerasoli easily prevailed over George Lawler of Wey- 
mouth, 11,532 to 5,128. 

And Quincy attorney Peter Eleey apparently won the 
Fourth District seat on the Governor’s Council. He outpolled 
the GOP’s William Robinson of Hull in Quincy 28,178 to 
9 OUR o>. 

(Editor’s note: Results from other communities in the dis- 
trict confirmed Eleey’s win.) 

. BAD NEWS: $242.60 TAX RATE FORECAST 

Announcement of a $242.60 tax rate for fiscal 1981, an 
increase of $18.60 over the previous year, was expected in a 
matter of days. 

Mayor Arthur H. Tobin refused to confirm or deny the fig- 
ures but he said if certain figures are accepted by the state “the 
tax rate increase will be $1 or $1 SO less than the projected $2.” 

“When I announce it,” he added, “I want to be able to say 
that this is it.” 

It was an apparent reference to the fact that last year the tax 
rate was prematurely announced at $221.20, then the figure 
was withdrawn at the insistence of the state and rose to $224. 

Tobin pointed out that the tax rates already announced by 
cities and towns across the state have averaged an increase of 
9.1% while Quincy, if it turns out to be $18.60, would rise 
only 8.1%.

Sautéed Mushrooms In A Pan 


Easier To Make Than Stuffed Mushrooms

Although I cook many different dishes I 
like the simple recipes the best. I made to- 
day’s mushroom recipe with just a few in- 
gredients and after tasting this, you would 
not think it would be so simple and easy to 
do, with such great results. 

When I got through making it, it resem- 
bled stuffed mushrooms in flavor as you 
will see. 


Sautéed Mushrooms In A Pan 


1 pound sliced fresh mushrooms 
Juice from % lemon 
2 tablespoons of olive oil 


Garlic powder to taste (optional) 
Salt and pepper to taste 
¥% cup seasoned panko bread crumbs. 


In a skillet, in hot oil sauté the mush- 
rooms and add salt, pepper and garlic pow- 
der. Sauté until mushrooms -are half way 
cooked. 

Add lemon juice and sauté on low heat 
until mushrooms are tender. 

Then sprinkle the 4% cups of seasoned 
bread crumbs over the mushrooms and 
cook until bread crumbs are moistened. 

This recipe tastes just like stuffed mush- 
rooms without the work. I serve mine with 
chicken but this dish can go with anything. 


Roasted Purple Potatoes

Potatoes in general have been given a 

bad rap. Yes they contain a lot of “carbs.” 
But — They also contain soluble and a 
large dose of insoluble fiber which allows 
for sustained and slow releasing energy 
which is super for athletes. Even better than 
the beloved “pasta before a marathon” due 

to its important nutrients and fiber content. 
But let’s talk about the purple potato 
which is even better. Purple potatoes origi- 
nated in Peru (which is why mostly they 
are called Peruvian potatoes) and were 
worshipped by the Incas, who grew and ate 
them. They get their vibrant color naturally 
from anthocyanin which is an antioxidant 
powerhouse, known to fight inflammation 
and free radicals and boost immune system. 


Some studies point to this particular - 


spud as lowering blood pressure and reduce 
the chances of blood clots due to the high 
concentration of a phytochemical called 
chlorogenic acid. Some even compare the 
health benefits to that of broccoii. 

These potatoes tend to be a little bland, 
so definitely add seasonings and fresh herbs. 


ROASTED PURPLE POTATOES 
1 Ib purple potatoes 


@Eastern 


Y% cup olive oil or coconut oil 

1 teaspoon sea salt 

¥ teaspoon black pepper 

1 clove minced garlic . 

1 small onion, peeled and chopped 

2 teaspoons dried oregano, 1 teaspoon 
dried basil 


Wash and cut potatoes into chunks. 

Dry well and add to bowl with other in- 
gredients including onions. 

Toss well. Roast at 400 degrees on well 
oiled cookie sheet (I like to use parchment 
paper as well) and cook for about 25-30 
minutes, depending on size of chunks. 

Check for seasoning and always top with 
fresh herbs if you can.

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‘Acute Flaccid Myelitis: What Parents Need To Know 


A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Dept.

Acute flaccid myelitis 

(AFM) is a rare but severe 
condition. It affects the 
nervous system, particu- 


larly the area of spinal cord 


called gray matter, which 
triggers the muscles and re- 
flexes in the body to become 
weak (flaccid). This condi- 


tion is not new, however — 


since August of 2014 the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) has 
seen an increased number 
of people across the United 
States with AFM. The CDC 
has been unable to confirm 
the cause for the majority of 
these cases. 

In the. most recent out- 
break in October 2018, there 
have been 62 confirmed re- 
ports of acute flaccid my- 
elitis across 22 states in the 
US., according to the CDC. 
This. year’s numbers are: 
similar to 2016 and 2014. 
Since 2014, 386 cases have 
been confirmed, while cur- 
rently 127 patients are under 
investigation. The average 
age of those afflicted is 4, 


_and 90 percent of those. with 


AFM are 18 or younger. 
Nevertheless, CDC © esti- 
mates that less than one in a 
million ine in the United

States will contract AFM 
every year. 

There are a variety of 
possible causes of AFM, 
such as viruses, environ- 
mental toxins, and genetic 
disorders. Most of the cases 
that CDC has learned about 
have been in children. 

The majority of people, 
who contract AFM, will 
have sudden onset of arm 
or leg weakness and loss of 
muscle tone and reflexes. 
Some people, in addition to 
arm or leg weakness, will 
have: 

¢ facial diecspl weakens 

¢ difficulty moving the 
eyes 
¢ drooping eyelids 
_ © difficulty with swallow- 
ing or slurred speech. 


Altheugh some people 
complain of pain in their 
arms or legs, numbness or 
tingling is rare in people 
with AFM. Some people 
with AFM may also have 
difficulty urinating. The 
most’ severe symptom of 
AFM is respiratory fail- 
ure that can transpire when 
the muscles involved with 
breathing become weak. 
This can require urgent 
breathing support involving 
the use of a ventilator. 

In very rare cases, it is 
possible that the process in 
the body that triggers AFM 
may also generate other 
serious neurologic compli- 
cations that could lead to 
death. If you or your child 
develops any of these symp- 
toms, you should seek medi- 


cal care immediately. Your - 


doctor will collect informa- 
tion about your symptoms 
and send this information to 
the state and local health de- 
partments. This is because 
the CDC is requesting that 
doctors be alert for patients 
with symptoms of AFM so 
that more information can 
be obtained about this con- 
dition.

BID — Milton Releases Impacts 
Of Question 1 On The Hospital 


Could Result.In 1,224 Fewer Inpatient Admissions 


If passed by voters on 
Nov. 6, ballot initiative 
Question 1 could have a 
dramatic effect on the num- 
ber of patients Beth Israel 
Deaconess Hospital-Milton 
(BID-Milton) is able to 
treat. » 
According to statistics 
released by the hospital, 
nurse staffing ratios could 
result in 28 fewer patients 
being treated in the Emer- 
gency Department (ED) 
daily and 1,224 fewer pa- 
tients being admitted on 
an inpatient basis annually 
given the current volume of 
patients at the hospital and 
present staffing patterns. 
These numbers represent a 
33 percent reduction in the 
average number of patients 
seen in the hospital’s Emer- 
gency Department on a typi- 
cal day during the last year 
and 16 percent of all inpa- 
tient admissions. 

If approved at the polls, 
Question 1 would impose 
inflexible nurse _ staffing 
ratios on every hospital in 
Massachusetts regardless 
of a hospital’s size, location 
or unique patients’ needs. 
Currently, nurse and pa- 
tient assignments are made 
by nurse managers on the 
patient floors or in the ED 


and are based on the number 
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of patients, the severity of 
a patients’ illness or injury 
and their current needs. 

Last month, the state’s 
Health Policy Commission 
found that Question 1 would 
require the state’s hospitals 
to hire more than 2,500 reg- 
istered nurses on top of the 
current 1,200 unfilled nurs- 
ing positions currently. Ex- 
perts predict that a resulting 
nurse shortage would cause 
hospitals to reduce the num- 
ber of staffed beds due to 
a lack of nurses, leading to 
longer ED wait times, can- 
cellation of elective surger- 
ies and elimination of hospi- 
tal services and community 
programs. — 

The commission also 
found that Question 1 would 
cost up to $900 million an- 
nually to implement at hos- 
pitals statewide, and that 
nurse staffing ratios did not 
appreciably improve nurs- 
ing quality specific out- 
comes in California, the 
only state currently with 
nurse staffing ratios in its 
hospitals. 

“Question 1 is poor pub- 
lic policy. It sets a bad pre- 
cedence of government in- 
tervention in local hospitals 
and nursing decisions. It has 
numerous negative conse- 
quences that wa ey 
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harm healthcare here at Beth 
Israel Deaconess Hospital- 
Milton and across the Com- 
monwealth,” said Richard 
Fernandez, president and 
CEO of BID-Milton. “The 
state’s independent Health 
Policy Commission con- 
firmed that ratios have not 
improved quality and safety 
and would create an unprec- 
edented nursing shortage 
that would greatly harm 
BID-Milton and other com- 
munity hospitals as. well 
as nursing homes, visiting 
nurse agencies, community 
health centers and inpatient 
peyetiateic and addiction fa- 
cilities.” 


A study icaduiabe by - 


the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Behavioral Health 
Systems last April estimated 
that Quéstion 1 would result 
in the loss of 1,000 behav- 
ioral health beds statewide 
due to a lack of nurses.

with reviewing pictures of 
the spinal cord. A health- 
care provider will examine 
a patient’s nervous system 


- and the places on the body 
‘where he or she has weak- 


ness, poor muscle tone, and 
decreased reflexes. They 
can also perform an MRI 
(magnetic resonance imag- 
ing) to look at the patient’s 
brain and spinal cord, do lab 
tests on the cerebrospinal 
fluid (the fluid around the 
brain and spinal cord), and 
may order nerve conduction 
studies where an impulse is 
sent along a nerve fiber, to 
check for a response. 

It is crucial that these 
tests are done as soon as 
possible after the patient de- 
velops symptoms. AFM can 
be challenging to diagnose 
due to the fact that it shares 
many of the same symptoms 
as other neurologic diseases, 
like transverse myelitis and 
Guillain-Barre syndrome. 
With the assistance of test- 
ing and examinations, doc- 
tors can distinguish between 
AFM and other neurologic 
conditions. 

As_ previously _ stated, 
AFM or similar neurologic 
conditions may have a vari- 
ety of possible causes such 
as viruses, environmental 


toxins, and genetic disor- 
ders. 

Certain viruses that can 
cause AFM or similar neu- 
rologic conditions are 

¢ poliovirus and non- 
polio enteroviruses (most 
commonly cause mild ill- 
ness) 

¢ West Nile virus (WNV) 
and viruses in the same fam- 
ily as WNYV, specifically 
Japanese encephalitis virus 
and Saint Louis encephalitis 
virus 

e adenoviruses - a group 
of viruses that can infect the 
membranes of the respira- 
tory tract, eyes, intestines, 
urinary tract, and nervous 
system. 

Oftentimes, despite ex- 
tensive lab testing, the cause 
of a patient’s AFM is not 
isolated. Among those who 
have been diagnosed since 
2014, researchers have not 
determined what caused the 
increase in cases, or who 
may be at higher risk for de- 
veloping AFM. 

There is no specific treat- 
ment for AFM, but a provid- 


_er who specializes in treat- 


ing brain and spinal cord 
illnesses (neurologist) may 
advocate particular inter- 
ventions on a case-by-case 
basis, such as_ physical or 
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occupational therapy to help 
with arm or leg weakness 
caused by AFM. The prog- 
nosis or long-term outcomes 
of those diagnosed with 
AFM remains unknown at 
this time. Some patients 
have recovered quickly, 
while some continue to have 
paralysis and require ongo- 
ing care. 

Poliovirus and West Nile 
virus may sometimes lead 
to AFM. So prevention in- 
cludes: 

¢ Protect yourself and 


. your children from poliovi- 


rus by getting vaccinated. 

e Protect against bites 
from mosquitoes, which can 
carry West Nile virus, by 
using mosquito repellent, 
staying indoors at dusk and 
dawn (when bites are more 
common), and removing 
standing or stagnant wa- 
ter near your home (where 
mosquitoes can breed). 

Additionally, though we 
don’t know if it is effective 
in preventing AFM, wash- 
ing your hands often with 
soap and water is one of the 
best ways to avoid getting 
sick and spreading germs to 
other people.

~ Ask Rusty - Should I 
Marry My Girlfriend? 


By RUSSELL GLOOR 


Dear Rusty: My girlfriend of nine years will be 66 on 
June 4 th next year. It was her plan to begin taking half of 
her ex-husband’s SS at that time allowing hers to grow un- 
til she reached 70 at which time her benefit would slightly 
exceed half of her ex’s. Three months ago, I was diagnosed 
with an illness that may very well shorten my time here 
significantly. So, I’m thinking if we get married she would | 
qualify for 100% of my SS after one year, which would be | 
only four months later than when she could begin taking 
half her ex’s. So, I guess, in that instance she would just 
begin taking half of my benefit. The big question is, what 
happens if I pass on before we’ve been married for a year? 
Is she stuck then at her own reduced rate or can she go back — 
to claim her ex’s and allow her own to grow until age 70? 
I was delaying collecting my own benefits until age 66 in 
January but began collecting in August after my diagnosis. 
Thanks for any insight you can offer. Signed: Providing for 
my Girlfriend 

Dear Providing: I’m very sorry to hear of your health 
situation, but I applaud you for tending to your partner’s 
future during this difficult time. To start, I’d like to clarify 
that spousal benefits and survivor benefits are two distinctly 
different things in Social Security. Spousal benefits refer to 
benefits given while both spouses are living, while survivor 
benefits refer to those given when one spouse predeceases 


the other. While you and your new wife would need to be 


married for at least one year for her to collect spousal ben- 
efits from you, you would only need to be married 9 months 
for her to be eligible for survivor benefits. The distinction, 
of course, is that as your spouse while you are living she’d 
be eligible to collect up to 50% of the benefit you’re entitled 
to at your full retirement age, but as your survivor (after 9 
months of marriage) she’d be eligible to collect 100% of the 
Social Security benefit you were receiving at your death. 

If you and your girlfriend get ‘married now, she loses her 
ability to collect only spousal benefits from her ex-spouse 
while you are living, because she cannot collect ex-spouse 


_ benefits while she is married. But once she is no lofger mar-

ried that ability is restored. So, if you wéte to pass before 
you are married for 9 months she would still have the option 
(because she was born before 1954) of claiming only Social 
Security spousal benefits on her ex-spouse’s record while 
allowing her own SS retirement benefit to grow by 8% per 
year until she reaches age 70. At that time, she would switch 
to the higher benefit on her own record. So, I believe there 
is little or no risk to your girlfriend’s future Social Security 
benefits for you to get married. If your prognosis is good 
and you live at least the required 9 months, she can collect 
survivor’s benefits from your record equal to 100% of the 
amount you are receiving at your death. If you survive be- 
yond one year she will be entitled to file for spousal benefits 
on your record and collect 50% of your FRA benefit while 
you are living and then switch to survivor benefits when 
you pass. 

But if your prognosis is not good and you do not sur- 
vive for the required 9 months of marriage, your new wife 
will still have the ability (provided she has not yet filed for 
her own benefits) to file a “restricted application for spousal 
benefits only” on her living ex-husband’s Social Security 
record and allow her own benefit to grow. Once again, I’m 
so sorry to hear of your failing health, but glad to be able 
to provide you with some Social Security guidance and, 
hopefully, ease. your anxiety at least on this matter. My best 
wishes go out to you at this difficult time.

e — In-units with pediatric, medical, surgical, telemetry, or observational/outpatient treatment patients, or any other unit: 4 patients per nurse; and- 
e — Inunits with psychiatric or rehabilitation patients: 5 patients per nurse.

SUMMARY 3 


This law adds gender identity to the list of prohibited grounds for discrimination in places of public accommodation, resort, or amusement. Such grounds - 
also include race, color, religious creed, national origin, sex, disability, and ancestry. A “place of public accommodation, resort or amusement” is defined in 
existing law as any place that is open to and accepts or solicits the patronage of the general public, such as hotels, stores, restaurants, theaters, sports facilities, 
and hospitals. “Gender identity” is defined as a person's sincerely held gender-related identity, appearance, or behavior, whether or not it is different from that 
traditionally associated with the person's physiology or assigned sex at birth. 

This law prohibits discrimination based on gender identity in a person's admission to or treatment in any place of mubli accommodation. The Jaw requires 
any such place that has separate areas for males and females (such as restrooms) to allow access to and full use of those areas consistent with a person's 
gender identity. The law also prohibits the owner or manager of a place of public accommodation from using advertising or signage that a on the : 
basis of gender identity. | 

This law directs the state Commission Against Discrimination to adopt rules or policies and make recommendations to carry out this law. The law also 
directs the state Attorney General to issue regulations or guidance on referring for legal action any person who asserts gender identity for an improper purpose. : 

The provisions of this law governing access to places of public accommodation are effective as of October 1, 2016. The remaining provisions are effective | 
as of July 8, 2016.

gineers, designers in the 
world, and we are delighted 
for the plan that is being 
presented,” Ward said at the 
start of the presentation.

Walker said the $150,000

Cain said the city should 
try to do more with less. 

“I would rather in this 
type of government, in a 
municipality, try to seek ac- 
complishing more with less 
and with greater efficiency,” 
he said.

“IT just don’t understand 
why we’re.contemplating a 
department — this consoli- 
dation — when it’s midway 
through the budget cycle,” 
he said. 

Walker said the opportu- 
nity to do so presented itself 
in the middle of the fiscal 
year given the openings at 
the park and recreation de- 
partments. 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said the creation of 
the new department would 
not address maintenance is- 
sues at the city’s parks. 

“Creating an overarch- 
ing, a $150,000 a year sal- 
ary, monstrosity of a depart- 
ment head, does not fix that 
because you still have the 
same problem that exists to- 
day — things are not getting 
done,” Mahoney said. 

“There is no need for a 
$150,000 salary employee 
to come in, other than if you 
have maybe just another that 
friend you. want to hire to 
put on the city payroll.”

The man said he wished 
that such a place existed for 
his mom in North Carolina 
while the women told of 
their “Wilderness Heals” 
walk through the woods they 
held that raised $250,000. 
The honorees moved Spill- 
ane — the latter gave him an 
idea. 

“TI was sitting there and 


thinking, ‘I’m a long dis- 
tance walker, what could I 
do to contribute?’” he said 
during an interview with 
The Quincy Sun. 

As a James Taylor fan, 
the 64-year-old © Quincy 
attorney decided to take 
the “from Stockbridge to 
Boston” verse in the song, 
“Sweet Baby James,” and 
walk that route. 

“Last November on 
Thanksgiving Day, I left the 
Red Lion Inn in Stockbridge 
and walked to Boston,’ 
Spillane said. “It took nine 
days. I got back to Boston 
on December 1, which is 
also part of the song. We 
raised 50,000.”

combing his two passions - 
baseball and helping those 
in need. 

Spillane was _ inspired 
to establish the “From All 
Walks of Life” fundrais- 
ing effort with the goal of 
raising $100,000 over the 
next couple of years for the 
Elizabeth Stone House. The 
organization is planning to 
use the funds to build a new, 
larger facility to better ac- 
commodate its growing cli- 
entele. 

On Sept. 18, Spillane set 
out from Yankee Stadium on 
a nearly 210 mile journey to 
Boston. He arrived 12 days 
later on Sept. 29 at Fenway 
Park. 

Spillane said his walk 
perfectly coincided with the 
Yankees-Red Sox rivalry. 

“It worked out great,” 
he said. “The day I left, the 
Yankees were playing the 
Red Sox at the stadium and 
when I got back, they were 
playing each other at Fen- 
way Park. So, it was kind of 
awesome.” 

The walk raised close to 
his goal of $50,000, which 
he believes will be achieved. 

“Last year, a lot of the 
money came in after the 
walk,” he said. 

Recently, Spillane host- 
ed a fundraiser at the Alba 
restaurant in Quincy that 
garnered nearly $5,000. He 
said his $100,000 goal is un- 
derway. 

“It’s coming slowly, but 
we should reach $100,000 
after two years,” he said. 

His New York to Boston 
walk got off on a rather sog- 
gy note. 

“Tt rained four-and-a-half 
days,” he said. 

In addition to the rain, 
Spillane was initially fight- 
ing sore muscles. 

“The first couple of days 
you’re in agony because 
your muscle are so sore,” 
he said. “But, after six or 
seven days, your body is 
so attuned to walking 16 to 
18 miles a day, it just feels 
normal. Once you get to that 
point, you can just keep do- 
ing it. I felt great at the end 
of the day.”

Spillane’s walk started 
at Yankee Stadium and then 
headed through the Bronx.

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Red Raiders Football Bows To Plymouth South, 22-16

Facing a third-period def- 
icit of two points, the Plym- 
outh South Panthers clawed 
their way back to the lead 
with a clock-eating, 17-play 
drive of 75 yards to upset 
the North Quincy Red Raid- 
ers 22-16 at Creedon Field 
last Friday evening. This 


avenged the visitor’s loss 


two weeks prior at North 
Quincy, when four turn- 
overs helped the Raiders to 
a 28-7 victory. : 

Hosting its first playoff 
game in over two decades, 
the loss dropped North’s re- 
cord to 4-4. Now they will 
play in the “losers’” bracket, 
traveling this Friday to take 
on the 1-7 Weymouth Wild- 
cats, whose only win came 
against Framingham. 

Also 4-4, the Panthers 
will travel to North Digh- 
ton to take on Dighton- 
Rehoboth in the semi-final 
round of the Division 4 
South Sectional playoffs.

The Raiders _ benefit- 
ted from a huge Panthers’ 
gaff on the opening kick- 
off, when two South backs 
botched an intended re- 
verse inside their own 20- 
yard line. The miscue was 
pounced on by North’s 
sophomore all-purpose back 
Liam Hines, just the first of 
his many outstanding plays 
under these Friday Night 
Lights.

Upon arrival, the victim and owner of the bar, said the 
suspect had arrived at the Hofbrau intoxicated and was 
immediately barred from drinking by the bartenders. The 
suspect reacted to being shut off by becoming loud and ar- 
gumentative. The owner, attempting to prevent a problem, 
came out from behind the bar and calmly tried to convince 
the suspect to leave. 

The suspect, clearly intoxicated, grabbed a drink off a 
table and threw the contents into the owner’s face. The sus- 
pect then became physical which led to the owner and the 
suspect facing each other in the parking lot. The angry sus- 
pect then pulled a box cutter out and started swinging it at 
the owner. Patrons came out of the bar and were able to de- 
tain the suspect briefly yet long enough to get the box cutter 
away from him. Now appearing to be unarmed, the suspect 
then fled across the street and behind the apartment build- 
ings. Officer Fish took the box cutter as evidence. 

Officers Wood and Brown checked the area where the 
suspect fled to and spotted him attempting to hide behind 
a nearby tree. As Officer Wood identified himself as a po- 
lice officer and ordered the suspect to come out, the sus- 
pect responded by yelling back and ignoring commands to 
come out with his. hands open and up..Officer Wood then 
observed the suspect throw a knife onto the pavement initi- 
ating a spark and slight noise. The suspect, who had already 
shown himself to armed and dangerous, continued to ignore 
commands as he attempted to walk away. The officers were

able to corral the suspect and 
talk him into surrendering with- 
out incident. 

The owner of the bar was 
brought to the suspect’s loca- 
tion to confirm his identity. The 
owner upon seeing the suspect 
said, “That’s definitely him, 100 — 
percent.” The suspect had a mi- 
nor head laceration so Brewster 
Ambulance responded and sub- 
sequently transported him to 
South Shore Hospital under po- 
lice escort. | 

Once the incident was over, a citizen approached Officer 
Fish and told him that the same suspect pulled a knife on 
him nearby just prior to the police arriving on scene. He 
stated he had walked outside his apartment and observed 
the suspect yelling incoherently. This victim was spotted by 
the suspect, who yelled out while holding a kitchen knife in 
his hand, “You f@#$%*& want some of this.” This victim 
described the knife which matched the 7-inch knife that the 
suspect threw to the ground prior to capture.

NEW CAR SELLING SCAM 
According to the Federal Trade Commission, there is 
a new scam targeting people who want to sell their cars. 


When the seller posts his car sale, scammers will call or text 
expressing interest in buying the car but first want to see a 
car history report (think Car Fax). The scammer then asks 
the seller to get the report from a different website which 
requires that the seller enter personal information and pay 
about $20 by credit card forthe report. 

The seller then is instructed to send the report to the 
scammer/buyer but the seller never hears from them again. 

_ Where’s the scam? 

Check the website and you will see that it does not end 
in “com” — it ends in “vin” which is misleading because you 
may think that stands for “Vehicle Identification Number” 
but it does not. This particular domain was established ini- 
tially for the sale of wine (vin is French for wine). The prob- 
lem is that others, including scammers can use this domain. 

Be careful responding to a website that ends in “vin” be- 


‘cause you have no idea who operates the site. It could be 


a ruse to obtain your personal information, including your 
credit card number. It is also a way for unscrupulous people 
to gather your information and sell it to third parties for ad- 
vertising and marketing purposes. 

A safe play is to go to ftc.gov/usedcars to get informa- 
tion on vehicle history reports, recall notices, and how 
to learn whether a car has been declared salvage. For ex- 
ample, the National Motor Vehicle Title Information Sys- 
tem (NMVTIS) operates vehiclehistory.gov, which lists 
NMVTIS-approved providers of vehicle history reports. 

Not all vehicle history reports are available through the 
NMVTIS website. Reports from other providers sometimes 
have additional information, like accident and repair histo- 
ry. As always, a simple method of checking on a company 
is to Google the name of the company and put the word, 

“scam, review or complain t” after it to see what others are

President John, 
Abigail Adams 
Remembered 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
Quincy recalled the lega- 
cy of John and Abigail Ad- 
ams — the nation’s second 
president and first lady — on 
what would have been his 
283rd birthday. 
The pair was honored at 
a wreath-laying ceremony 
Oct. 30 in the United First 
Parish Church, which is 
widely known as the Church 
of the Presidents. It is the fi- 
nal resting place of not only 
John and Abigail, but also 
their son John Quincy Ad- 
ams, the nation’s sixth presi- 
dent, and his wife, Louisa. 
This year’s ceremony 


was a special one, coming 
just two days after the 200th 
anniversary of Abigail’s 
death on Oct. 28, 1818, at 
the age of 73. 

The guest speaker at the 


Oct. 30 event, Sara Martin, 
editor in chief of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society’s 
Adams Papers Editorial 
Project, said John and Abi- 
gail’s relationship was a true 


partnership. 
“It was a lifelong part- 
nership,’ Martin said. “It ’ 


was one where a woman 
who was gifted with natural 
intellect and taught charity 
from a young age blossomed 
under the empowerment and 
advice of her husband and 
the intellectual engagement 
they shared.” 

Martin said Abigail’s 
obituary . offered an apt 
summary of the couple’s 
relationship, which lasted 
nearly 60 years.

The Papa Gino’s in Wol- 
laston closed without warn- 
ing Sunday, one day before 
the Dedham-based chain 
announced it was filing for 
bankruptcy and had a tenta- 
tive buyer lined up. 

Forty-seven of Papa 
Gino’s _pizzerias = were 
closed across New England 
without warning Sunday, 


with signs posted on their 
doors notifying customers 
they were no longer open. 
Among those closed was the 
store at 1 Beale St. in Wol- 
laston, at the intersection of 
Hancock Street. 

The restaurant chain, 
headquartered in Dedham, 
now lists 97 locations open 
on its website. The Papa

Papa Gino’s also owns 
D’Angelo’s sub shops, and 
several of those locations 
were reportedly closed over 
the weekend as well. The

THE HISTORY CHANNTI. 


¢ On Nov. 19, 1863, at the dedication of a military cem- 
etery at Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, President Abraham 
Lincoln delivers one of the most memorable speeches in 
American history. In just 272 words, Lincoln reminded a 
war-weary public why the Union had to fight, and win, 
the Civil War. 
¢ On Nov. 21, 1877, Thomas Edison announces his 
invention of the phonograph, a way to record and play 
back sound. He used a stylus on a tinfoil cylinder to play 
back a song he had recorded, “Mary Had a Little Lamb.” 
¢ On Nov. 24, 1932, the FBI crime lab officially opens 
in Washington, D.C. The single room lab, chosen because 
it had a sink, had scant equipment and was used primarily 
as a public relations tool. 
¢ On Nov. 20, 1967, San Jose State College students 
demonstrate against Dow Chemical, the maker of na- 
palm. Napalm was an acronym derived from naphthetic 
and palmic acids, whose salts were used to make the jel- 
lied gasoline -- napalm -- used in flame-throwers and 
bombs. 
¢ On Nov. 23, 1972, secret peace talks resume in Paris 
between Henry Kissinger and Le Duc Tho, the North 
Vietnamese representative. The talks deadlocked weeks 
later, leading President Richard Nixon to order the mas- 
sive “Christmas bombing” campaign to break the im- 
passe. 
¢ On Nov. 25, 1986, Attorney General Edwin Meese 
reveals that proceeds from arms sales to Iran were ille- 
gally diverted to the anti-communist Contras in Nicara- 
gua. President Ronald Reagan accepted the resignation 
of his national security adviser, Vice Admiral John Poin- 
dexter, and fired Lt. Col. Oliver North, a Poindexter aide. 
¢ On Nov. 22, 2002, the James Bond movie “Die An- 
other Day,” starring Pierce Brosnan as the fictional Brit- 
ish secret-service agent 007, opens in theaters. Its debut 
came almost exactly 40 years after the first Bond movie, 
“Dr. No,” was released.

New Elevator, Staircase Provide 
‘Access To Adams Crypt 


At United First Parish Church, ‘Church Of The Presidents’

A new elevator and stair- 
case providing access to the 
crypt that holds the remains 
of Presidents John and John 
Quincy Adams were recent- 
ly finished. 

The $650,000 project 
at the United First Parish 
Church, where the presi- 
dents and their wives are 
entombed, was funded by 
the city’s Community Pres- 
ervation Committee and ap- 
proved along with other en- 
deavors by the City Council 
earlier this year. 

The improvements at the 
United First Parish Church 
include a new elevator and 
staircase from the building’s 


foyer to the walkway to the - 


crypt one floor below. The 
walkway outside the crypt 
was also renovated to pro- 
vide better lighting and ac- 
cessibility. 

The work was done in 
time for a wreath-laying 
céremony Oct. 30, which 
marked the 283th anniver- 
sary of John Adams’ birth. 
This year’s ceremony also 
recognized the death of his 
wife, Abigail Adams, 200 
years ago. 

“If you have not had the 
opportunity to go down- 
stairs, see the new elevator 
that’s in operation today and 
to see the new facelift the 
crypt corridor has gotten, I 


would highly encourage you 
to do so,” Bob Damon, di- 
rector of the church’s histo- 
ry and visitor program, told 
those in attendance Oct. 30. 

Damon thanked Mayor 
Thomas Koch for his effort 
to see the elevator and other 
improvements happen. — 

“It is that vision which 
has created this opportunity 
to make this stone temple 
a fully accessible building 
for all of those who come 
to find meaning in the full 
spirit of the vision John Ad-

Some- 
times we want to “skip over 
the hard part, the boring 
parts, the lonely and sad and 
angry parts”, but we know 
that if we do the good and 
happy parts just won’t be as 
good and happy. 

And although pain and 
loss hurt and we would do

this hurt it is this pain that 
binds us together. It is our 
losses as well as our suc- 
cesses that draw out our true 
characters and form true 
relationships.

Cream Of Broccoli Soup

Here is a delicious and healthy version 
of cream of broccoli soup. 

Cream of broccoli soup usually has 
cream or milk and flour to thicken. My 
soup uses cream made of cashews which is 
not only delicious, but much easier to di- 
gest, loaded with nutrition and very versa- 
tile since it can be used as a substitute for 
dairy. 

Many (if not most) people have a hard

2 bags frozen broccoli florets (normal-

3 tablespoons butter, coconut oil, or 
olive oil 

*1 cup cashew cream 

Sea salt and pepper 

*Cashew Cream: 

Place 1 cup of raw cashews rinsed and 
drained in bowl. Boil 3 cups of water and 
pour over cashews and let soak for 30 min- 
utes. Drain but reserve 3/4 cup of the soak- 
ing water and place in blender with the ca- 
shews. Process until smooth and creamy, 
much like Greek yogurt. 


Saute’ onion and garlic in oil of choice 
until fragrant. 

Simply add broth, seasonings, and broc- 
coli and bring to boil. 

Cover and simmer until just tender and 
still bright green. 

Uncover and spoon in_ cashew 
cream.

A hot flash is a sensation 
of heat that initiates in the 
head and neck regions.

Let’s look at the current lay 
of the land: there’s wide- 
spread distrust of the gov- 
ernment, neighbors hating 
their neighbor, abuse of both 
men and women and, well, 
you get the picture. 

To get out of this quag- 
mire we find ourselves in, 
forgiving one another would 
be a great place to start. Af- 
ter all, forgiveness goes to 
the very heart of being fol- 
lowers of Christ. If Jesus— 
after enduring the horrific 
events leading up to and 
including his death on the 
cross — can say of his cap- 
tors, “Father, forgive them; 
for they know not what they 
do” (Luke 23:34), then do 
we ever have any legitimate 
reason not to do the same? 

Certainly nothing we 
could experience would be 
comparable to the crucifix- 
ion. 

But it’s just as important 
that we forgive our debt- 
ors. Forgiveness releases us 
from the destructive feel- 
ings of anger, resentment 
and frustration. It can open 
us up to seeing and being 
willing to change aspects 
of our own possibly unlov- 
ing behavior toward others. 
Where’s the downside!

Of course, forgiving is 
also not a one time thing, as 
one of Jesus’ disciples found 
out. “Then came Peter to 
him, and said, Lord, how oft 
shall my brother sin against 
me, and I forgive him? till 
seven times? Jesus saith 
unto him, I say not unto 
thee, Until seven times: but, 
Until seventy times seven” 
(Matt:18:21,22). 

We’ve all done things 
that we would like to be 
forgiven for, so why are we 
so often reluctant to extend 
that forgiveness to some- 
one else. Jesus counsels us 
to pray in what we now call 
The Lord’s Prayer, “Forgive 
us our debts, as we forgive 
our debtors” (Matt: 6:12). 

I had an opportunity to 
explore this issue when a 
local church invited me to 
take part in their interfaith 
program. The topic under 
discussion was why it seems 
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The Need To Forgive 


so difficult to forgive. Some 


people said it was because. 


deserve it, and even, I for- 
gave the last person and my 
stamp book is full! 

While all these excuses 
may sound _ reasonable, 
maybe a first step is to look 
at what they all have in 
common. Isn’t judging an- 
other the common thread? 
And what does God say 
about that? “Judge not, and 
ye shall not be judged: con- 
demn not, and ye shall not 
be condemned: forgive, and 
ye shall be forgiven”. (Luke 
6:37). 

Here’s how one situation 
played out for me, and in- 
cluded an aspect of forgive- 
ness that I had overlooked. 
When visiting a relative, he 
and I got into a heated ex- 
change, with me ending up 
the principal attacker. In a 
few minutes it was over, but 
I was devastated at what I 
had just done! The things 
I'd said were hateful, and 
unwarranted. Evil had got- 
ten the better of me, because 
I had not been alert to it’s 
subtle temptations to react. 

As you might imag- 
ine, I was looking for any- 
thing that would offer any 
sense of comfort. I reached 
out to God for an answer. 
What came was “Forgive 


yourself.” WHAT!? I was 
surprised to say the least, 


of provocation. But I also 
knew that God was not see- 
ing those hateful qualities 
in me, His child. And if He 
didn’t, I needed to let them 
go, and I did. 


If I wanted to be forgiven, 


then I was going to have to 
forgive as well. That meant 
facing my relative and apol- 
ogizing. I went to him, the 
exchange was peaceful, and 
in my then calm state, the 
matter was put to rest. The 
remainder of the day was 
enjoyable, and nothing has 
ever been said about the dis- 
agreement since. 

Forgiveness, the of- 
fering of heartfelt love, 
has the ability to pay great 
dividends. Hymn 163 in the 
Christian Science Hymnal 
puts it this way. “Jesus what 
precept is like thine; forgive 
as ye would be forgiven; If 
heeded, O what power di- 
vine would then transform 
our earth to heaven.”

Dear Rusty: We have a 100 percent disabled son, 
disabled from birth. He is now 35 years old and receiv- 
ing Supplemental Security Income (SSI). My wife and 
I plan to retire in the next two years and start drawing 


our Social Security benefits; my wife intends to. apply in ~ 


January of 2020 and I will apply later that year, probably 
in August 2020. When can our son start receiving Social 
Security Disability benefits? Will it be half of the parent’s 
benefit? My wife’s benefit is less than mine, so will his 
be based on her amount or my amount? If we start his 


SS disability in January when my wife applies, will his — 


benefit increase when I claim my benefits? What is our 
best strategy? Signed: Anxious Father 


- Dear Anxious Father: Your son is eligible for Social ' 


Security Disability Insurance (SSDI) benefits as soon as 
either of you claim your Social Security benefit, and he 
will be entitled to 50 percent of the amount you are due 
at your full retirement age (subject to the Family Maxi- 
mum). If your wife files for her Social Security benefit 


first, when she files her application (about 3 months be- * 
fore she wishes benefits to start) there is a section where ) 


she will be asked to list any dependent(s) who are either 
minors or disabled, and she should put your son’s full 


name in this section. When your wife files, she should 


separately file an SSDI application on your son’s behalf. 


Even though it is a new SSDI application, your son will . 
not need to go through the normal SSDI determination 
process; they will adopt his existing SSI determination as . 
evidence of his disability. But if his SSDI benefit is more . 
than $770/month, his SSI will stop; if it’s less than.$770/ , 
month he’ll draw both to receive that total. Then when | 


you apply for your own Social Security benefit in Au- 
gust, you should file another SSDI application for your 
son to switch him to his increased benefit based upon 
your record. cas 

As an FYI, the “Family Maximum” applies whenever 
2 or more people are receiving benefits based upon the 
same worker’s record, which will be the case if your wife 
also will get a spousal benefit from your record when you 


_ apply in August 2020. She will get a spousal benefit if 
50 percent of your benefit at your FRA is more than her | 
own, SS benefit at her FRA. The formula for the Fam- . 


ily Maximum is somewhat complex, but to simplify, the 
total benefits from your work record for all beneficiaries 
can’t be more than 150 percent to 180 percent of your 


“Primary Insurance Amount” (or “PIA” — your benefit , 


amount at your full retirement age). If the usual depen- 
dent benefits exceed the Family Maximum, the family 
maximum amount is proportionally divided among your 
dependents.

Veterans Memorial Field 
was opened in 1938 fol- 
lowing a year of construc- 
tion, built under the Works 
Progress Administration by 
the authority of the Quincy 
School Committee. The 
land was part of the Merry- 
mount Park donation to the 
city by Charles Francis Ad- 
ams in 1885. 

At that time, the football 


field was known as Pfaff- 
man Oval, named after the 
Quincy Park Board Chair- 
man, George E. Pfaffman. 
The stadium seats 3,000 
spectators and the main 
grandstand houses the lock- 
er rooms underneath. An 
iconic brick wall surrounds 
the facility. 
The Boston Minutemen 
of the North American Soc- 
cer League played its home 


games. at the stadium in 
1976, In addition to Quincy 
High School teams, the sta- 
dium also hosts youth soc- 
cer and football games. 

In 2006, a $1.2 million 
renovation included instal- 
lation of artificial turf and 
handicapped accessibility 
improvements. In addition 
to football, the field began 
hosting soccer and lacrosse 
games. 


Councillors Balk At Wireless Ordinance

An ordinance now pend- 
ing before the City Council 
would grant the city’s direc- 
tor of inspectional services 
the ability to approve per- 
mits for small-cell facilities 
on utilities poles in Quincy. 

Councillors said they 
were hesitant to approve 
the ordinance, expressing 
concerns the small-cell fa- 
cilities could soon flood the 


city. 


Mayor. Thomas Koch 
introduced an ordinance to 
streamline the applications 
for such antennas earlier this 
year, and the council’s ordi- 
nance committee met Oct. 
29 to review the proposal. 
No vote was taken and Ste- 
phen Durkin, an assistant 
city solicitor, said he would 
work with Jay Duca, the in- 
spectional services director, 
to address councillors’ con- 


cerns about the ordinance. 


Durkin said the ordi- 
nance was introduced be- 
cause wireless carriers have 
filed a number of applica- 
tions to install the small-cell 
facilities on. utility poles in 
recent years, many of which 
have not been acted upon. 
The City Council, he said, 
currently has the ability to 
approve those. applications 
under state law. The pro- 
posed ordinance would shift 
that responsibility to Duca.

Suspect | initially did not 
respond or comply to the request and then suddenly started 
yelling to the people in the crowded lobby area that he was 
going to finish his drink and order some take-out. He then 
finished his beverage and shoved the glass at the officer 
while saying, “You take it.” 

Officer Yee calmly told suspect | to take the glass back 
into the lounge. Rather than comply, he took the glass and 
threw it at the officer, striking him in the right shin. The of- 
ficer grabbed unruly suspect | by the arm and led him out- 
side to the walkway and adjacent parking area, advising him 
strongly to leave the area before getting into further trouble. 

Suspect 1’s confrontational behavior resulted in several 
patrons taking out their cell phones to record his antics. Sus- 
pect 1 started making direct threats at the officer and to his 
family. At this point, seeing that suspect 1 was not going to 
cooperate, Officer Yee radioed Quincy Police communica- 
tions requesting assistance. 

As the officer tried to control the suspect and keep the 
crowd at bay, another male/suspect 2 closed in with his

At this time, suspect 1 
pulled out his cellphone camera as did two of-his friends, 
videoing patrons coming out while repeating how he was 
going to hurt the officer and his family. Several Quincy Po- 
lice officers arrived and started clearing the parking lot of 
onlookers. 

Officer Ron McKim advised the two suspects to leave 
the area but they refused. Suspect 2 then tried to go back 
inside the lounge, claiming he had to pick up his to-go order. 
Officer Yee asked him to show his takeout ticket. He did not 
have one and was asked to leave again. Suspect 2 went back 
into the parking lot yelling profanities making other patrons 
uncomfortable. P 

After the crowd thinned out, suspect 1 re-emerged with - 


another barrage of profanities. Suspect 1, a 36-year-old 
Roxbury resident, having been advised multiple times to 
leave the area, was placed under arrest for disorderly con- 
duct, assault and battery with a dangerous weapon to wit a 
brandy glass and threats to commit a crime. While placing 
suspect 1 in custody, suspect 2 continued yelling in the park- 


_ ing lot. Other customers tried to persuade suspect 2 to leave 


the area to no avail. 

Quincy Police officers Le, Griffin and.Captain Goyette 
arrived to assist. Suspect 2 was now standing in the middle 
of Hancock Street still videoing the scene while yelling. 
Based on suspect 2’s behavior and now disrupting traffic 
flow as well as the safety of others, Officer Yee walked into 
the street and placed him under arrest after a brief struggle 
for disorderly conduct. During booking, cell phones from 
both suspects were taken as evidence for court purposes.

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National Grid President A No-Show At Quincy Hearing 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City officials said Na- 
tional Grid’s lockout of 
union workers is impact- 
ing development in Quincy 
Center and the paving of 
city roads, and a pair of city 
councillors suggested taking 
legal action to recoup any 
monetary losses the lockout 
is having on the city. 

The City Council’s 
oversight committee held 
a hearing Nov. 1 to address 
impacts the lockout is hav- 
ing in Quincy. The ‘coun- 
cil had previously voted to 
summons Marcy Reed, the 
president of Massachusetts 
National Grid, but neither 
she nor anyone representing 
management attended the 
hearing. An attorney for the 
company submitted ‘a five- 
page letter objecting to the 
summons. . 

More than 100 locked- 
out workers and family 
members were present for 
the hearing, filling the main 
floor of the council chamber 
and the balcony above. 

National Grid locked out 
the 1,200 union steelwork- 
ers June 25. Mayor Thomas 
Koch, in an August letter to 
Reed, said the city stopped 
issuing permits for non- 
emergency gas line work 
once the lockout began and 
would not begin issuing the 
permits until the lockout 
ends. The state’s Depart- 


ment of Public Utilities on 
Oct. 8 imposed a morato- 
rium on all non-emergency 
work by National Grid. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, told the over- 
sight committee the lockout 
‘has had a negative impact 
on the city. 

“It’s having a very real 
and negative impact on this 
city. The first part is projects 
that are complete for all in- 
tents and purposes with the 
exception of the gas-line 
hookup,” Walker said. “We 
have new construction in 
this downtown that is ready 
to accept tenants — where 
tenants have leases that are 
not allowed to be living in 
their homes right now be- 
cause of this lockout.” 

Additionally, Walker not- 
ed two projects with nearly 
300 new residential units 
are now under construction 
on the former Hancock Lot. 
Those projects are not yet at 
the point where a gas hook- 
up would be needed, he said, 
but they could be impacted 
by the backlog of work that 
will need to be done once 
the lockout is lifted. 

“How long are these 
folks going to wait before 
they are allowed to move 
into their new homes be- 
cause things have backed 
up to such an egregious de- 
gree?” Walker said. 

The city is also negotiat- 


South Quincy 
Lowe’s To Close

The Lowe’s store in 
South Quincy is set to close, 
the home-improvement 
chain said Monday. 

The Lowe’s store, locat- 
ed at 599 Burgin Parkway, is 
one of 51 locations the com- 
pany will close throughout 
the U.S. and Canada. It is 
the only one in Massachu- 
setts that will be shuttered. 

The Lowe’s on Burgin 
Parkway is located on a 
12.81-acre site in a planned- 
urban-development zoning 
district, according to the 
city’s GIS property viewer. 
The land and buildings on 
site have an assessed value 
of $16.35 million. 

James Fatseas, Quincy’s 
planning director, on Tues- 
day said Lowe’s had yet to 
reach out to city officials 
about the future of the prop- 
erty. 

“There has been no dia- 
logue whatsoever with the 
city yet,” he said. “We have 
to respect that it’s private 
property, so the first move 
will be made by them.” 

Fatseas said it was likely 
the property would be sold 

to another retail user, given 
the building on site is eight 
years old and the lot has 
ample parking. 

“Tt is a beautiful big-box 


store with a large parking 


lot. If I’m Lowe’s and I’m 
trying to flip this, that’s the 
first place I’m going,” he 
said. 

Because the site is in a 
PUD zoning district, Fat- 
seas noted other types of 
development on site would 
require approval by the City 
Council acting as the special 
permit granting authority. 
The council had approved 
the construction of the 
Lowe’s store in 2008. 

The company announced 
all the impacted stores 
would close by Feb. 1 of 
next year, though some U.S. 
stores could close imme- 
diately. Closing sales are 
anticipated at the affected 
stores. The company said 
employees of the closed 
stores could be transferred 
to other locations. 

“While decisions that im- 
pact our associates are never 
easy, the store closures are a 
necessary step in our strate- 
gic reassessment as we fo- 
cus on building a stronger 
business,” Lowe’s president 
and CEO Marvin Ellison 
said. “We believe our peo- 
ple are the foundation of our 
business and essential to our 
growth, and we are making 
every effort to transition 
impact associates to nearby 
Lowe’s stores.”

That area, Walker 
said, will require substantial 
new infrastructure, includ- 
ing natural gas lines. 

“The Ross area is a blank 
canvas, so we need to get 
into the ground to do major 
infrastructure work, includ- 
ing gas, before anything can 
get built,” he said. “Time is 
of the essence. The city has 
been waiting for this mo- 
ment for four decades and 
we’re there now. To have 
something get in the way 
poses a very severe threat.” 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci, who called for 
the hearing and introduced 
the order to subpoena Reed, 
said he reached out to a 
number of private devel- 
opers to see if they would 
testify at the hearing. None 
said they would like to do 
so because they are wary of 
harming their relationship 
with National Grid. Palmuc- 
ci said one developer could 
have to place tenants into a 
hotel because it has yet to 
receive a gas hookup. 

“They are fully built. 
They don’t have gas lines. 
They have leases with ten- 
ants that were supposed 
to start in November, and 
they’re talking about having 
to put people into hotels,” 
said Palmucci, who is the 
committee chairman. 

Al Grazioso, the city’s 
commissioner of public 
works, said water mains 
under 16 streets were re- 
placed this year. National 
Grid had also promised to 
install new gas mains under 
eight of those roads before 
winter, but that has not hap- 
pened. The trenches need to 
settle before the road can be 
paved. 

“We were planning to 
pave those roads next spring 
— now that is not going to 
happen,” Grazioso said. 

Once the lockout ends, 
Grazioso said he was con- 
cerned about the backlog of 
work that needs to be done 
in Quincy and other com- 
munities where National 
Grid provides gas service. 

Councillor Nina Liang 
asked City Solicitor Jim 
Timmins if there would be 
a way Quincy could sue 
National Grid to recoup any 
monetary losses the city has 
incurred. 

“To. put it very bluntly: 
Can we make it hurt for 
them the way they’ve made 
it hurt for everyone in this 
room, and the taxpayers?” 
Liang asked, prompting a 
round of applause from the 
workers in attendance. 

Timmins said it would 
be difficult for Quincy or 
any community to identify 
specific damages caused by 
lockout. 


“A municipality is hard — 


pressed when it comes to 
public utilities to really 
point to specific damages — 
the type of thing you’re talk- 


ing about,” he said..

“Other 
National Grid employees 
are more familiar with the 
topics.” 

Councillors were not sat- 
isfied with National Grid’s 
response. 

_ “Tt’s a slap in the face,” 
Liang said. “I think it’s in- 
credibly disrespectful.” 

Timmins said he would 
reach out to National Grid 
to see if other employees 
would be able to appear at 
a future council hearing. If 
not, the solicitor said the 
only recourse would be to 
get a court order to compel 
testimony from Reed or an- 
other National Grid official.

The Commonwealth’s 
other Constitutional officers 
— all Democrat incumbents 
— were all re-elected and 
counted Quincy in their win 
columns. 

The ballot’s two-highest 
profiled contests — for U.S. 
senate and governor — were 
called moments after the 
polls closed at 8 p.m. as the 
AP projected wins for War- 
ren and Baker.- 

Warren, a Democrat and 
potential candidate for the 
Democratic _ presidential 
nomination in 2020, won a 
second six-year term as the 
State’s senior senator. In 


_ Quincy, she received 20,021 


votes easily outdistancing 
her Republican opponent, 
Geoff Diehl. 

Diehl, a former state 
representative from Whit- 
man, received 12,375 votes 
and independent candidate 
Shiva Ayyadurai of Belmont 
had 1,017 votes here. 

Baker, the popular Re- 


publican governor, and 


his running mate, Lt. Gov. 
Karyn Polito, won a second 
four-year term defeating 
Democrats Jay Gonzalez 
and running mate Quentin 
Palfrey. Baker polled 21,572 


votes in Quincy while Gon- 
zalez, the former secretary 
of administration and fi- 
nance to Gov. Deval Patrick, 
had 11,123 votes here. 

In the race for attor- 
ney general, Democrat in- 
cumbent Maura Healey of 
Boston coasted to a second 
four-year term. She defeat- 
ed Republican challenger 
James McMahon III of 
Bourne. In Quincy Healey 
had 24,087 votes while Mc- 
Mahon had 8,887. 

In the secretary of state 
contest, Democrat Wil- 
liam Galvin won a seventh 
four-year term turning back 
challenges by Republican 
Anthony Amore of Swamp- 
scott and Green-Rainbow 
candidate Juan Sanchez, Jr.

What if trucks could haul 
away greenhouse gases as 
easily as they cart off recy- 


clables? It sounds too good. 


to be true, but dozens of 
US cities, including nearby 
Cambridge, are doing just 
that by picking up bins of 
food scraps on trash day. 
Quincy could take a step 


_in that direction if the city 


council passes a resolution 
to create a curbside com- 
posting task force. 
~ Quincy burns its trash 
to produce energy. But be- 
cause food is 75 percent wa- 
ter, burning it does not gen- 
erate energy and may even 
require it, according to Dr. 
Sally Brown, a University 
of Washington composting 
expert. And food makes up 
at least a fifth of our trash. 
Instead of being wasted, it 
could be turned into com- 
post that lowers greenhouse 
gas emissions by replacing 
chemical © fertilizers _ pro- 
duced using great stores. of 
energy. 

Food waste can also be 
processed in anaerobic di- 


erate green electric power. 

Recycling food waste is 
cheaper, too. Cambridge, 
for example, pays about 
$100 to throw away a ton 
of trash but only $65 for a 
ton of food waste. (And be- 
cause the curbside food bins 
have thick walls and locking 
lids, the city says they are 
actually better than people’s 
trash cans at keeping out 
rodents.) In many commu- 
nities around the country, 
diverting food waste from 
trash cans means other gar- 
bage can be collected less 
often, potentially saving 
even more money. 

For all these reasons, we 
at the Quincy Climate Ac- 
tion Network are hoping 
the city will start up a food- 
waste collection program. 
The first step towards that 
goal could take place next 
week, when Ward 6 Coun- 
cilor William Harris is ex- 
pected to propose a resolu- 
tion that the mayor appoint a 
task force to study the issue.
